PBS SAYS 'NO' 10 
DOCUMENTARY 


Winning the 1994 Academy Award for 
Best Documentary Short has dramatically 
lengthened the reach of Defending Our 
Lives, the locally produced film about 
| women imprisoned for killing their batter- 
| ers in self-defense. In the two months 
since it captured the Oscar, it’s become 
| something of a primer for politicians, poli- 
| cymakers, and others looking for ways to 
| deal with domestic violence.

Broadcasting System. 

PBS has informed Cambridge Documen- 
tary Films, which produced the 30-minute 
documentary, that it won’t air it because 
one of the three co-producers, Stacey Ka- 
bat, is associated with Battered Women 
Fighting Back, an anti-violence group, and 
therefore has a personal interest. 

According to PBS spokesman Harry 
Forbes, Kabat’s involvement violates PBS 
programming guidelines. “That’s no re- 
flection on the content of the film — its 
subject matter is admirable,” he says. “But 
a co-producer was a member of Battered 
Women Fighting Back and a representa- 
tive of the group appears in the film. 

| There’s direct involvement between a co- 
| producer and the content. Films on PBS 
| need to be produced by a bona fide jour- 
| nalistic entity.” 
| Co-producer Margaret Lazarus says 
that’s ridiculous. “What PBS is doing sends 
a chilling message that people who are di- 
rectly involved in struggles don’t have a 
right to tell their stories on public air- 
waves,” she argues. “Their policy is a philo- 
sophical statement that only through their 
| filter can important messages be heard.” 

That hasn’t stopped the film from hav- 
ing an impact on public policy. 

Several state legislatures, attorneys gen- 
eral, police academies, universities, and 
law schools have screened Defending Our 

| Lives. US Senate Judiciary Committee 
| chairman Joseph Biden and his staff have 
shown it at a series of conferences and 
| hearings on legislation addressing violence 
against women. The Women’s Congres- 
sional Task Force, top officials at the US 
Department of Health and Human Ser- 
vices, and the American Bar Association 
Conference have also screened it. 

“In a lot of ways, this has always been 
our dream — seeing the film used to sup- 
port changes in laws about domestic vio- 
lence,” says Lazarus. 

Lazarus would like to see Defending 
Our Lives made available to the general 
public. But unless PBS officials change 
their minds, that’s not likely to happen.

SMOKING OUT 
THE CANDIDATES 


Governor Bill Weld says he doesn’t 
know whether he’ll sign legislation to ban 
cigarette smoking in restaurants. The leg- 

| islation, recently approved by the House 
Committee on Health Care, would even 
prohibit separately ventilated smoking sec- 
| 
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tions (“The Anti-Smoking Movement 
Goes Too Far,” News, May 6). 

“I haven’t discussed this yet with my 
round table,” says Weld. “I have a feeling 
I’m going to be outvoted by about seven to 
one. The question for me, then, is whether 
to invoke the Abe Lincoln rule, which 
means that my one vote overrides the oth- 
er seven.” 

When questioned about the proposed 
ban, Weld’s three Democratic challengers 
— and the governor’s staff — note they 
have not previously been asked to take a po- 
sition, and so each of them is improvising. 

“I am for the ban,” volunteers Senator 
Mike Barrett (D-Cambridge). “I still won’t 
make a judgment about a bill I haven’t 
read or thought about, but the overriding 
issue is second-hand smoke. I can’t com- 
ment on separately ventilated smoking ar- 
eas. I’m undecided about the ventilation 
issue as a partial cure. I want to reserve 
the right to think about the level playing 
field between restaurants and bars. 
Restaurants might say that bars would 
then have an advantage. I’m not coming 
down on the bar-and-restaurant question. 
I am concerned about it.” 

Says Watertown Democrat George 
Bachrach: “There cannot be shared space 
between smokers and non-smokers, that’s 
square one. If in a work environment a sep- 
arate and self-contained room is available 
that can be designated for smokers, I am 
willing to allow that option. If the legislation 
reaches my desk as it is, I’ll sign it. If the 
legislation were amended to allow a com- 
pletely segregated room for smokers, I 
would also allow for that.” 

Coming out in favor of separately venti- 
lated smoking areas is State Representative 
Mark Roosevelt (D-Boston). “I would for- 
bid restaurants from having any smoking at 
all unless they did have separate, distinct 
rooms,” he says — and adds that if the leg- 
islation reached his desk without providing 
for such smoking areas, “I would probably 
send it back asking the legislature to make 
such a provision.” 

Weld, pressed for his general philosophy 
on the restaurant-smoking ban, responds, 
“My philosophy is a libertarian view, but 
that comes up against the public-health 
view. So we'll see.”

GAYS MIFFED AT 
UNITY RALLY 


Last Saturday’s “unity rally,” which the 
city organized in response to the Nationalist 
Movement’s demonstration in South Bos- 
ton the following day, has become a point 
of contention between lesbian and gay ac- 
tivists and the Menino administration. 

“It’s great to have a unity rally,” says Jan 
Platner, executive director of Gay and Les- 
bian Advocates and Defenders, a legal 
group, “but all that was talked about was 
racism. Racism is important. But people 
completely overlooked the fact that this 
dreadful guy [Richard Barrett, of the Na- 
tionalist Movement] was there because of 
homophobia.” 

Barrett came to South Boston to support 
the Allied War Veterans, who this year can- 
celed the St. Patrick’s Day Parade rather 
than allow a gay-and-lesbian group to par- 
ticipate. The veterans’ organization de- 
clined Barrett’s support. 

Platner and Todd Fernandez, who chairs 
the Greater Boston Gay/Lesbian Political 
Alliance, contend gay organizations were 
intentionally excluded once the city became 
involved. “My initial contact was not from 
the mayor’s office — it was from the Anti- 
Defamation League,” says Platner. “The 
city sort of took this over, and then we nev- 
er got invited to any meetings.” 

Moreover, Fernandez contends, the city 
tried to de-gay the event by canceling a 
speaker who would have talked specifically 
about homophobia and the parade: “Until 
the morning of the rally, I had been told 
that a member of the Alliance was going to 
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speak. Then, on Friday, it was changed.” 

One openly gay speaker, Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrimination head 
Mike Duffy, did speak at the rally, but 
mentioned homophobia only in the 
vaguest of terms. 

Menino-administration officials deny all 
charges. “No one was intentionally left out,” 
says John Affuso, the mayor’s liaison to the 
gay-and-lesbian community. “We tried to 
get a broad cross-section of the Greater 
Boston community, and we had someone 
up there who was an openly gay man.” 

“To be blunt,” says Menino spokes- 
woman Jackie Goddard, “the purpose of 
this rally was not to decry discrimination 
against gays. The purpose was to decry dis- 
crimination against anyone for any reason.” 

“It’s fine to have these things,” responds 
Platner, “but it obfuscated Barrett’s whole 
reason for being here. If we pretend this is 
only about racism and not about homo- 
phobia, what are we saying?”

DIALING FOR 
GREEN GREEN 


Since the court-ordered breakup of 
AT&T, in the mid 1980s, some 300 inde- 
pendent long-distance phone companies 
have emerged — including a growing 
number that emphasize socially conscious 
policies. 

Take, for example, Working Assets — a 


San Francisco-based company that con- 


et gepter T 


tributes a portion 

of its revenues to 36 nonprof- 

it organizations, including Planned Par- 
enthood, Oxfam America, Rainforest Ac- 
tion Network, and Greenpeace. 

Working Assets began in 1986 by offer- 
ing a credit card. Two years later, it start- 
ed what was then a novel long-distance 
service, buying long-distance time in bulk 
from the three major carriers (AT&T, 
MCI, and Sprint), and then reselling it. 
Whereas the big carriers offer their volume 
discounts only to commercial customers, 
Working Assets passes the cut rates along 
to its members. It also discounts calls to 
other Working Assets customers. 

The cut rates and left-leaning donations 
have proved a powerful combination. Com- 
pany spokeswoman Catherine Murphy says 
Working Assets has 127,000 long-distance 
customers and 80,000 credit-card-holders. 
It’s donated more than $3.5 million since 
1986, $1 million of that last year. 

But now there’s a crowd forming on 
the left. 

A year ago, a handful of environmental 
organizations formed Earthtones, based in 
Boston. Unlike Working Assets, Earth- 
tones will donate all of its profits to the or- 
ganizations that ponied up the $50,000 
used to launch the project. Those groups 
include the US Public Interest Research 
Group, the National Environmental Law 
Center, Pesticide Watch, and Earth Day 
2000. Though Earthtones can’t afford to 
market its service, director Derek Cress- 
man says 1000 customers have already 
signed up. He expects to turn a profit this 
year — well ahead of schedule. 

And last month, an Illinois entrepreneur 
joined the fray. Greenspeak gives one per- 
cent of its revenues to 39 environmental 
organizations. Founder Larry John says 
customers will save up to 25 percent. 

“The real bottom line is that this is a 
real easy way for anyone who gives a 
damn about the earth to give something 
without costing them anything,” he says. 
“In fact, it will save them money.” Citing 
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competitive reasons, John won’t say how 
many customers he has. But he empha- 
sizes that he’s not looking to engage in 
hand-to-hand combat with the Big Three. 
“We would be ecstatic to provide as | 
much money to the planet each year as 
Sprint pays Candice Bergen,” he says.

"NEW NEWS" 
IN WEW YORK 


“New news” has replaced “old news” at 
New York magazine, where Jon Katz has 
taken over the influential media column 
from Ed Diamond. Diamond — a veteran 
of Newsweek and the New York Daily 
News, and a co-founder of the Washington 
Journalism Review (now the American 
Journalism Review) — most recently ex- 
plored the inner workings of America’s pa- 
per of record in his book Behind the 
Times. He is currently a visiting fellow at 
the Annenberg Washington Program in 
Communications Policy Studies, at North- 
western University, and is working on a 
book chronicling the rise of “soft-news 
formats,” such as talk shows and interac- 
tive television. 

Katz, a former Boston Globe staffer 
who’s most recently written about media 
for Rolling Stone, is widely credited with 


coining the term “new news” to describe 


the rise of such soft formats. An un- 
abashed basher of traditional “gate- 
keeper” journalism, Katz has predict- 
ed that the building of the electronic 
highway and the proliferation of com- 
puter bulletin boards will help make 
the Fourth Estate as we now know it 
obsolete. 

“I want to continue what I started 
in Rolling Stone, which is to write 
about new alternative media,” Katz 
says. “The straight press crippled 
Beavis and Butt-head. What they did 

to Ice-T was another example. What I 
think the mainstream media has come to | 
stand for is censorship, linking up with the 
most reactionary forces in the country.” 

Katz vows not to fall into the trap of cev- 
ering the inside baseball of Manhattan’s hy- 
peractive press culture. “The me- 

dia takes itself too seriously, and 

the people who cover it shouldn’t 

take it too seriously,” he asserts, 

hoping to “move away from ‘what 

did Joe Lelyveld say to Tina Brown 

this week?’ ”

FROM THE COB 
TO THE CONE 


The Center for Science in the Public In- 
terest’s recent popcorn study — in which 
it found that an average small serving of 
movie popcorn made with coconut oil 
contains a day’s allowance of saturated fat 
— has sent movie theaters and popcorn- 
eaters into a tizzy. 

Here’s a lower-fat popcorn alternative: 
go to Ice Cream Works (in Newton and 
Brookline) and gobble down a tub or two 
of corn-flavored ice cream. 

Co-owner Barry Gradwohl put “Corn” 
on his menu in March, before the popcorn 
frenzy, so he wasn’t trying to ride the 
hype. He wasn’t delusional, either. “Is it 
good? It’s ice cream. It’s very good,” he 
says. “But it’s kind of strange. I can’t say 
we’re selling a lot of it. But we’re giving 
samples to anyone who walks in the door.” 

The corn-flavored ice cream is studded 
with little kernels of corn (Green Giant 
Niblets, to be exact). Gradwohl, whose 
company supplies many Boston-area Thai 
restaurants with coconut and ginger ice 
cream, designed the recipe after his visit 
this past winter to Bangkok, where ven- 
dors were promoting corn-flavored ice 
cream. Gradwohl’s been sending a quart 
of corn ice cream to the Thai restaurants 
he supplies as a gift for the wait staff. 

“I get a lot of comments,” he says of the 
customers who ask for a taste. “Most of 
them are, ‘Hey, Barry, next week can we 
try Brussels sprouts?’ ” 

All corniness aside, Gradwohl proudly 
says that a dish of his ice cream contains 
less fat than some store-bought packages 
of “lite” popcorn.

A dearth of money and vision 


by Mark Jurkowitz 


he usually unflappable Pat 

Purcell was touchy. Striding

new Boston Herald owner was asked how 
things were going. 

“We’re doing a lot better,” he said with 
a defensive edge to his voice, “than people 
think we are.” 

Perhaps Purcell’s ire was induced by a 
May Boston-magazine story, the lead para- 
graph of which asserted that under his 
watch “the atmosphere at the daily tabloid 
turned from cheer to fear . . . [and] some 
cynical staffers were betting on how long it 
would take Purcell to push their paper into 
the grave.”

February press conference —

Tom Menino — has since yielded to a 
sobering reality. Consider: 

* As soon as Purcell bought the Herald 
from his mentor, Rupert Murdoch, he an- 
nounced he needed to slash $1 million, 
and said he might have to lay off 13 em- 
ployees. After some creative cost-cutting 
and haggling, only three employees had to 
be let go. But the message was loudly de- 
livered: Murdoch’s deep pockets are gone. 

¢ In a move that surprised almost no 
one — though its suddenness was a bit of 
a shock — Purcell dumped editor Alan 
Eisner, who'd been appointed after Martin 
Dunn bolted for the New York Daily 
News, in July 1993. But in a move that ap- 
parently surprised quite a few, Purcell ele- 
vated managing editor Andy Costello to 
the top job. Costello’s promotion and the 
ascension of his fellow “Micks with Dicks” 
— Kevin Convey and Andy Gully — to 
managing-editor slots reinforced continu- 
ity in the newsroom. But it raised ques- 
tions about the paper’s long-term vision 
and disappointed those who were looking 
for a charismatic import. 

* Nick Tate, the Herald’s respected en- 
vironmental reporter, has just announced 
he’s taking an editing job at the Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution. According to the of- 
ficial count, Tate will become the 16th vet- 


| eran Herald reporter to leave since 1993. 


This also has the brass scrambling to train 
troops so green that the deposed Eisner 
used to refer to them collectively as the 
“rookie camp.” 

* Morale has been further sapped by 


contentious contract negotiations, which 
have resulted in the Newspaper Guild’s fil- 
ing several unfair-labor-practice com- 
plaints against the company. Management, 
in turn, is apparently refusing to come to 
terms until those complaints have been 
settled. One recent flier spoofing manage- 
ment — headlined TOP 10 REASONS FOR 
THE COMPANY TO SIGN WITH THE GUILD — 
climaxes with: “Dammit Pat, you own the 
place now and you don’t have to take or- 
ders from that Australian anymore.” 

Only a few short years ago the Herald 
had clawed its way to respectability, jetti- 
soning its earlier Murdoch emphasis on 
Wingo contests and gore in favor of seri- 
ous political and investigative reporting. It 
added staff and created beats, all the while 
backed by the security of Rupert’s billions. 
Now, though, Purcell must deal with the 
perception that his Herald, with 
circula- 
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tion slipping below 315,000, is at a dan- 
gerous crossroads, both editorially and fi- 
nancially — not unlike the situation in the 
early ’80s, after Murdoch saved it from 
the Hearst people. 

At One Herald Square these days, there 
is palpable relief that it was Purcell, and 
not some local version of Abe Hirschfeld 
(the eccentric money man who nearly 
drove the New York Post into the ground 
last year before Murdoch came back for a 
second stint as owner), who picked up the 
paper. But there are few illusions about the 
task ahead. 

Purcell, in character, is closed-mouthed 
on the details, but he says there are signs 
that the Herald is on the uptick. One bit of 
evidence that he will talk about is a seven 
percent increase in ad revenues over the 
previous year. Further improvements in 
both the editorial product and the bottom 
line will come, he believes, as the Herald 
focuses increasingly on what he calls “the 
three P’s” — “populist, passionate, and 
phunny” — a formula he unveiled at a 
Herald skull session several months ago at 
Babson College. 

Perhaps the most controversial aspect 
of the new formula is that Purcell wants to 
de-emphasize the competition with the 
dominant Boston Globe and instead focus 
on establishing a unique niche. Although 
the Globe has always overwhelmed the 
Herald with staff and other resources, the 
Herald in recent years has prided itself on 
its ability to beat its bigger rival on state 
and local stories. The retooling reflects 
the reality that a guerrilla war is the best 
option for the resource-strapped Herald. 

But it’s always easier to devise slogans 
than to execute them. And it gets trickier

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when you try to re-invent with the same 
veteran editors who created the very prod- 
uct you’re trying to change. 


Phun, phun, phun 

“It’s going to be an evolution, not a rev- 
olution,” says Costello of the new march- 
ing orders. Kevin Convey, managing edi- 
tor for features, calls it “honing the mis- 
sion we’ve had all along. Doing the stuff 
that makes a tabloid a tabloid.” 

But despite such words of moderation, 
some of the changes are obvious even to 
the most casual reader — particularly in 
the passion area. 

In an interview with the Phoenix shortly 
after the purchase, Purcell made clear his 
ideological passion. 

“I want to make it more conservative,” 
he said. “At least on the op-ed pages.” 
There was a revealing moment during an 
interview with WBZ Radio talk-show host 
David Brudnoy, when Purcell tacitly sided 
with a caller who claimed two of his hipper 
female columnists — Monica Collins and 
Margery Eagan — were a little too hard 
on the Catholic Church. 

It’s tough to gauge whether the rock- 
ribbed-conservative opinion pages — with 
new chief editorial writer Guy Darst work- 
ing for veteran editorial-page editor Shelly 
Cohen — have moved even farther to the 
right since February. (One intriguing de- 
velopment, though, has been the creation 
of a weekly “Media Watch” column, writ- 
ten by Jon Klarfeld, director of the print- 
journalism program at Boston University. 
Klarfeld says he’s free to write about Her- 
ald foibles, which should prove a test of 
Purcell’s self-control.) 

The most dramatic move occurred in 
March, when Purcell shifted curmudgeon- 
ly sports columnist Joe Fitzgerald — a 
man jokingly nicknamed “the Cardinal” by 
sports blabmeister Upton Bell — to the 
news pages. Fitzgerald immediately began 
railing against dirty magazines and the 
evils of gambling, and he condoned the 
Singaporean caning of Michael Fay. More 
recently, Fitzgerald, who isn’t Catholic, 
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gave us a three-part series consisting of 
the words and thoughts of the real cardi- 
nal, Bernard Law. 

In fact, Law’s pronouncements have be- 
come a mainstay of Purcell’s Herald. On 
April 12, the cardinal’s opposition to casi- 
no gambling led the paper, and the prelate 
made page one again 11 days later, when 
he asked South Boston residents not to 
march on May 7 with gay-bashing white 
supremacist Richard Barrett. 
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next day. But one pretty phunny story — 
fresh allegations that Marilyn Monroe and 
Bobby Kennedy had the hots for each oth- 
er — did make page one.) 

There is some “leavening” — to use the 
editors’ term — of the front pages, with 
features such as Stephanie Schorow’s first- 
person account of her battles with her new 
superbra, or M.A.J. McKenna’s piece on 
the proliferation of cowgirl movies. But it’s 
cough to be phunny with any phrequency.

“I wanted somebody who in some ways 
was akin to [New York Post columnist] 
Ray Kerrison, in New York,” says Purcell 
of his decision to anoint Fitzgerald. It’s 
obvious that Purcell — a conservative 
Catholic from working-class Queens — 
wanted his brand of morality reflected 
somewhere in pages of his newspaper. 

The “phunny” part of the Herald’s 
facelift, says Andy Costello, has manifested 
itself in a more liberal use of lighter feature 
stories, particularly on the first three 
pages. During a May 5 interview, for ex- 
ample, the editor illustrated this new 
thinking by explaining that Monica 
Collins’s story on changes in the Channel 
5 newscast would bump a piece on the 
white supremacists’ march in Southie off 
page one. (Actually, a new development in 
the case of the cop accused of raping a 
hooker, one of the Herald’s biggest recent 
scoops, pushed Collins back inside the 


Then there is the search for populism, 
for connecting with readers’ everyday 
concerns. Some of this, Costello and 
company vow, will be accomplished by 
publishing more stories like the series on 
the state’s crumbling infrastructure. There 
will also be more attention paid to such 
popular favorites as high-school and 
recreational sports. 

But the burden of creating a populist 
voice may well fall to the Herald’s crucial 
front pages, which in the Purcell era have 
been rejiggered to maximize their visceral 
punch — sometimes for the better, some- 
times for the worse. 

A March 24 SAVE THE CHILDREN banner 
headline topped a powerful photo of black 
and white mothers — both of whom had 
lost young sons to street violence — em- 
bracing tenderly. The next day’s page-one 
photo, which had nothing to do with sav- 
ing children, showed a young gunshot vic- 
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tim sprawled in a Roxbury playground. 

The April 7 paper skillfully captured the 
angry outburst of Kelly Rose — the 
daughter of murdered Boston cop Thomas 
Rose — as she threatened to kill the de- 
fendant. The headline: VERDICT TEARS UP 
SLAIN COP’S FAMILY. 

On two other occasions, the paper has 
published page-one “splashes” on alleged 
cyber-perverts using computer networks 
to hunt down young children. The stories, 
though, delivered a lot less than the head- 
lines promised. 

Despite a continued preoccupation with 
crime, Purcell has expressed a desire “to 
provide a balanced view of what’s going 
on.” And “good news” stories are begin- 
ning to pop up with more regularity. That 
was evident with the April 14 page-one 
feature on the blind Cambridge Rindge & 
Latin runner, and the creation of a “Bos- 
ton Herald Hero” award that the paper be- 
stowed upon a badly wounded Boston 
man, Frank Sullivan, who works with 
Dorchester kids. On May 3, hard-bitten 
columnist Peter Gelzinis penned a page- 
one ode to the award-winning Boston En- 
glish High mock-trial team. 

Not everyone at Wingo Square is happy 
with the occasionally lighter, happy-talk 
tone of the Herald. But it’s part of Pur- 
cell’s vision. 

So too, apparently, is the long-promised 
overhaul of the Sunday paper, which is 
still several months away. Details remain 
under wraps, but Convey says, “There will 
likely be changes in all departments of the 
newspaper, from the front to the back.” 
Given the paper’s track record on the day 
of rest, skepticism is in order. 


Musical chairs 
Call it a bad day. On March 31, the 
Herald overreacted to the death of the 
Reverend Accelyne Williams in a botched 
drug raid with a hyperbolic SOCIETY GONE 
MAD headline, and ran a preachy Fitzger- 
ald column celebrating the removal of skin 
mags from a Christy’s in Norwood. Inside, 
the paper was mighty thin. At the same 
time, the tabloid ate the Globe’s dust on 
two classic Herald stories: the Dorchester 
man whose body lay unclaimed in a Beth 
Israel morgue and the whereabouts of

Douglas deRusha, the missing Ray Flynn 
aide suspected of siphoning off campaign 
funds. 

It was the worst-case scenario for the 
new Herald, even one with the professed 
goal of not competing with the Globe. All 
sizzle and no steak. All foam and no 
beer. 

That outcome was an inevitable result of 
the revolving door of the past year or so. 
Medical reporter Susan Brink, general-as- 
signment reporter Harvey Dickson, educa- 
tion reporter Pat Mangan, crime reporter 
Michelle Caruso, court reporter Shelley 
Murphy, crime reporter L. Kim Tan, in- 


| vestigative reporters Jon Wells, David 
Armstrong, and Alan Levin, environmental 


reporter Nick Tate, and State House bu- 
reau chief Eric Fehrnstrom were among 
the most valued departees — Levin and 
Fehrnstrom opting to take the early-retire- 
ment buyout offered as part of Purcell’s 
fiscal frugality. In effect, the departures 
represented the gutting of a 
reporting unit built up dur- 
ing the past decade. To- 
day’s paper, for example, is 
four reporters under peak 
staffing levels. 

“They were good people 
looking for opportunities 
says a 
philosophical Purcell. But at 


| least a few of the departures 


can be traced to uncertainty 
over the Herald’s future. 
“It leaves you rebuilding,” 


‘| says managing editor for 


news Andy Gully. “Abso- 
lutely it hurt. How can it 
not? Of those 16, they took 
a tremendous amount of in- 
stitutional knowledge and 
Rolodexes. . . . We have to 
cut away from things we 
can’t do and play to our 
strength.” 

“We’re restructuring the 
newsroom,” acknowledges 
Costello. “You’ve got a 
largely new reporting staff, = 
and now we’re matching people’ s talents 
to the organization. The underlying phi- 
losophy is we’re taking the most experi- 
enced people and putting them in the cru- 
cial positions.” 

That would explain an accelerated game 
of musical chairs among the veteran edi- 
tors. In recent weeks, Jim MacLaughlin 
replaced Gully as deputy managing editor 
for news, Eric Norment replaced Convey 
as Sunday editor, and Mike Bello replaced 
MacLaughlin as executive city editor. 
Suzanne Dulude-Potter was named assis- 
tant Sunday editor. Joe Sciacca, who only 
recently was named the paper’s political 
columnist, moved up to become political 
editor — perhaps in an effort to invigorate 
the State House bureau, which has had 
trouble keeping up with the Globe. Chief 
political writer Wayne Woodlief took over 
Sciacca’s thrice-weekly column. 

“The new generation of stuff isn’t here 
yet,” says Gully. “It’s being built.” 

“It’s really an open shop for ideas,” 
adds Costello. “It’s a time for creativity.” 
But others wonder about that creativity, 
given that the editorial changes merely in- 
volved moving long-time editors up the 
ladder without any infusion of fresh 
blood. 

Nowhere was that more evident than 
with the ascension of the “Micks with 
Dicks.” When Martin Dunn, one of Mur- 
doch’s high-energy Brit imports, arrived in 
early 1993 to succeed Ken Chandler as 
editor, major changes appeared to be in 
order at the Herald — perhaps of the tits- 
and-tots variety, a formula Dunn had used 
successfully in the Fleet Street tabloid 
wars. So once Purcell sent Dunn’s care- 
taker successor, Alan Eisner, packing, the 
expectation was that the new owner would 
find another brash outsider to rechart the 
paper’s course. Purcell even courted a few 
Globe editors, and word had it that he was 
poking around the New York tabloids. 

But in the end, he played the inside 
game by selecting Costello, 46, an 11- 
year Herald veteran, and promoting 
Costello’s top lieutenants, Gully and 
Convey. Internally, relief at the avoidance 
of upheaval mixed uneasily with the real- 
ization that no journalistic messiah would 
arrive. (One clear change from the 
Dunn-to-Costello transition involves the 
three clocks that hang on the editor’s 
wall. Costello vows to replace Boston, 
London, and Sydney time with Boston, 
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Dublin, and Singapore — the last in hon- 
or of the Michael Fay caning.) 

“There were a lot of names that were 
around, and yes, I did look at some other 
guys,” says Purcell, who nevertheless pro- 
fesses to be thrilled with Costello: “He is 
terrific. . . . In conversations he and I have 
had about where the paper should go, he 
has demonstrated to my excitement and 
satisfaction the vision and integrity I think 
the paper needs. There isn’t anyone out 
there in the newspaper industry who has a 
magic bullet.” 

Cynics surmised Purcell stayed in house 
to save money and to ensure his personal 
control over the paper. The new owner in- 
sists only: “I’m as involved as I’ve always 
been. I may show up in a news meeting 
every now and then, but that’s no great 
shakes.” 

But the more relevant question is 
whether Purcell has chosen wisely in ask- 
ing the architects of the old Herald to 
tamper with their own creation. After all, 
the “Micks” built the more serious tabloid 
that engaged the Globe on its own turf 
and emphasized coverage of politics and 
government. They created a special-pro- 

» jects unit — now refitted 
for speedier turnaround 
times and quicker hits — 
that probed obscure gov- 
ernment scandals. They 
forged and protected the 
paper’s hard-news fiefdom 
at the expense of other de- 
partments. And they openly 
fretted at the prospect of 
Martin Dunn’s dramatical- 
ly devaluing their priori- 
ties. Now they’re being 
asked to produce the 
“three P’s.” They say there 
are no problems. 

“At the time that was 
happening, the paper need- 
ed respectability, really bad- 
ly needed it,” says Convey. 
“But the goals of institu- 
tions have to change. I 
don’t believe we’ve been 
asked to dismantle that re- 
spectability, but to develop 
it in other areas.” 

Says Costello: “It’s ba- 

= sically been our vision that’s 

brought the paper to where it is today. We 

changed the focus from a typical Murdoch 
paper.” 

“It’s a very legitimate question to ask 
when three guys come up through the 
news side,” adds Gully. “Is there a broad 
enough vision? The proof is in the pages.” 


Rupe’s shadow 

In some quarters, Nick Tate’ & move to 
the Atlanta Journal-Constitution was seen 
as a good sign. At least it proved the Globe 
isn’t the only major metro whose eye Her- 
ald staffers can catch. The sad part is that 
for now, few think of the Herald as much 
more than a way station. 

Since the February sale, Herald staffers 
have been on a roller-coaster ride. Their 
initial joy at seeing their popular publisher 
buy the paper gave way to disappointment 
over belt-tightening and layoffs. Now, with 
the new editing team in place, emotions 
seem to have leveled off. 

Hard feelings generated during the con- 
tract talks, though, may not diminish soon. 
The union has agreed to an economic 
package of four raises — three percent, 
three and a half percent, four percent, and 
four and a half percent — phased in over 
five years, and is resigned to having its 
membership continue to pay more than 90 
percent of health-insurance costs. Even so, 
management apparently won’t deal until the 
unfair-labor-practice charges are resolved. 

“The only thing that has changed at the 
bargaining table is we’re not dealing with 
this big guru in Australia,” says Lesley 
Phillips, president of the Newspaper 
Guild’s Local 32. “We know what we’re 
dealing with here.” 

Yet some think the big guru continues 
to cast a large shadow over the Herald 
building, which he still owns. They con- 
tend that though Rupert may no longer 
own the Boston tabloid, he would never let 
his friend and protégé Purcell fail. 

That’s debatable. But whatever Rupe’s 
role, this is Purcell’s roll of the dice. The 
cutbacks, the management team, the reori- 
entation away from overt competition with 
the Globe in the search for a new niche — 
this is Purcell’s game, and it’s not an easy 
one to play, especially when cities’ second 
dailies are dropping like flies and when re- 
sources are limited. 

It may explain why the new Herald own- 
er is a little sensitive to questions about his 
stewardship. Q

The Republicans may fall for 
another rich empty suit

s Massachusetts Republi- 

cans gather in Springfield 

this weekend for their state 

nominating convention, 

they stand at the edge of 
total victory. Their three statewide office- 
holders — Governor Bill Weld, Lieutenant 
Governor Paul Cellucci, and Treasurer Joe 
Malone — are odds-on favorites to be re- 
elected. 

But the talk of the Civic Center on Sat- 
urday will be the very real possibility that 
Bay State Republicans this November can 
grab the Holy Grail itself — the US Sen- 
ate seat Teddy Kennedy has held for more 
than three decades — and thus leave Joe 
Kennedy as Camelot’s sole remaining 
Massachusetts heir. 

If the past is prologue, though, the pos- 
sibility of total triumph ought to bring with 
it some anxiety. Because the Republican 
delegates who come to Springfield may 
well repeat the time-honored mistake that, 
until recent history, has kept them from 
grasping the reins of power. 

The mistake is the party’s predilection 
for millionaire candidates — empty suits 
who bring big bucks to the campaign table 
but who self-destruct under the scrutiny 


that a campaign brings. Call it 
“millionaire’s disease.” 

Janet Jeghelian is the Re- 
publican who'd have the best 
chance of beating Ted Ken- 
nedy. She’s a moderate, she’s \ 
solidly pro-choice, and she re- 
minds voters of the unease that 
even many liberal women feel about 
Kennedy’s well-publicized personal 
life. What’s more, as a long- 
time presence on Boston’s 
talk-radio scene, she has 
name recognition (indeed, 
she’s led the early polls) and = ¢ 
she knows how to talk with © , 
people. She may be lack- 
ing in depth and vision, 
but her biggest prob- 
lem is that her cam- 
paign, underfunded 
and disorganized, has 
so far been nearly . 
eclipsed by the battle of * 
the rich men. 

The millionaire du jour is 
Senate candidate Mitt Rom- 
ney, who, according to 
most Republican observers, 
is a good bet to win this 
weekend’s GOP-fest. John Lakian, the 
millionaire d’antan, of yesteryear, is 
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also pumping major dollars into wooing 
delegates. And though past winners have 
often gone on to lose the Republican pri- 
mary, the convention’s endorsement can 
still be a valuable boost. 

Meanwhile, Gary Todd, the only serious 
anti-choice candidate in the race (unless 
anyone takes perennial 
candidate

Mildred Jefferson seriously), is struggling 
to get the 15 percent convention vote he’ll 
need to qualify for the ballot. But many of 
his natural supporters are getting picked 
off by the Romney campaign. 
Massachusetts Republicans have a long- 
standing tendency to get swept off their 
feet by a fresh new candidate who

the Democrats and brings bags of his own personal wealth 
as a down payment. 

In 1982, the state convention went gaga over million- 
aires Lakian and Ray Shamie, nominating both for 
statewide office. But Lakian’s campaign for governor self- 
destructed before the September primary because of reve- 
lations that he’d lied about his military and business 
records. Shamie, a candidate for the US Senate, lost to 
Kennedy by a wide margin. 

Two years later, in ’84, there was no state convention, 
but Republican-primary voters chose Shamie over moder- 
ate Elliot Richardson, a former Massachusetts and US at- 
torney general, for the US Senate seat being vacated by 
Paul Tsongas. Although Ronald Reagan topped the ticket 
that year and won in Massachusetts, Shamie was bested by 
Democrat John Kerry after it was revealed Shamie had 
been a supporter of the John Birch Society. That didn’t 
stop the death-wish Republicans from making Shamie their 
state party chair after they batted .000 in 1986 statewide 
races. 

In 1990, the state convention, dominated by right-to-life 
crazies and other right-wing ideologues (many of whom 
were among the 900 ex officio delegates appointed by 
chairman Shamie), went against the grain, nominating 
then-House Minority Leader Steve Pierce over millionaire 
Weld in a fractious brawl. But Weld spent his way to victo- 
ry in the Republican primary, and would surely have joined 
Lakian, Shamie, et al. in defeat had John Silber not burst 
into flames in his own living room in the presence of Natal- 
ie Jacobson. 

It’s worth noting that Weld’s first run for statewide of- 
fice was no more successful than those of Lakian, 
Shamie, or Rappaport. In 1978, he challenged then-At- 
torney General Frank Bellotti and got his clock cleaned. 
Only after a dozen more years of public exposure — as 
US attorney, as a top Justice Department official who re- 
signed to protest Ed Meese’s ethical conflicts, and as 
someone who had to fight accusations of illegal drug use 
— had Weld developed a sufficient public profile, and a 
tough enough skin, for a successful gubernatorial bid. 
Given that history, Lakian, attempting a Weld-style re- 
bound after 12 years, may in fact prove to be a stronger 
candidate than Romney. 

By a narrower margin, the "90 GOP convention nomi- 
nated Dan Daly over Jim Rappaport for the US Senate. 
Rappaport, like Weld, won the primary largely because Re- 
publican voters wanted a millionaire who could spend in- 
cumbent Kerry back to the Mekong Delta. Kerry racked up 
a 14-point victory over Rappaport, in part due to Kerry- 
campaign ads that ridiculed Rappaport’s receipt of federal 
subsidies for his Vermont farm, symbolized by his now-in- 
famous $1 million cow. 

“This will be the smoothest convention with the least 
controversy,” pledges Rappaport, who fulfilled his fate as 
an unsuccessful Senate candidate by becoming chairman 
of the Republican State Committee. “My most important 
objective for the candidates is to give them a venue before 
4500 activists, the TV, and the media. For the delegates, I 
want to make sure their seats are comfortable, their sight 
lines are good, and that they’re out of there before dark. 
The 1990 convention was a 15-hour marathon. I left at 8 
p.m. with my race. I’ve been told it went until 11 or 
11:30.” 


Romneymania 

Mitt Romney stood in the ballroom of the Copley Plaza 
Hotel on May 1, with 400 others gathered for Treasurer 
Joe Malone’s re-election-campaign kick-off. He was ap- 
proached by Tony Caruso, a GOP delegate from Woburn, 
who urged Romney to run on a theme of ethics and moral- 
ity. “People are fed up,” said Caruso, “with immoral and 
unethical behavior.” 

“Moral values,” replied Romney, with characteristic 
depth. “I talk about that all the time.” 

Indeed, Romney recently bought, according to his politi- 
cal consultant, Charlie Manning, “several hundred thou- 
sand dollars’ ” worth of television advertising that talked of 
“American values” and moral breakdown. 

Romney’s 60-second TV spot trumpeted him as “most 
of all, someone who’s raised a strong, wonderful family,” 
who will fight against “the breakdown of the moral fiber of 
our society.” That ad blitz, like a recent quarter-million- 
dollar TV buy by Lakian, is clearly aimed at convention 
delegates, which is an indication that both millionaires con- 
sider the convention important to their chances. 

Romney told the Phoenix, “I don’t think winning the 
convention is essential for anyone. But it would be a boost 
for fundraising, particularly outside the state. Ted Kennedy 
gets 60 percent of his money from outside the state.” 

But Gene Hartigan, Janet Jeghelian’s political consul- 
tant, disparages Romney’s claim that winning the conven- 
tion isn’t a must. 

“The Romney campaign wants to win this convention in 
the worst way,” Hartigan says. “Romney had hoped to pull 
together all these legislators and state-committee people, to 
present himself and say, ‘Anoint.me.’ When it didn’t work, 
they got a little panicked. They have been on the phones to 
delegates constantly. In political circles, when you try too 
hard, a secondary message comes out: why doth ye protest 
too much unless you’re concerned?” 

Hartigan lumps Lakian with Romney, calling them both 
successful business people with problems in their back- 
grounds: Lakian’s well-known résumé enhancements and 
recent revelations about Romney — an arrest 13 years 
ago, a draft deferment — that “are starting to dribble 
out.” All of this leaves Hartigan angered when he ponders 
the air of inevitability that seems to have surrounded 
Romney’s candidacy.

“If Romney were ahead in the polls, in 
striking distance of Kennedy, that would 
be one thing,” he says, before asking: 
“Why is it that Janet Jeghelian has led in 
every poll, yet has not spent any money to 
get her message out?” 

Hartigan estimates that Jeghelian’s sup- 
port among delegates “is probably some- 
where between 16 and 20 percent. Rom- 
ney goes in with the largest bloc, between 
39 and 45 percent. Lakian is somewhere 
between 28 and 36 percent. I have no way 
of gauging where Gary Todd is; he could 
be at 15 or at five percent. The problem 
there is that if the Christian right is giving 
him the backing that he wants, they’re not 
going to tell you. There’s some talk that 
they are making a deal with Romney to 
swing the pro-life vote behind him, that 
Romney’s closet pro-life and they’re not 
sure Todd can win it.” 

Abortion rights, in fact, could be a prin- 
cipal issue. And there are indications that 
Romney, in particular, is trying to have it 
both ways. 

Romney takes a pro-choice position on 
abortion, but is opposed to the federai 
Freedom of Choice Act, which codifies 
the Supreme Court’s landmark Roe v. 
Wade decision. “He claims the reason is 
because it contains federal funding for 


Jeghelian 
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But the question remains as to why 
Romney opposes the Freedom of Choice 
Act if his campaign can’t come up with a 
factual excuse. One plausible explanation: 
politics. Romney’s opposition may be 
nothing more than a wink-and-nod that 
puts Romney just to the right of Lakian 
and Jeghelian, and thus puts him into play 
for support from the right-to-life faction of 
the party. 

Gary Todd, who staunchly opposes 
abortion rights, has attracted his share of 
followers — such as Doug Dagarin, an 
anti-choice activist from Northampton. 
“He’s committed to family values, and he’s 
a friend of small business,” he says. “Gary 
Todd’s not a politician. I believe him.” But 
Dagarin acknowledges there is some right- 
wing spillage into the Romney campaign: 
“People believe that Romney’s got the 
money to pull it off, maybe from the his- 
torical standpoint of what wins elections. I 
don’t think it’s much progress on our situ- 
ation if it’s still a matter of money doing 
the talking.” 

Then there are Romney’s ties to the 
governor. Having spurned a challenge 
to Kennedy himself, Weld would love to 
be seen as contributing to the fall of the 
Kennedy dynasty. Though Weld will not 
speak publicly for Romney, the gover- 
nor is widely believed to back his fellow 
millionaire. 

Four years ago, right-to-lifers chanted 
“Baby killer!” at Weld, and he’s invested 
political capital to make sure this weekend

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abortion,” says Hartigan. “But the bill, as 
being debated in Congress, does not have 
that position.” 

Charlie Manning, speaking for the 
Romney campaign, explains: “The way I 
understand the last one I saw drafted, the 
one we received when we inquired about it 
in late November or December, is that the 
Freedom of Choice Act overrides states in 
areas of parental notification, some health 
and safety licensing measures, and then 
several other things — I don’t know them 
all on the top of my head.” 

Responds Melissa Kogut, associate di- 
rector of Mass Choice: “He’s absolutely 
wrong on parental notification. It does 
not change the laws on minors’ access to 
abortion. We wish it did, but we have to 
fight that-fight separately.” Kogut adds 
that the bill would not have interfered 
with parental notification last November 
or December either, and that some pro- 
choice organizations view the bill as too 
weak. “Groups like NOW are not sup- 
porting it because it does not go far

will be a Weld-friendly gathering. An en- 
dorsement of Romney would be an en- 
dorsement of the new Republican Party 
that Weld has built in his own image. And 
if Romney were to defeat Ted Kennedy — 
well, that would be almost as good for any 
national ambitions Weld may harbor as if 
the governor himself had triumphed over 
Teddy. 

“Romney is Weld’s candidate,” says 
Todd’s political consultant, Ron Mills. 
“You call Weld and he’ll say, ‘No, that’s 
not true.’ I’m sorry. It is true, and every- 
one in the party knows it. That gives 
Romney a considerable cachet with a sig- 
nificant number of delegates. Because 
Romney has so much money, he’s been 
able to put together a paid field operation 
and campaign staff, which gives him the 
ability to do the necessary courting you 
have to do to lock in delegates.”

in 1990,” says Senate Republican Leader Brian Lees (R- 
East Longmeadow), who will co-chair the event with 
Congressmen Peter Blute (R-Shrewsbury) and Peter 
Torkildsen (R-Danvers). “Nineteen ninety was out-and- 
out warfare, with a lot of people being very nasty to the 
Weld people. All the candidates understand that this is 
the convention, so let’s be positive. People are happy. Re- 
publicans have made great gains, thanks to Weld, Celluc- 
ci, Malone, and Rappaport, who has really held this thing 
together.” 

Although Lees is a Lakian supporter, he is concerned 
about the Republican propensity to fall for untested mil- 
lionaires: “I think there is, maybe among some delegates, 
the feeling that if someone has the ability to put in their 
own money, that helps because it’s expensive to run cam- 
paigns. But look at the people we have elected over the last 
25 years: John Volpe, Elliot Richardson, Ed Brooke. We 
didn’t elect anyone until we nominated another moderate 
Republican. It’s not just wealth, it’s also your views. I 
would hope we’re not moving in that direction, because I 
think a focus on wealth could hinder candidates from run- 
ning. Cellucci, Malone, and Arthur Chase [a state senator 
for Worcester who’s running for secretary of state] cer- 
tainly are not millionaires, but they’ve been able to attract 
support at the ballot box in November.” 

Which may be one reason why some Republicans have 
questioned Romney’s credibility on issues such as abortion. 
Last winter, the Jeghelian camp aimed an ill-advised attack 
on Romney’s religion (he’s a Mormon), reminiscent of 
1960 attacks on Jack Kennedy’s Catholicism. But faith or 
no faith, Romney has been less than enthusiastic when 
speaking of his pro-choice position. 

“I think Romney is a closet pro-lifer who has waffled on 
choice,” insists Hartigan, the Jeghelian consultant. “If, at 
the convention, you see traditionally pro-life elements are 
sitting with Romney on the first vote, then there’s a pretty 


good indication a deal )

Some Republicans worry about what could happen to 
their new golden boy if, for example, any evidence pops up 
that he pulled strings to. avoid the draft. Certainly the po- | 
tential for some ugly stories is there: Romney’s father, | 
George, was governor of Michigan during the Vietnam era, 
and was well-positioned to pull strings. 

And that’s exactly the problem when Republicans nomi- 
nate untested millionaires for major statewide office. They 
haven’t been through the political wars before. One never 
knows who is really inside that expensive suit until the po- 
litical opposition and the press start to snoop around. And 
when it comes to candidates who have made a lot of money 
in the business world, well, in the immortal words of 
Robert Penn Warren’s fictional candidate, Willie Stark, 
“there’s always something.” 

“In politics today, Democrat and Republican, we have 
created a priesthood that deals in ritual,” says Ron Mills, 
Gary Todd’s consultant. “The underlying reasons behind 
the ritual become forgotten, and all that begins to matter is 
the ritual itself. Campaigns take on a boilerplate quality, 
which is one reason why the public is tuning out. This | 
priesthood that dominates high-money kinds of races sti- 
fles creativity and fails to create vehicles that communicate 
effectively. They turn candidates from intelligent, bright, 
compassionate, and dedicated men and women into some- 
thing from the Cartoon Channel.” 

Mills predicts Romney will win the convention: “Jeghe- 
lian’s campaign has fallen through a crack in the earth. 
Lakian can’t get over his baggage. Todd never wanted to 
win the convention. So Romney wins the convention by 
default.” 

But if Republicans are truly serious about beating Ted 
Kennedy in November, they would do well to look at the 
potential strengths of their candidates beyond personal 
wealth. After all, no credible nominee will have problems 
raising money among Republican donors to run against the 
Senate’s most hated liberal. 

There seems little doubt that Janet Jeghelian is the par- 
ty’s best hope, the candidate who would be in the strongest 
position to benefit should it become clear that Kennedy 
has, at long last, worn out his welcome with the voters. But 
the Republican Party would have to break its own self-de- 
structive love affair with millionaires to nominate her. 

And old loves die hard. Just ask the Democrats. Q

Archivist Joan Nestle is 
a voice against forgetting

ome people say Sappho 
was the great mother of all 
lesbians. Why not Joan 
Nestle? 

Nestle is a working- 
class Jewish femme who came out in the 
New York City bar scene of the late ’50s. 
Those who don’t know what a femme is — 
and it’s a complex matter indeed — can 
read The Persistent Desire: A Femme-Butch 
Reader, which Joan edited, as well as her 
contributions to Pleasure and Danger: Ex- 
ploring Female Sexuality, and her book of 
essays and porn, A Restricted Country. 

Nestle has been an activist, an archivist, 
a teacher. She took part in the Freedom 
Rides of the early 1960s and marched the 


lesbian-and-gay community uncomfort- 
able. If a certain segment of the communi- 
ty is saying that we need to do something 
almost Disneyesque at this moment, I 
think that’s fine. I just wish they weren’t 
charging $100 for tickets for things. 

But I think we have to be more complex 
in how we live history, create it, and pre- 
serve it, so that no one version becomes 
the prevailing myth. And my interest in it is 
to keep alive the diversity of sexual differ- 
ence that was represented, that took on the 
police that night. 

I also sense a kind of desperate need to 
make a huge event. 

Q: And what do you think that’s about? 
For example, Bay Windows recently ran an 
editorial saying that the police raided the 
Stonewall Inn because it was a gay bar, not 
because it was full of drag queens. That 
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NESTLE: “Perhaps there is a deeper challenge in saying there is | 
no one moment when we came into being.” 


54 miles from Selma to Montgomery with 
Martin Luther King Jr. 

But perhaps most important, Joan Nestle 
has been a voice against forgetting. Against 
forgetting the bar world, the women who 
passed as men, the hard choices and the 
diverse voices of the lesbian world. In the 
early ’70s she co-founded the Lesbian 
Herstory Archives, a grassroots history 
project. (Until last year, it was housed in 
her Manhattan apartment; now the world’s 
largest lesbian archives has its own place, 
in Brooklyn.) Nestle reminds us that les- 
bianism is, above all, a sexual orientation. 

In her introduction to A Restricted 
Country, she writes: “Being a sexual people 
is our gift to the world” — a pretty bold 
statement, considering that queer sexuality 
has been caricatured and demonized by so 
much of the mainstream.

Q: This is the 25th anniversary of 
Stonewall. I’ve been watching all of the 
hoopla — the hotel reservations, the high- 
priced parties — the big everything of it. Do 
you think we’ve lost the actual event — the 
riot? Do you think Stonewall has become a 
myth that people use in different ways for 
their own purposes? 

A: I think both things have happened. 
But I want to say that I’m withholding my 
judgment, because of what history means 
to a people who need it so. 

I think Stonewall [a riot that began 
when police raided a gay bar in New 
York’s West Village] had a kernel of radi- 
calism to it that makes certain parts of the 


seems rather reductive. Why have the ori- | 
gins of the movement become such contest- 
ed terrain, and why does everybody need to 
say, “We had our beginnings here”? 

A: I think it goes to the sense of histori- 
cal homelessness that gays and lesbians live | 
with. 

And I see a parallel in this biological dis- 
cussion — the need to say we’re born a 
certain way. There was a time when I, too, 
wanted a clear home in history. I wanted 
clear identities, and I wanted clear defini- 
tions. And now I see that perhaps there is a 
deeper challenge in saying there is no one 
moment when we came into being. We 
perhaps don’t have a creation myth, like 
many other nations of people. 

In a sense, all gay people create their 
own gay history when they enter a gay 
community, or when they make love for 
the first time. It’s a shifting point of origin, 
and I think that’s fine. 

But the history a group of people de- 
cides represents them says something 
about that group of people. And I think 
that choosing Stonewall as a kind of myth- 
ic moment does say something, and it does 
challenge us. 

For instance, I was just at a demonstra- 
tion recently where a transgendered person 
was hissed at by some lesbians, and it was 
very painful to me. It was a kind of 
hypocrisy. A certain group of people risked 
their lives at Stonewall, and the movement 
uses that image. So then to disown that — 
it’s very disturbing. 

Q: Nineteen ninety-four is also the unac- 
knowledged 10th anniversary of the sex 
wars — vitriolic debates in the lesbian- 
and-feminist community about pornogra- 
phy and sexuality — though it probably 
won't be commemorated with a big parade. 
Maybe we could get together and scream at 


























each other for old times’ sake. What you 
think we've learned in the aftermath? 

A: It seems to go back and forth. I do 
think many parts of the lesbian community 
— I’m not sure they learned it from the 
sex wars, but with the younger generation 
coming up, there’s been more sex play and 
a loosening up of judgment. 

If I can speak for myself, what I have 
learned is that there is an intractability 
that’s deeper than the sex wars. For in- 
stance, myself versus Andrea Dworkin or 
Catharine MacKinnon or [British lesbian 
theorist] Sheila Jeffreys. 

So my goal now is not to form alliances 
with those women, and it’s not to explain 
things to them and their followers any- 
more. I accept this deep, intractable differ- 
ence. But I do think that there is a freer 
sexual atmosphere. 

Of course, I say that and I know there’s 
always a backlash to it as well. 

Q: Some think the sex radicals won. And 
lesbians are buying dildos in unprecedented 
numbers — something that was considered 
politically incorrect at one time. But I think 
that no one won, and in the end different 
parts of the community just stopped talking 
to each other. 

A: Yeah. 

Q: And I still don’t see lesbians writing 
about sex in a complex and nuanced way. 
It’s either cheerleading or this kind of de- 
traction from sex. What do you think needs 
to happen for lesbians to write about sex as 
a really multifaceted experience in our 
lives? 

A: First of all, I think there are lots of 
complexities missing from our writing, not 
just about sex. 

I think it was important to have sexual 
texts available. A variety of sexual texts, 
like Pat Califia’s and my own and Dorothy 
Allison’s, broke the sense of aloneness 
with desire. The isolation of desire. 

But this sense of using dildos — every- 
body I knew in the ’50s used dildos, and 
we didn’t have these discussions. I just 
think, again, class enters into it. 

But these are hard issues. I wish I had 
simple, clear answers, and I don’t. I think 
we need to be careful. There are many dif- 
ferent sexual conversations going on, and I 
feel uncomfortable saying there’s a prevail- 
ing discussion. 

Q: Would you say there’s a prevailing 
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A: If you define public 
as a printed text — that’s 
one, and perhaps a limit- 
ed discussion. There’s 
discussion that goes on 
in working-class lesbian 
bars every Friday night. 
And there’s a youthful 
sexual energy and sexual- 
presentation energy 
that’s really a lot of gen- 
der-fuck and baby-butch- 
dom and things like that 
coming back. But I’m not 
so sure that the sex radi- 
cals can claim credit for 
that. 

We put a text in the 
air, and so did MacKin- 
non and Dworkin. And I 
think that youth is drawn 
to the energy of poten- 
tiality, to the energy of 
freedom. So in a sense, 
that was the text that 
spoke to them. MacKin- 
non and Dworkin — that 
text is still there, and in 
fact may bring major so- 
cial changes. 

To me, it’s not an issue 
of win or lose. As some- 
one who writes about sex 
and sexuality, I certainly 
have territory in which to 
move. I didn’t have so 
much territory in 1981. 

Q: I was 20 years old 
when I came out, in 
1983, in the peace movement. And at that 
point we were all women together, perhaps 
at the expense of women who had already 
been kicked to the margins. But since that 
time I see sort of a re-genderization of les- 
bian sexuality. I can’t meet anybody any- 
more who doesn’t say to me, “Which one 
are you, butch or femme?” 

A: [Laughs.] Right. 

Q: And for me, feminism offered the 
promise of being a person, which meant 
that I could wear steel-toed shoes and 
think of myself as a girl at the same time. 
So this insistence on butch/femme is very 
interesting to me. 

A: You know, I always thought of

butch/femme as a de-genderization in a 
lesbian-specific way. And in the late ’50s, 
when I came out, the same question 
would be asked, but it had a very different 
meaning. 

I see butch/femme as play — that gen- 
der, in a sense, has been loosened from its 
ties. What I see around me is youthful per- 
formance and enactment of gender mark- 
ings. But that very enactment, to me, is 
very different from the hierarchical gender 
system that I see as oppressive. In butch/ 
femme, there’s an element of reclaiming a 
lesbian territory. 

But I don’t know what’s behind the 
“Which are you?” question anymore. My 
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sense of lesbian sexual history is that you 
can’t take those questions at face value. 
And I’m curious: what if you said, “From 
the knees down I’m this, and from the waist 
up I’m this,” or “On Tuesdays I’m that”? 

Q: Well, I sort of say that. 

A: What’s the reaction that you get? 

Q: Recently I got total disbelief. I may 
dress like a boy six days out of the week 
and wear a skirt on the seventh. But 
that’s more about an aesthetic than about 
sexuality. 

A: Yes, absolutely. 

Q: Like, if somebody asked me whether I 
was a top or a bottom, I could tell them 
that in a minute. But that to me is very dif- 
ferent from whether I’m butch or femme. 
And having read about these issues for 
years, I’m not sure whether I really under- 
stand all the essential differences. 

A: Then it’s not applicable to you. It 
certainly was never my goal to replace one 
sexual orthodoxy or one self-presentation 
orthodoxy with another. And I hope 
butch/femme isn’t seen as prescriptive. 

If it’s to be played with, then let it be 
played with wonderfully. If it’s experienced 
as an identity, let it be respected. If it’s 
confusing, then let it be confusing. If it’s 
tantalizing, let it be tantalizing. That’s 
what I hope my work would do in the 
world, because butch/femme for me has 
been all these things. 

Q: But then I also wonder whether re- 
genderization has to do with 12 years of 
Reagan and Bush. 

A: Well, I stay away from that. I mean, I 
see it all as a rebellion against Reagan. 
[Laughs.] I always see it as the opposite 
from how it’s been perceived. I mean, 
that’s what they said, that butch/femme 
came out of the ’50s, and I never saw it 
that way. It was always a reconfiguration 
of something. But in the changes, in the 
spaces between what was expected and 
what was done lay the almost impossible 
lives of lesbian women at that time. 

I would reinterpret butch/femme as an 
attempt to create an imaginative space for 
desire in the face of Reagan and Bush. But 
it’s very tempting in interviews to act as if 
you really know a lot more than you do. 
And I really don’t know all of what’s going 
on everywhere. The one word that I will 
die with on my lips is “complexity.”

But 
this disconnection between text and life, and the feeling 
that it’s inappropriate to have emotional responses — I 
think we’re creating false dichotomies. There are parts of 
each discourse that can really enrich each other. And 
maybe it’s up to those of us who are a little older and have 
lived through intellectual — I don’t want to say fads, but 
surges — and seen that it really is a dialectical process 
where you eventually have a synthesis of the most life-giv- 
ing from both. 

That’s what I’m interested in: to take from the postmod- 
ern, which I find a very hopeful life view, and to meld it 
with the grassroots immediacy of the human experience. 
Something very rich will come out of it. 

But at this point, both fields have been very defensive. So 
there has to be a time for a bridge to be built for what real- 
ly makes emotional and conceptual sense from both these 
communities. 

Q: Now that the Archives has moved, what's it like not to 
live with them? 

A: It’s lonely. It’s also liberating. I don’t wake up and 
go to bed with the image of lesbian history in boxes all 
around me, 

But I never realized how much living with all those voic- 
es in every nook and cranny of my apartment fed my writ- 
ing, and I miss that. Now I come to it like everybody used 
to come: in awe, and with a wonder at its resources. But 
the first feeling was that I’d lost a whole family. 

I’m still very active with the Archives. But when I go 
there now and I don’t know half the women, when there’s 
so much happening and I have to ask other women what’s 
going on — that’s an incredible statement. It’s really like a 
child who’s grown up. 

Q: Do you want to talk about John Preston? [Nestle and 
John Preston, who died on April 27, co-edited Sister and 
Brother, about relationships between lesbians and gay men. 
The book will be published by HarperSanFrancisco this 
fall.] 

A: The big bond between John and me was that he al- 
ways championed my sexual writing and other men hadn’t. 
John and I were very different, but we were comrades in 
creating visible, public sexual words. And that is often a 
lonely and scary thing to do. 

People always say, “Well, all straight people see about us 
is the sex.” But I believe that there is a motif that is grow- 
ing out of a very deep place of a people’s history and out of 
a search for a footing in human life. 

The hardest thing, and I guess I experience this as a Jew 
and as a woman, is to celebrate and allow the full complex- 
ity of a characteristic that the larger society has so colo- 
nized, to not give up what feels like an “authentic” — and 
I say that in quotes — an authentic territory because it’s 
been so trampled on. 

So I stand with John. He loved the erect flesh and I love 
the round flesh. But wherever he goes, I will be there too. O

LEXANDRA, South Africa — 

Take a left turn off Johannes- 

burg’s congested Louis Botha 

Avenue, and you drive into the 

sumptuous suburb of Sand- 
ton. Pristine avenues are lined with tennis 
courts and swimming pools, and tall iron 
gates protect rambling villas from the grassy 
sidewalks. 

Take a right off Louis Botha Avenue, on 
the other hand, and you'll find Lillian Set- 
shaogoe, sitting in the 12-by-six-foot win- 
dowless shack she shares with her husband, 
daughter, son, daughter-in-law, and two 
grandchildren in the black township of 
Alexandra, amid the smell of raw sewage 
and the clotheslines crisscross- 
ing the spaces between the 
wooden shanties. 

Four years after Nelson Man- 
dela emerged from decades in 
prison, and four years since his 
African National Congress be- 
gan its extraordinary talks with 
F.W. de Klerk’s white govern- 
ment, April’s elections came 
down to one momentous fact: 
for the first time in their coun- 
try’s history, both sides of the avenue voted 
for their leaders. 

Those intervening four years have been the 
bloodiest in many decades. Nearly 15,000 
people have died in a spine-chilling power 
struggle between Mandela’s supporters and 
his foes. But as the fighting has raged 
through the townships outside Johannesburg 
and in the eastern province of Natal, South 
Africa has nonetheless pulled off one of this 
century’s most dramatic democratic revolu- 
tions, unraveling 342 years of white rule and 
bringing to power a majority government 
committed to changing the lives of voters 
like Setshaogoe.

In the months and years ahead, it will be Mandela’s task 
to bridge the chasm that divides the two sides of Louis 
Botha Avenue and countless other streets, neighborhoods, 
and towns throughout South Africa. For Setshaogoe, who 
planned to vote for the ANC, the priorities are clear. 

“The first thing is to get a home. We need jobs. We 
need proper education,” says Setshaogoe, who was born 
46 years ago in a Soweto squatter camp, was raised in 
one of the apartheid-era ethnic homelands, and worked 
for years as a servant in white homes around Johannes- 
burg. “But there are many people. We will have to be 
patient.” 

Certainly expectations will be high following Mandela’s 
historic victory. Following days of counting, the final re- 
sults show the African National Congress received 62.6 
percent of the votes — less than the two-thirds it needs to 
amend the provisional constitution on its own, but an im- 
pressive showing nevertheless. Its chief rival was de 
Klerk’s National Party; since it received 20.4 percent, a 
fraction over the 20 percent threshold set by the constitu- 
tion, de Klerk is guaranteed a position as a deputy presi- 
dent. The ANC’s principal rival among black voters, the 
Inkatha Freedom Party, a Zulu nationalist movement, re- 
ceived 10.5 percent; the Democratic Party, a white, neo- 
fascist, pro-apartheid force, won 1.7 percent; the Pan 
Africanist Congress, a radical rival to the ANC, received 
1.2 percent; and the African Christian Democratic Party 
attracted just 0.5 percent. 

As Mandela wrapped up his hectic campaign schedule, 
patience was a recurrent theme in his stump speeches. 
April’s “liberation election” was the moment that trans-

formed the long-sim- 
mering exasperation of 
30 million black South 
Africans into immense 
expectations of a better 
life ahead. Mandela is 
now 75, but his biggest 
challenge still lies be- 
fore him: can he deliver 
on the promises of 
democracy before bit- 
terness and impatience 
overtake the current 
euphoria? 
Affectionately known 
to his aides as the Old 
Man, Mandela is wont 
to launch into highly 
detailed Bill Clinton-style policy analyses when answer- 
ing journalists’ questions, sometimes leading even his 
supporters to roll their eyes. When he first emerged from 
prison, his inability to play to audiences was almost 
painful. Crowds that packed into football stadiums, 
ready for ecstatic celebration, grew restless as Mandela, 
oblivious, rambled on about negotiations and housing 
and schools and economic development. 

Some of the ANC leader’s plodding, almost monastic 
discipline probably derives from his decades of prison 
routine, mostly spent on windswept Robben Island, off 
the coast near Cape Town. The island became a hotbed 
of intellectual debate among the growing population of 
political prisoners, with Mandela assuming the role of 
campus dean. His thinking had enormous influence on 
the island, luring many radical black nationalists over to 
the more moderate ANC cause. His government will like- 
ly be filled with former Robben Islanders, who recall the 
political education they received behind bars. 

It was the raging street battles between young militants 
and security forces on the mainland, and growing eco- 
nomic pressure from international sanctions, that finally 
led the white government to cut a deal with Mandela. He 
was frequently spirited out of his prison cell during an ex- 
traordinary two-year period of talks with cabinet mem- 














he 





bers, negotiations Mandela kept secret even from his own 
aides. By the time he emerged from prison, in February 
1990, the groundwork for April’s elections had already 
been laid. 


Wooden and low-key 

or a man who has led one of the most intriguing po- 

litical lives of the century, Mandela remains a wood- 

en and low-key speaker. His politics were forged in 
laborious underground strategizing sessions, not by the 
charismatic oratory of veteran parliamentarians like de 
Klerk. Mandela rises most days before dawn to exercise 
on a treadmill in preparation for his grueling schedule. 
He rarely expresses personal emotion, rebuffing question- 
ers who venture onto intimate territory. 

Shortly after Mandela’s release from prison, I hap- 
pened to share a near-empty midnight flight from Johan- 
nesburg to Cape Town with him. It was the night before 
the ANC’s historic talks with de Klerk and his cabinet 
were to begin. Typically gracious, Mandela offered me 
the seat next to him, granting an unplanned two-hour in- 
terview. Still, in this pitch-dark night flying over South 
Africa’s desert interior, he evaded all questions about his 
state of mind after decades in prison, or about the psy- 
chic shock of his freedom. His answers methodically 
quoted ANC documents and his own writings. Only once 
did he allow his bitterness to show through, remarking 
that after 28 years in jail, “I still cannot vote.” 

Only during the last weeks of what will probably be 
Nelson Mandela’s only political campaign has he al- 
lowed himself to show some playful spontaneity — cud- 
dling babies, pressing the flesh, reveling in the superstar 
mania that surrounds him. The pace was brutal, and the 
aging leader began to show signs of strain, often fid- 
dling with his hearing aid to catch questions from his 
audiences. Crisscrossing the country by private plane, 
Mandela held almost daily mass rallies over the final 10 
days, breaking his schedule only to fly to Pretoria to 
clinch his deal with Zulu chief Mangosuthu Buthelezi, 
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head of the Inkatha Freedom Party. 

That moment, on April 20, revealed Mandela’s true 
power. After many months of refusing to enter the elec- 
toral process — and many months of bloody violence be- 
tween ANC supporters and Buthelezi’s Zulu followers — 
the chief relented, without winning any significant con- 
cessions from Mandela and de Klerk. Buthelezi has been 
forced to play Mandela’s game, conceding in the process 
that he has lost to his bitter rival as the primary 
spokesman for black South Africans. 

In a classic show of his cool-headedness, Mandela ap- 
peared on television that night with de Klerk and 
Buthelezi, and tried to put the bitterness behind him. “All 
of us have been in this fight for many years,” he said. 
“Some of us have been more prominent in this fight than 
others, but all of us are responsible for the fight for 
democracy.” Within 24 hours, the fighting had virtually 
stopped, and thousands of people in the heavily Zulu Na-

tal province poured out of their houses to 
celebrate Buthelezi’s decision. 

Days before that deal, I telephoned 
Buthelezi in the Zulu capital of Ulundi 
and asked him why he insisted on boy- 
cotting the elections. Mandela had al- 
ready agreed to find a role for Zulu king 
{6s Goodwill Zwelithini, Buthelezi’s cousin 
and patron. The chief’s demand for a 
sovereign Zulu state was an option even 
most Zulus did not support. Outside the 
electoral process, Buthelezi seemed head- 
ed for the political wilderness. 

“Why is it that I must bend to the demands of Mr. 
Mandela?” railed Buthelezi in a long and vituperative in- 
terview. “Of course he is a martyr, which I grant him 
when I talk to him. But beyond that he is not a god!” 

True. Despite being both deified and demonized for 
much of his adult life, Mandela is a human being, and one 
with a reputation for stubbornness and running his party 
with an almost autocratic hand. Yet many months before 
the election, real power in this country slipped from de 
Klerk to Mandela. Newspaper pundits and ordinary peo- 
ple alike were no longer debating who would win the elec- 
tions. The only question was how Mandela would pull the 
country together afterward. 

It was the force of that realization that so enraged 
Buthelezi, and unleashed the murderous fury in the 
KwaZulu hills and Johannesburg townships that for a 
while made the election seem like a disastrous mess. Al- 
though Buthelezi’s last-minute entry

into the campaign may have cut into 
Mandela’s vote total, the ANC chief 
was glad to lose those votes in order 
to end the killings that have torn 
apart sections of the country. 

In the daily convulsions of this 
election campaign, rumors flew im- 
mediately through Johannesburg and 
Pretoria that Mandela and de Klerk 
had offered Buthelezi a deputy presi- 
dency in the new government. It’s 
more likely, though, that Buthelezi’s 
top officials, and even Zwelithini, 
seemed ready to make a deal without 
him rather than be left entirely out of 






the new order. And the carnage in 
Natal and the Johannesburg town- 
ships made it clear even to Buthe- > 
lezi’s foes that the country is better 
off with him inside the government 
rather than as an uncontrollable 
force outside it. Whatever the details

of the Buthelezi deal, it underscores the 
fact that this election was Mandela’s show 
all the way — a multimedia international 
extravaganza whose outcome was never in 
doubt. 

Under South Africa’s new constitution, 
a government of “national unity” will rule 
for the next five years, Any party with 20 
percent of the vote will win a deputy presi- 
dency. And the cabinet, which includes 
posts for every party with at least five per- 
cent of the vote, is likely to feature officials 
from the de Klerk regime and perhaps 
Buthelezi as well. Compared with the 
bloody cataclysm whites have always 
dreaded after majority rule, this is a sweet 
deal indeed. 

During months of multi-party talks on 
the new constitution, Mandela stubbornly 
stuck to principles like simple-majority 
votes in the new parliament, refusing to 
yield to de Klerk’s demands for two-thirds 
votes on new laws, a provision that would 
have given white (and Zulu) opposition 
real clout in the new parliament. 

Mandela has, however, offered consider- 
able concessions to whites. He has guaran- 
teed the jobs of civil servants: tens of thou- 
sands of white workers, virtually all of 
whom voted against Mandela, but whom 
the ANC badly needs to help manage a 
smooth transition of power. 

Simply through his persona of urbane, 
gentle, and smiling leader, Mandela has 
gone a long way toward dissolving the ter- 
ror whites feel at their loss of power. Most 
whites supported de Klerk’s National Par- 
ty. Some of the rest voted for right-wing 
Afrikaner nationalists. Other whites went 
further, supporting right-wing paramilitary 
groups that boycotted the election. These 
groups represent only a tiny minority of 
the white population, but are capable of 
causing tremendous havoc. The white 
paramilitaries, in fact, began to look like 
Mandela’s biggest threat just before the 
elections, as a series of bombs exploded in 
the country’s industrial heartland, killing at 
least 21 people by the time the polls 
opened. 

But despite the rage of some whites, 
Mandela’s dignity has persuaded many 
who would once have fled a black-led 
country that they will survive the ANC’s 
South Africa after all. 


Unusual alliances 


n a recent evening in a middle-class 

Pretoria suburb, a small National 

Party rally attracted a crowd that 
would have been unimaginable a few years 
ago. About half of the 100 or so people 
who came to cheer the creators of 
apartheid were black. Perhaps they were 
paid to come, perhaps they were brought 
by their employers, or perhaps they were 
drawn by the hot soup and sandwiches. Yet 
they displayed apparently genuine warmth 
for the candidate, a black woman called 
Nana Masongo, who used to run a liquor 
store with her ex-husband in the nearby 
black township of Mamelodi, and who is 
now a maternity nurse in Soweto’s Barag- 
wanath Hospital. 

Masongo told me she had developed a 
strong distaste for the ANC during the 
long years of battle between township mili- 
tants and the police in the mid 1980s. She 
says she was repeatedly told by young 
ANC militants to shut her store, as the 
long strikes and consumer boycotts threw 
the country into turmoil. 

“The comrades were driving us crazy,” 
she says. “I was in business. I didn’t be- 
lieve in all this.” She feels such bitterness 
toward the ANC that a few weeks ago, on 
the first anniversary of the assassination of 
Chris Hani — head of the South African 
Communist Party and one of Mandela’s 
highest officials — she slaughtered a sheep 
and threw a party. Then she went back to 
persuading blacks to vote for a party that 
systematically stripped them of their rights 
and jailed those who fought back. She has 
been called “a sell-out and a whore,” she 
says. 

Adding to this surreal scene, entire 
speeches at this neighborhood meeting in 
Pretoria were translated from Afrikaans 
into Sotho and Zulu by two retired white 
farmers. The evening ended with whites 
and blacks standing at attention, singing 
together the ANC’s liberation anthem, 
“Nkosi Sikelele iAfrika,” in Xhosa, and the 
old National Party anthem, “Die Stem,” in 
Afrikaans. 

Outside, Jan van der Walt, a retired 
farmer whose Afrikaner ancestors trekked 
into this heartland more than 100 years

ago, admitted to feeling an awkward sense 
of shame about his past. “I remember 
when I was 14 [and one of] my father’s 
workers could come to me and say, 
‘Please, baas [master], | want to go home.’ 
He was a man with a wife and children,” 
he said. “And I could write him a note to 
let him go.” 

Now, he says, one of his own sons has 
joined the ANC, and he himself has real- 
ized that apartheid is untenable. “We have 
had all this for ourselves all these years,” 
van der Walt says, stretching out his arms 
to the suburban houses and tree-lined av- 
enues around him. “Now we must share. 
We must make the pie bigger. Economics 
is the beginning and the end of it.” 

Making the pie bigger is what the ANC’s 
New Deal has promised to voters. In their 
five-year “Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment Program,” covering everything from 
vaccinations to schoolbooks, ANC candi- 
dates have been spreading the gospel that 
life under Mandela will be dramatically 
better, particularly for the 80 percent who 
are black. Most changes will come from 
restructuring the economy, eliminating the 
labyrinthine apartheid bureaucracy and 
boosting productivity. And this will happen 
with — read Mandela’s lips — no new in- 
come taxes. 

Among other things, the $12 billion plan 
promises at least a million new low-cost 
homes, redistribution of 30 percent of the 
land, clean water and sanitation for every- 
one, and about two and a half million new 
jobs, many of them through big public- 
works projects. Within five years. 

“You’re dealing with an extremely politi- 
cized electorate, people who are very jeal- 
ous of the rights they have fought for and 
won at an extremely high cost to them- 
selves,” says Pallo Jordan, the ANC’s in- 
formation chief, who is slated for a top po- 
sition in the new government. “The elec- 
torate will accept nothing less.” 

On the roads leading to black townships 
like Alexandra, Tokoza, and Katlehong, 
ANC campaign workers have plastered ev- 
ery street lamp with posters drawing on 
the party program. Billboards loom over 
Johannesburg with Mandela’s face, along- 
side his campaign slogan: JOBS PEACE FREE- 
DOM. One of the most common ANC 
posters irresistibly offers JOBS! JOBS! JOBS! 
joss!, as if repetition were needed to un- 
derscore the scale of the problem. 

About 46 percent of blacks are out of 
work. Millions more have no full-time 
employment. The per-capita income of 
white South Africans is about 10 times 
that of the black majority, and more than 
four times that of mixed-race (Coloured) 
people. 

Seven million blacks live in overcrowded 
shantytowns with no electricity, sanitation, 
or water supply. Half of all blacks living 
around the industrial hub of Johannesburg 
and Pretoria live in shacks, and 70 percent 
have no plumbing at home, according to 
the World Bank. 

“If we aren’t able to show visible delivery 
within the first year, we will have serious 
problems,” says Jay Naidoo, a veteran 
union leader and one of the principal au- 
thors of the ANC’s five-year plan, who is 
likely to have a key role on Mandela’s eco- 
nomic team. “There will have to be fairly 
dramatic changes fairly early on.” 


Psychological freedom 
indful of the mammoth expecta- 
Meee built up after centuries of 
oppression, Mandela has never- 
theless cautioned blacks to temper their 
dreams of what liberation will bring. 

In Alexandra’s makeshift ANC office, 
carved out of an unused garage, Sizakele 
Nkosi, a local volunteer, says the 350,000 
blacks living here already rely on ANC 
workers as everything from housing advis- 
ers to marriage counselors and labor medi- 
ators. “We’ve become the police, the 
union, the Department of Housing — ev- 
erything,” she says. 

Nkosi, a plump 31-year-old woman with 
a broad smile, has spent a few spells be- 
hind bars since she was 13 years old, and 
once sneaked across the border for an 
ANC crash course in guerrilla warfare. 
Nowadays, she spends a lot of time ex- 
plaining to people in Alexandra that Man- 
dela can do only so much. “There’s been 
no time to explain to people about what 
the approach of the ANC government will 
be,” she says. Houses and jobs will have to 
wait, at least for a few months. 

But something else will begin immedi- 
ately, and might prove to be more crucial 
in the end. “For the first time, I will be free 
psychologically,” Nkosi says. “That is a big 
difference, which all of us will feel. What- 
ever government there is, I will know I 
fought for it to be there.” Q

aterview with 
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Q: How hard is it for you to believe that your life as a poet 
began with John Sununu? 

A: I think it’s hard for anybody to believe, but it really is 
true. Partly because of the sort of target he was — he was 
obviously on my mind. I was already writing a column at 
that time. The Bush administration is what I think of as a 
serious gray-out on the political scene. We were really hav- 
ing trouble thinking of anyone to write about, and Sununu 
was perfect. There’s nothing better than a guy who tells 
you how smart he is. It’s like walking up to the front of the 
line wearing a KICK ME sign. And I do think his name is 
beautiful. It’s a lovely name. I think it’s euphonious. One 
day I was walking along and I heard in my head “If you 
knew what Sununu,” because he seems to know so much 
about everything. And that was the launch of my career. 

But I do think poets who have been inspired to write 
poetry by a gorgeous sunset or a desperate love affair 
would look askance at being inspired by John Sununu. 

Q: So you don’t think you’re way up there on the totem 
pole of poets? 

A: No, I think the sort of poet I am is sort of far down 
on the poet food-chain. I think of myself as just another 
limerick writer. 

Q: Are there a lot of subjects that are considered “gim- 
mies,” subjects that can’t get much better than they already 
are? I think of “if you knew what Sununu” as one of these. 

A: Sometimes a line just comes. Some of them just 
strike you. When the Zoé Baird nomination got in trouble, 
there was something about the name Zoé Baird that re- 
minded me of Sweeney Todd. So, instead of “Sweeney 
Todd, demon barber of Fleet Street,” it was “Zoé Baird, 
corporate lawyer of Hartford.” And so it was bound to be 
a poem based on Sweeney Todd. 

Q: Could you recite it? 

A: Sure.

I’ve done two or three songs. I did one about Clark Clif- 
ford that was sung to the tune of “Tit Willow.” And I re- 
cently did a song for the Nation — “The FOB Lament,” 
because all those Friends of Bill’s who’ve been chewed up 
thought it was supposed to be a wonderful experience. It’s 
called “A Diddy with Chorus for Four Attorneys.” 

Q: Now that you’re under the gun to produce a poem ev- 
ery week, are deadlines always on your mind? 

A: In some ways, they’re less on my mind now, because 
I’m less concerned than I was in the beginning that I 
could write a poem once a week. My poetry, as I say in 
Deadline Poet, was pretty much limited to special occa- 
sions like weddings and birthdays. The thing about spe- 
cial-occasion poetry is that it’s full of inside jokes. So it’s 
fairly easy. You can’t really go wrong if you mention the 
right things and make them rhyme; it doesn’t even make a 
difference if they’re good rhymes. And I wasn’t quite sure 
it would work out with what is really commenting on the 
news with verse. To begin, you have to find something to 
write about. Now I think I’m a little more relaxed about 
the deadlines. 

Q: Considering the variety of subject matter in your 17 
books, I think you may have covered more topics than any- 
one writing today. 

A: This is what they would call, in the music business, a 
bad career move. I think you’re supposed to find some- 
thing and stick with it. However, different things have 
caught my interest. 

Q: The subject matter may vary, but your style is distinct. 

A: I think that’s true of anybody’s writing. If you read it 
carefully, there are threads of style and values and world 
views that come through. It doesn’t really make any differ- 
ence if it’s a long, serious book or a short poem. 

Q: Do you have any thoughts on the retirement of 
Charles Kuralt? 

A: I think Kuralt was wonderful at what he did, and in 
some ways he carved out a little island in television. An is- 
land where you could show pictures without constantly 
talking if you wanted to. Or you could show talking heads 
without a lot of pictures. That program [CBS’s Sunday 
Morning}, partly because of him and partly because of the 
producers, has a different pace than other shows. And I 
think his stuff around the country and for On the Road 
was wonderful. It’s funny, I used to get Charles Kuralt 
questions when I traveled around for the New Yorker, be- 
cause we were out there in the small towns of Indiana and 
Idaho — you know, states that begin with J. But he and I 
are different, in that I would go with a story idea. I didn’t 
do Americana, which is what he did to a great extent, be- 
cause it lent itself to television. You could actually see that 
guy in Jasper County who could whittle. Kuralt’s a writer. 
I think there aren’t that many writers among people in 
television anymore. And the ones who are there tend to be 
of an age, because they didn’t start out as TV people. 
They were probably people like Kuralt or John Chancellor. 

Q: Having just led the witness, how do you feel about 
Charles Osgood taking over Sunday Morning? 

A: Well, he’s a fellow poet. I feel the same way the peo- 
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ple of Warsaw felt when they chose the pope — he’s one 
of our guys. Actually, though, Osgood’s a very literate guy, 
an excellent choice. We did a benefit in East Harlem a few 
years ago — a poet’s read-off, for poets for whom rhyme 
is everything. Metaphors were allowed, but frowned on. It 
consisted of Garrison Keillor, Charlie Osgood, Roger An- 
gell, Roy Blount, and I. We had a wonderful time, we just 
passed the microphone back and forth and recited poetry. 
Osgood was great at that time and I think he’s great on 
the radio, as well. 

Q: Not all poems are meant to be recited. Do you agree? 

A: That’s absolutely true. It’s not that different from 
prose. I find that some of the columns I’ve written, even if 
I like them a lot as columns, just don’t read well. I think 
that’s why if you’re subjected to a lot of charity events you 
hear a lot of the same things, because all writers have 
found one or two passages that read well out loud. There’s 
one poem I often recite, that has a troublesome line, it was 
my farewell poem to George Bush: 


Farewell to you, George Herbert Walker 
Though never treasured as a talker — 
Your predicates were often prone 

To wander, nounless, off alone — 

You did your best in your own way, 

The way of Greenwich Country Day. 
We wish you well. Just take your ease, 
And never order Japanese. 

May your repose remain unblighted — 
Unless of course you get indicted. 


This is a tough one, sometimes you can get it reading 
out loud and sometimes you can’t. 

Q: One thing you point out early on in the book is that 
it’s not kosher to work with or steal an already-existing 
joke. 

A: I think that was probably in a discussion of Dan 
Quayle. The reason Dan was of little use to those of us 
that make a living, pathetic as it is, making snide, under- 
handed remarks about hard-working public officials is be- 
cause the Dan Quayle jokes were like knock-knock jokes: 
by the time the campaign was over, kids were literally 
bringing home Dan Quayle jokes from school. My theory 
was that you can’t charge money for something the bar- 
tender is giving away free with the peanuts. It’s just not 
right. I also wrote a farewell poem for Quayle, but in gen- 
eral Quayle is hardly in my book. 

I think once a subject hits a sort of lounge-comic level, 
like Joey Buttafuoco jokes, it’s out of our hands. My 
Quayle poem says, “What will we do without you?” and 
ends with, “But hark! Is someone at the door?/Why, yes. 
Come in. Well, Albert Gore . . . ” In fact, Al Gore, in one 
poem, is referred to as a man-like object. He was like a 
piece of chainsaw sculpture. However, he managed to 





wrestle himself out of that situation by going out and mak- 
ing fun of himself. He did it on Letterman. He had the ad- 
vantage though, because what he was accused of was not 
that serious. To go on Letterman and make fun of yourself 
for being stupid, like Quayle, really doesn’t help your 
cause a lot. So I think Quayle was behind to start with. 

Q: If I were Baxter Black, I would buy as many copies of 
Deadline Poet as I could get my hands on. You pay 
tremendous tribute to him. 

A: I only spent a couple of days with Baxter in Denver 
at a booksellers meeting where he was pushing his latest 
work, Croutons on a Cow Pie, and | admired his capitalist 
enterprise. Here was a guy making a living pretty much 
off poetry. He published his own books. And because of 
that, I think, his veterinary practice has been allowed to 
slide. He has a poem about the laundry that accumulates 
in a vet’s clinic over the day. And he wrote a poem de- 
scribing that laundry, which, as I said in the book, a 
thoughtful poetry critic would describe as not for the 
faint-hearted. He’s an enterprising guy — that is, I 
thought so until I read in the Boston Globe that there are 
such things as “taxi-driver poets” in New York. 

The other thing that amazes me is that cowboys are the 
only occupational group to have their own poetry. They 
are the most easily inspired poets — a lame heifer or a 
cup of burnt coffee will set them off for 40 or 50 lines. In 
one of the chapters in my book, I try to speculate what the 
poetry of other occupational groups would sound like, in- 
cluding investment-banker poetry. They would have the 
big read-off at the Regency on Park Avenue, with their 
limos humming outside waiting to take them back to their 
money fiddling. Inside, the dining room is hushed as an 
arbitrager reads: 


He always bought the day before the rise. 
He always sold the day before the dive. 
We never knew the secret of his touch. 
But now we know. He’s doing two to five. 


Q: We have a couple of interesting poetry people here in 
the Boston area. In Cambridge, there’s a man who will cre- 
ate a poem, just for you, while you wait. And at the Gov- 
ernment Center T stop, the hot-dog vendor goes by the 
name Paul the Poet. He does parties. 

A: My older daughter and I spent a couple days in Ver- 
acruz, Mexico. It had the perfect Mexican town square, 
with people selling goods outside — including a guy who 
sells electric shock. He walks around with things that look 
like jumper cables, and he will literally sell you a shock. 
But then some musicians come by, and they will do a song 
about you. We asked one to do a song about why all Mex- 
ican songs had the word corazén — heart. He didn’t quite 
get it. He asked our names and then slid in any ol’ Paul or 
Mary instead.

Q: Are you a stickler for the perfect meter? 

A: I am, except when I make mistakes. The only time I 
don’t is when it’s called for in those blues songs — you 
know, “I-finally-got-to-Paris-and-the-dollar-dropping 
blues.” The blues don’t scan. Otherwise, I really try to 
stick to a perfect meter. I suppose it’s like cooking: if 
you’re a beginner, you are very careful about sticking to 
the recipes. I had never used a rhyming dictionary, and 
then someone gave me a rhyming software program — 
it’s on my computer. My wife said that was cheating. She 
said Wordsworth didn’t have one, but I think if he could 
have gotten one, he would have. I use it mainly to satisfy 
myself when I can’t think of a rhyme for something be- 
cause there isn’t any. For instance, I have this poem about 
Senator D’Amato: 


Here’s what could drive a man to drink, 

To drink until he’s wholly blotto. 

The thought that he is being judged on ethics 
By Alfonse D’Amato. 


I looked that up in the rhyming dictionary and there 
were only five more rhymes. So after that, the senator has 
nothing to fear from me. 

Q: The Nation has a reputation for being cheap with the 
dollar. What’s it like for Calvin Trillin to negotiate with 
Victor S. Navasky, kingpin of the Nation? 

A: I have a history of negotiation with the Nation. It be- 
gan when I did a column there starting in 1978. So, when 
I asked how much they were going to pay me for doing a 
poetry column, he said somewhere in the high two figures. 
With that, I turned it over to my high-powered literary 
agent. He got him all the way up to $100. But I get the 
same amount for each poem. The New Yorker pays $10 a 
line — that’s the highest; $2 or $3 is more the norm. So 
when I write a two-line poem, it makes me the highest 
paid poet in the couniry. And there’s a certain buzz you 
get knowing you’re the single highest paid person in your 
field. Needless to say, when I’m feeling a bit low, I write a 
two-line poem. Like the one about Lloyd Bentsen’s rela- 
tionships with special-interest groups: 


Lloyd Bentsen’s known for quo pro quidness 
In Texas, that’s how folks do bidness. 


Q: Have you thought about entering a poetry-slam con- 
test? 

A: No, no. I think it might be embarrassing for me, es- 
pecially if I got booed off the stage. I think I will stay qui- 
etly by my word processor. 

Q: Could you write a poem right here, right now? 

A: Who do I look like, Paul the Poet? If I could do that, 
I'd be in the hot-dog business. A hot-dog tycoon living in 
the metro Boston area. Q 
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y boyfriend 
won’t tell me

under any circumstances. This 


drives me batty. He’ll let slip delectable 
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details about the hazings of friends in other frats: some 


guy having to pinch a single frozen pea off a block of 


ice using only his bare buttocks, that type of thing. 


But in answer to even as simple a question as what 


the curious symbols on his old frat T-shirts signify, all 


he’ll say is: “How "bout those Red Sox?” 


“You don’t even like your frat brothers,” I point out. 
“You haven’t spoken to any of them in years.” 

“True,” he'll agree. If he’s in a generous mood, he'll at- 
tempt to appease me by ridiculing some of the fraternity 
lore — the brothers’ plan to congregate one day in heav- 
en to sing frat songs, for instance. 

“So, spill,” I plead. 

“Hmmmmm,” he says. Then: “How ’bout those Red 
Sox?” 

Hopeless, utterly hopeless. 

I’ve got a secret, too, however — one hidden just as 
stubbornly. It’s this: on a certain level, I’m delighted that 
he won’t crack. I’ve poked around enough to know that 
the primary reason his lips are sealed is that, years ago, he 
made a promise to be silent. In other words, he’s keeping 
a secret. 

Sounds basic? Not at all. The ability to keep a secret is 
becoming a lost art. I’m convinced of this. “Keep this be- 
tween us.” “Don’t tell a soul.” “This is off the record.” 
“Mum’s the word.” We pass these phrases around like 
Tostitos, but we seldom mean them or obey them. 

The thing is, it’s not our fault. If the kept secret is an 
endangered species, it may be because the only habitat in 
which it can truly thrive is the eroding one called privacy. 

Prince Charles wished to be Camilla Parker Bowles’s 
tampon. Tonya Harding stripped for Jeff Gillooly on their 
wedding night. Off the top of my head, I can recite a mess 
of things I have no business knowing. After Kurt Cobain 
wrote his suicide note, he speared it with a red ballpoint 
pen. Sylvia Plath drew a kind of erotic pleasure from 
picking her nose. Roseanne once earned extra cash by 
turning tricks in the back seat of a car. Those factlets 
sound like secrets but they’re not. Like millions of other 
people, I read them in national magazines. Senator Pack- 
wood is ordered to turn over his diaries. On TV, Michael 
Jackson bemoans the inspection of his genitalia. As let- 
ting-it-all-hang-out becomes the norm, with tell-all auto- 
biographies topping the bestseller lists, secrets start to 
look more and more, well . . . dysfunctional. Toxic, even. 

Result: the message we get from the media is that keep- 
ing secrets is unhealthy. Letting them out is cathartic. Ac- 
cordingly, it’s increasingly tempting to reveal the secrets 
that we hold. 

Hogwash, I say. Obviously, some secrets should not be 
kept. But many, many secrets should. A kept secret is 
power, moola in the bank. A kept secret is a bond, sultry 


mind sex. A kept secret is 
dangerous, a beautiful bur- 
den, a stone to polish through 
decades of solitary handling. 
Quick, before it’s too late: 
S.O.S. 
Save Our Secrets.

“It’s only been in the 
past five or six years that peo- 
ple have started blabbing about ev- 
ery little thing,” says a friend of mine, a woman in her mid 
40s who can talk a blue streak but is a top-flight keeper of 
secrets. 

This friend has listened to acquaintances delineate the 
intricacies of their marriage difficulties, and she’s heard 
co-workers bluntly describing personal medical proce- 
dures. During a recent vacation with her parents, she no- 


Dos and don’ts 


It is better to give than to receive, they say. Here's 
how to share a secret without regretting you were 

* Don’t write it down! Are you crazy?? Letters 
stick around and embarrass you years later. 

* Do make matters perfectly clear. Say, “I really 
want this to be a secret between us,” rather than 
some threadbare phrase such as “Don’t tell a soul, 
but. . .” No one notices phrases like that anymore. 

* Don’t impart secrets to unsafe partners. Unsafe 
partners include motormouths, people who have an 
obvious vested interest in revealing your secret, and 
anyone who, when you've told her secrets in the 
past, has replied, “Well, I don’t see why you’re wor- 
ried. Whom would I possibly tell?” 

* Do realize that secret-telling is rarely tit for tat. 
Just because you tell someone a secret does not 
mean she will give you a secret of her own. ‘ 
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ticed her 
78-year-old 
father’s baf- 
flement when a 
sightseer previ- 
ously unknown to 
them loudly an- 
nounced that she 
was in the throes of 
meno-pause. In my 
friend’s father’s generation, 
even major surgery was guarded 
from anyone outside the imme- 
diate family. To him, it must seem 
that people suddenly lack the digni- 
ty to cover their sneezes. 
Maybe the problem lies in our current 
conceptions of friendship and acquain- 
tance. That’s what Brighton-based psy- 
chotherapist Terry Hunt suggests. Several 
years ago, he and his colleague, Karen Paine- 
Gernée, noticed that people in therapy seemed 
to be idealizing the therapeutic relationship. En- 
amored of the peak experience of sharing their 
deepest truths with a therapist or therapy group, 
these people were “redesigning their friend- 
ships to be ‘I share my problems, and you 
share yours,’ ” says Hunt. “It’s ‘If you’re my 
friend, you’re my therapist,’ and that’s a very 
fallacious idea.” 
Hunt and Paine-Gernée decided to write a self- 
help book about the phenomenon — Secrets To 
Tell, Secrets To Keep, which Warner will publish 
next January — and as soon as they began to look at 
other self-help books, they realized that the urge to con- 
fess was not limited to those in therapy. “All the self-help 
books out there say ‘tell your secrets, tell your secrets, 
tell your secrets,’ ” Hunt explains. “It’s a feeding frenzy.” 
He worries, too, that shows such as Oprah or Donahue, 
on which ordinary folks air their private matters, lead 
viewers to believe that simply voicing a secret problem 
results in epiphany and healing. 

“That’s just plain wrong,” Hunt says. “If you get it out 
to the wrong people, you make a total mess. We certainly 
applaud people coming out from behind closed doors and 
dealing with their pain. There are places to tell things. 
What we’re concerned about is that they don’t go too far. 
A self-disclosure really is a precious gift. And it needs to 
be received as a precious gift.” 

Amen to that. A disclosure, a secret — particularly a 
secret held between two people — is as precious, and as 
valuable, as cash. Plainly, it’s currency. 

Charlotte Bronté described secrets as “hidden trea- 
sures.” People who are holding a particularly hot secret 
sometimes say, “It’s burning a hole in my pocket.” Any- 
one who has inadvertently let a secret escape knows the 
immediate pang of loss that follows, a sensation akin to 
what you feel upon realizing that your wallet is riding 
around in the back seat of a taxi somewhere. 

Asking someone to keep a secret for you is like handing 
that person a good chunk of your savings account with 
instructions not to spend it. Those of us who enjoy keep- 
ing secrets find the vulnerability of that gift touching. 

But that doesn’t keep us from weighing the secret, 
speculating about what it might buy. 

A secret can be traded for status. In her bestselling 
book You Just Don’t Understand, Deborah Tannen cites 
the work of anthropologist Penelope Eckert, who discov- 
ered that adolescent girls used secrets that way. “If being 
friends with those of high status is a way to get status for 
yourself,” Tannen writes, “how are you to prove to others 
that a popular gir! is your friend? One way is to show that 
you know her secrets, because it is in the context of 
friendship that secrets are revealed.” 

A secret, even unrevealed, can be used as collateral, in- 

















creasing your self-worth (look how many people confide 
in me!) or your worth in the eyes of others (look how 
trusted she is!). 

If you’ve ever watched an office fall apart, with layoffs 
and resignations left and right, you may have noticed a 
baring of the office’s two chains of command: a) the of- 
ficial one, and b) the one in which power rises or falls in 
direct proportion to the number of secrets one holds. 
This is a subtle truth recognized by gossip-lovers and the 
Harvard Business Review alike. Last year, the Business 
Review published an article advising managers to map 
out a company’s “trust network,” using employee ques- 
tionnaires. (Sample question: “Whom would Susan trust 
to keep her confidences about work-related concerns?”) 
The map would locate “the real power” in the organiza- 
tion by showing how employees share “delicate political 
information.” 

Secrets can expire, like a credit card (as when the ab- 
domen of a friend who has asked you not to reveal that 
she’s pregnant reaches a certain mass). Or they can in- 
crease in value, like a good mutual fund (as in Gennifer 
Flowers’s alleged secrets about Bill Clinton; she, of 
course, cashed in). Once a person gets a reputation as a 
secret-keeper, it’s like a scout ant has found him: other 
secrets follow. The secret-keeper might never share a 
shred of his confidential knowledge, but it’s knowledge 
all the same: usable insight that can help him navigate 
safely. 

Americans and money are a famously bad mix: we’re 
not as good at saving as spending. Maybe the fact that 
secrets are a form of currency explains why we have such 
a hard time keeping them. 

Save, save, save. Save — and savour — your secrets. 

As American humorist Josh Billings put it, “A sekret 
ceases tew be a sekret if it iz once confided — it iz like a 
dollar bill, once broken, it is never a dollar agin.” 


They’re sexy! 

Want to make something dirt-dull sparkle with allure? 
Stick the word secret in it. 

Kentucky Fried Chicken knows this. For decades, it 
has hyped its “secret blend of 11 herbs and spices” — 
even though chemists analyzing that blend concluded 
that the “11 herbs and spices” consisted of the following: 
flour, salt, pepper, MSG. 

Publishers know this, too. The Secret of Cooking for 
Cats. The Secret Life of Bob Hope. The Secret Diaries of 
Hitler’s Doctor. Those are actual names of real books. 
Fairly awful books, probably. But show me the person 
who wouldn’t thumb through them, given the chance. 
Hitler’s doctor’s secret diaries. The word is rife with sug- 
gestion, more comely than a Victoria’s Secret catalogue. 

Speaking of which . . . what is Victoria’s secret? | 
posed that question to a public-relations executive for 
The Limited, which owns the lingerie company. After 
satisfying herself that | wasn’t a lunatic, she said she 
would ‘check on the “Secret,” and call me back within a 
week. 

One week later: “Well,” said the public-relations exec- 
utive, “The Limited purchased Victoria’s Secret in 1982. 
And the thing about the ‘Secret’ is: we’re not telling. It’s 
still a secret!” 

“Could it be that you don’t know?” I asked. 

“It’s still a secret!” she repeated, and would 
say no more. 

Let me guess: flour, salt, pepper, MSG. 
Chances are, it’s better left in the dark. 
There’s something to be said for mystery. 

Secrets To Tell, Secrets To Keep author 
Hunt recognizes the appeal of the un- 
known. “Seeing someone in a bathing 
suit that covers the genitals is far more 
sexy than seeing someone at a nudist 
camp,” he says. Many couples be- 
lieve that “if you love me, you 
will tell me all,” but he counsels 
that it’s advantageous now and 
then to say, “That’s none of your 
business.” Doing so 
protects your private ter- 
ritory and, better, defines 
“a boundary behind which 
there is mystery.” 

Mystery equals sexiness. 
“Research that’s done 
well,” Hunt explains, 
“seems to show that healthy 
couples have a lot of inde- 
pendence. When my wife is 
my own best friend, the 
sexuality is some- 

what diminished.” 

Greg Godek, 
author of 1001 
Ways To Be Ro- 
mantic, 1001 More 
Ways To Be Romantic, 
and Romance 101, holds a 
similar view. “Mystery, ro- 
mance, intrigue — these 
words belong together,” he 
says, adding that a secret 
held by both members of a 
couple can be as roman- 
tic and sexy as a 
secret con- 
cealed by one 
of them. He re- 
calls an example: 

“I was on a radio talk show once, and this woman 
called in and said that for their 25th wedding anniver- 
sary, her husband — a very conservative banker — got a 
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tattoo on his upper arm. A heart with his wife’s name on 
it. They just loved the idea that the tattoo was their 
shared secret. They loved the thought of him standing up 
in these stuffy board meetings with this permanent heart 
under his sleeve.” 

A web of secrets is what made Casablanca such a ro- 
mantic movie. One of the many secrets in that story 
was the wartime marriage of Ilsa to the heroic Victor 
Laszlo, a marriage that, had it been public, would have 
put Ilsa in danger. Secrets are sexy because they create 
mystery, but also because they’ve got an edge of dan- 
ger and risk. “Three may keep a secret,” said Benjamin 
Franklin, “if two of them are dead.” The threat is part 
of the thrill. 

“If you have a secret you don’t want the world to 
know,” says Lili, a savvy character in Alice Thomas 
Ellis’s novel The Clothes in the Wardrobe, “you must 
never tell it except to an enemy. And if you must tell 
your dearest friend your secret, then you must tell 
others too, for inevitably the world will get to know 
and you will blame your dearest friend and lose him. 
So tell him, if you must, but also tell his brother and 
the butcher and the baker and the candlestick-maker 
and then you will never know who has betrayed you 
and you can, to some degree at least, go on loving 
your friend.” 

From a fictional standpoint, secrets have been getting 
folks into trouble ever since Pandora’s box. Jay Gatsby, 
with his confectionery kingdom. Or Maxim de Winter in 
Rebecca. Right on up to Donna Tartt’s The Secret History, 
in which character after character is ensnared in tragedy 
or sadness after seeking and gaining the concealed. 

Still, we seek and gain and seek some more. Can’t 
help it. Secrets are seductive. 


They’re adhesive! 

A Californian pal of mine has a theory about sex. The 
single basic reason it’s such a serious thing to get into, 
she says, is that when couples do it, they expose their 
naked bodies to each other. 

All at once, they’re sharing a secret. Plus, they’ve got 
something on each other, so to speak. Fancy dinner par- 
ty, somber mass, wherever they are thereafter, they can 
envision each other’s droops and bulges. (Look up “pri- 
vate parts” — meaning genitals — in some dictionaries, 
and you'll find that an alternative phrase is “secret 
parts.”) 

A shared secret is a kind of crazy glue, no two ways 
about it. If you’re a good secret-keeper, you can probably 
name two or three secrets you’re currently keeping, either 
with or for people you no longer see. These may be 
people you no longer give a farthing for, or they 
may be people who have moved to another 
country, or they may be people We

who have died. Doesn’t matter. You won’t 
say a word. 

“There’s only one person in the world 
who you can tell anything to,” says a 
woman I know. “The married man you’re 
having an affair with. You’ve got some- 
thing so big on him that he doesn’t dare 
reveal your secrets.” 

Ah, but maybe the rascal would — 
someday. “Bear in mind that a man feels 
closest to whichever woman shares his 
secrets,” writes Frank Pittman in his 
book Private Lies. “And he feels uncom- 
fortable around anyone to whom he’s ly- 
ing. If you’ve been deceiving your wife 
while sharing your innermost thoughts 
and feelings with your mistress, of 
course you will feel in love with her and 
out of love with your wife. This is why 
having an affair — although it is not a 
loving thing to do — does not necessari- 
ly mean you don’t love your wife. See 
what happens when you tell your wife 
the truth and start lying to the other 
woman.” 

I might disagree with Pittman on 
what it means to love one’s wife, but 
he’s got a point when he says that shar- 
ing a secret with people, voluntarily, 
makes you feel closer to them. Secrets 
held with another person are a kind of 
invisible contract. They don’t come with 
fine print or warning labels — Warning: 
secret-holders may experience dizziness, 
nausea, and a feeling of emotional link- 
age — but most of us sense the bond 
right away. 

Secrets define insiders (those who 
know) and outsiders (those who don’t). 
Kristi M., a 28-year-old social worker, 
told me about how she leaked a friend’s 
secret to a mutual friend. Kristi knew 
that the friend who had told her the se- 
cret would tell this other person eventu- 
ally. But as soon as the secret was out of 
her mouth, Kristi realized she had violat- 
ed a bond. In effect, she had created a 
new set of insiders, excluding the friend 
who had confided in her. “I called my 
friend and told her I’d spilled the 
beans,” Kristi says. “I felt terrible.” 

Very young children, who have not 
yet grasped the concept of “separate- 
ness,” don’t understand secrecy, writes 
ethicist Sissela Bok in her book Secrets. 
“At first, infants are one with what sur- 
rounds them,” she explains. Then 
“comes the realization of separateness, 
of an identity, with boundaries.” And

“not until reciprocity and perspective 
and the sense of an enduring private 
realm are possible can they do much 
about their own secrets or those of oth- 
ers.” 

Adolescents are often attracted to se- 
cret societies — cults or clubs that have 
secret initiation ceremonies — because 
those clubs assuage that feeling of sepa- 
rateness, according to Bok. Secret-soci- 
ety members are “trying to sort out what 
belongs to the world of self and to that 
of others.” The secrecy of such clubs 
“seals the group against outsiders” and 
“encourages rare intimacy and loyalty.” 

So much so that, years later, perfectly 
intelligent adults, when asked about the 
rare intimacy and loyalty of that long- 
since-abandoned group, will reply: 
“How ’bout those Red Sox?” 


They’re just plain fun! 

When I was 11 and my best childhood 
friend, Rachel, was 13, we invented this 
thing called Spyettes. I’m not sure why 
we called it Spyettes. Probably we ad- 
mired the word “spy,” with its mysteri- 
ous and subversive air. I’m sure we 
added the “ettes” because we liked to 
feminize every blessed thing we could 
get our paws on. 

The point of Spyettes was for the two 
of us to have secret meetings. Rachel 
would pass me a note somehow, re- 
questing such a rendezvous. I would 
pass her a note saying yes. We would 
shut ourselves away together in the hot- 
pink bedroom I shared with my 
younger sister (she being the number- 
one person we didn’t want to know 
about our Spyetteness). Then, we'd sit 
around and discuss training bras. Or 
the merits of various rosebud-trims. Or 
who else we suspected of wearing a 
training bra and whether the suspect 
truly merited one. Or whether it was 
cool for a strap to be detectable 
through a T-shirt. Stuff like that. 

Three thousand miles now separate 
me from the hot-pink bedroom, which 
has long since been painted white, but 
when someone tells me a secret, or when 
I decide to keep a juicy bit of informa- 
tion to myself, I often think of that room 
and of Spyettes. 

A secret creates a chamber in which 
two people whisper to each other, or in 
which the secret-holder whispers to her- 
self. That chamber is an extraordinary 
place, set apart from everyday interac- 
tions. If the secret’s not a painful one, 
it’s fun, flat-out fun, to be there.

Ta Sheng 


A standout in Harvard Square

en years ago there was a 

Taiwanese-Mandarin- 

Szechuan restaurant at this 

address, called Ta Chien 

(after the modern Chinese 
painter and his eponymous dish, Ta 
Chien chicken). Expansion and a fire 
killed that one, but now there is a sec- 
ond-story revival, as though Ta Chien 
had died and gone slightly toward heav- 
en, though remaining accessible via stairs 
or elevator. The name sounds a lot like 
Ta Chien, which indicates that the new 
restaurant wants to be associated with 
the old. I am convinced of this by looking 
up the Chinese characters for Ta Sheng, 
and finding out that they mean “big 
squash.” 

Well, the original Ta Chien was a fair- 
to-middling restaurant in its early days. 
But Ta Sheng is quite a bit better than 
that. Though the menu is not very cre- 
ative, a number of dishes we tried were 
beautifully made, lighter and fresher-tast- 
ing than usual. With pretty, modern 
rooms, Ta Sheng offers a pleasant expe- 
rience at a moderate price. 

And they do get the 
Peking ravioli ($4.25) 
right. We chose the pan- 
fried style — and our 
dumplings were crispy on 
the bottom, but fully 
cooked and translucent 
throughout. The thin shells 
barely impeded the ideal 
combination of meaty fill- 
ing and sesame-soy dip. 

One unusual offering is 
boiled won ton with red 
special spicy sauce ($4.50). 
This is a variation of the 
much-remembered suan la 
chow show, which I first 
had at Coleen’s Chinese 
Cuisine, in Central Square. 

I got a letter a few years 
ago from Coleen’s number- 
two daughter, Penny, who 
said she was the one who 
got that dish on the menu. 
(If you’re reading this, Pen- 
ny: I’ve lost that letter. 
Please get back in touch.) 
The dish later spread to Mary Chung’s, 
the last great Szechuan computer-hacker 
hangout. There is now a Usenet news- 
group on the Internet devoted to Mary 
Chung’s. (If anyone knows what hap- 
pened to Mary, write in. I can make you a 
real hero in cyberspace.) 

Anyway, this one is a generous pile of 
dumplings with a little soupy sauce, 
stronger on the ginger and weaker on the 
hot pepper than I remember it from 
Coleen’s. 

In fact, the only really hot dish I had at 
Ta Sheng was ton-an sliced chicken 
($7.55), which was pretty much like the 
Ta Chien chicken at the old place. Flecks 
of red pepper on each slice of stir-fried 
chicken breast were fair warning of this 
delightful scorcher, only slightly diluted 
by red and green bell peppers, baby ears 
of corn, and a few pea pods. On the oth- 
er hand, yu hsiang assorted vegetables 
($5.95), with the same one-chili rating 
symbol, came out in a thin, white, no- 
pepper ginger sauce, almost like most 
restaurants’ idea of Buddha’s delight. 
However, the vegetables were fresher and 
crispier than any Buddha’s delight I’ve 
had in years. The broccoli, bell peppers, 
straw mushrooms, bamboo shoots, and 
water chestnuts really shone. 

Crispy sesame beef ($8.75) showed a 
careful approach to frying, especially 
with a batter-fried dish that can be’as 
greasy as Texas chicken-fried steak in

lesser hands. The flavors of sesame seeds 
and beef were balanced and lighthearted. 
And the dish came with a beautiful gar- 
nish of daikon radish cut into poppies, 
with sprays of bright green blanched 
broccoli. An impressive platter at the 
price. And the fine frying even extended 
down to the sweet-and-sour chicken 
($6.95), complete with — yes! — 
pineapple chunks and a maraschino cher- 
ry. The chicken fingers were almost 
grease-free and crispy, even under the 
syrupy sauce. 

One of the more impressive bargains 
at Ta Sheng is the Peking duck. A half 
order at $12 (whole duck $22.95) gets 
you six pancakes and a platter of boned 
meat topped with defatted, crispy skin. 
The classic procedure is to pick up one 
of the scallion brushes, use it to butter 
some hoisin sauce on a pancake, then 
put the scallion brush on the pancake 
with some pieces of duck skin, and roll 
up the divine combination. Ta Sheng 
also gives you a bed of lettuce and slices 
of duck meat (adequately moist and fla- 
vorful, despite having all the fat 
trimmed) for somewhat more substantial 
roll-ups, or a kind of second dish. It’s 
not Peking duck in all its three-course 
glory, but it’s a healthful 
introduction to the basic 
idea at a price a mere un- 
der-assistant mandarin 
can afford. 

From a short menu of 
“special diet food,” we had 
an absolutely terrific dish 
of sliced jumbo shrimp 
with mixed vegetables 
($8.95). One makes Chi- 
nese food dietetic by 
steaming instead of stir- 
frying, and this dish was 
superior, with the gentle 
steaming perfected, espe- 
cially with the shrimp, 
which were still tender yet 
with the flavor fully devel- 
oped. I actually preferred 
this dish to a couple of 
stir-fries on the table. If a 
bite seemed bland, the next 
one got dipped into the 
leftover ginger sauce from 
the boiled won tons. 

The only weak dishes I 
had at Ta Sheng were a prosaic and 
greasy gai-poo lo mein ($12.95), and a 
prosaic and greasy (but obviously home- 
made) order of spring rolls ($3.25). So- 
phisticated readers of this column will 
know enough not to order Cantonese or 
Chinese-American dishes in a Mandarin 
restaurant. But I order partially like a 
tourist, to test all portions of the menu. 
Also, because I secretly love egg rolls and 
lo mein, and enjoy the thrill of finding a 
good one (not these two) even more than 
the thrill of finding a decent sweet-and- 
sour chicken. (A guest ordered that one.) 
Very weak tea, but pretty good rice. 

Ta Sheng’s decor succeeds despite 
some aspects I’d usually decry, such as 
using three different patterns of bluish 
fabric for chairs, banquets, and carpet- 
ing. With a lot of light wood and modern 
shapes, Ta Sheng looks as much like a 
Bostonian’s idea of a Japanese restaurant 
as a Chinese one. The laughing Buddha 
statue and painting near the cash register 
are the léast subtle art objects; generally 
Ta Sheng is in the contemporary mode 
of more assimilated Chinese restaurant 
designs. Pink tabletops instead of lucky 
orange-red is one measure of reform. 

Ta Sheng also has a weekend brunch 
with explicitly Taiwan-style versions of 
Mandarin dim sum and brunch dishes 
such as scallion pancakes. In a building 
shared with three other restaurants, Ta 
Sheng is a standout. Q

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The New Place 


Billing itself as “the best darn pub in the hub,” the New Place is a fine, 
cheap place to eat. Most entrees cost less than $5, the most expensive 
dish is $5.95, and you can get a grilled-cheese sandwich for $1.75. Food 
is excellent, ambiance is high-spirited, and the place bustles without feel- 
ing crowded — what more could you want?

Spaghetti carbonara ($3.95) is 


a sinful personal favorite. “Off 


broiled, boneless, skinless chicken breasts ($4.25). The lemon-pepper 
version strikes a superb balance between lemon and charcoal. 

Owner George Thomas insists that the New Place is the last bastion 
of high-calorie, full-fat fodder, but the menu, which is heavy on salads and 
broiled chicken, belies that. The careful eater will find plenty to enjoy. 

Getting to the New Place can be tricky. Pi Alley, a narrow brick lane 
connecting Washington Street and Court Square, was once the heart of 
the printing district (jumbled metal type was called “pi”). Unless you 
know the area well, you might want to call ahead for directions. 

The New Place, located at 14 Pi Alley (between School and State 
Streets, in Boston), is open Monday through Friday from 9 a.m. to 11 


p.m., and on Saturday from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. Call 367-6430.

Take back the land 


t is installation art on a pitiful parcel of land at the 
& Cambridge/Boston line, adjoining the Charles Riv- 
er, the O’Brien highway, and a wasteland of ware- 
houses, oil drums, and MDC vehicles. The obvious 
questions and comments are right there in the exhibi- 
tion, posed by artist Ted Clausen in black lettering on 
tall, shiny, silver planks stuck vertically in the soil. 
“None of this makes any sense to me.” “Have you ever 
heard of any of these people?” “Are tax dollars paying 
for this?” “Can we go now?” 
If you’re asking such questions, the Reclamation 
Artists have done their job. Founded four years ago to 
draw attention to mistreated urban sites, the organiza- 








tion venture has been successful. Membership, which is 
open to landscape architects, architects, and environ- 
mental artists for an annual fee of $30 ($10 for stu- 
dents), has grown from four to 60. The current con- 
quest at North Point, across from the Museum of Sci- 
ence, is the Artists’ sixth.

Death becomes him 


Brandon Lee rises again in The Crow

That the filmmakers 
were able to complete The Crow seamlessly 


Reliving the pain

ames O’Barr stares down a television that’s 

flickering a fast-edit MTV-style montage 

of grays, blacks, and whites. Rapt, he’s 

watching the trailer from the movie based 

on his comic book The Crow. The celluloid 
thread bears the same monochromatic palette as his 
comic: stark, cold, and violent. When it’s over, O’Barr 
sits back, looks up with hooded eyes, and smirks. 

He’s content only in that the film captures his work’s 
harrowing, darkly humorous journey through the corri- 
dors of horrible irony. It’s a comic-book chance to be a 
superhero with a specific purpose: to do unto those 
whom have done unto you, and then to rest in peace. 
Splattered with quotes from Milton’s Paradise Lost, Bib- 
lical verse, and lyrics from The Cure and Joy Division, 
O’Barr’s The Crow oozes cool, literate pain. 

Like its title character, The Crow was born from 
death, In 1978, O’Barr’s fiancée was killed by a drunk 
driver, In 1982, The Crow’s bleak, raging tale of revenge 
and true love was first published. O’Barr still struggles 
with his demons as he tugs nervously on his Kool 
cigarettes. 

“Writing The Crow didn’t help at all,” he says. “I 
thought it would be cathartic, but as I drew each page, it 
made me more self-destructive, if anything. There is 
pure anger on each page, little murders. I was more 
messed up by the time I was done with the book. There 
was a rumor going around when there was a delay be- 
tween the third and fourth issue that I had committed 
suicide. I was annoyed by that, because God’s had his 
elbow on my neck for this long, I feel I can stick it out. 
I’m not ready to put a period on that sentence yet.” 

When The Crow’s star Brandon Lee was killed while 


filming the movie, “I felt the same exact pain for Eliza 
Hutton,” O’Barr says, referring to Lee’s fiancée. “I re- 
lived the same pain and anger as before. I wished I had 
never written the thing, though if I hadn’t I probably 
wouldn’t be here, having been consumed by very self-de- 
structive behavior. I was fueled by rage and fury for years 
and years. My soul felt like a hurricane. I was raised in 
orphanages and foster homes, and I felt like, ‘When is 
God gonna give me a break?’ When Brandon died, I felt 
like, ‘Is God trying to test my limits or what?’ Why let me 
become best friends with the guy and take him senselessly 
from me? God is a bastard, if there is one. 

“Brandon and Eliza helped make 
something positive finally come out 
of this. They helped me a great deal. 
And I had a lot of guilt associated 
with the money I made from this 
movie. It felt like blood money to 
me, so I’ve kept nothing for myself. 
I used the money to help a lot of 
people: international children’s or- 
ganizations, and hip-replacement 
surgery for a 10-year-old Brazilian 
girl who thinks I’m some big rock 
star or something over here. Some 
money to my family.” 

When O’Barr talks of Eliza or 
Brandon, his voice softens, becom- 
ing almost reverent. Lee lobbied 
hard for the role of Eric Draven. 
And when the screenplay veered off 
course — at one point becoming a 
“musical with Michael Jackson, and 
when Dances with Wolves was out, 
Eric played as an Indian shaman in 
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is a tribute to their skill and to the surpris- 
ing intensity of Lee’s performance. 

The story is set in a crime-ridden city 
(not unlike O’Barr’s native Detroit) on 
Devil’s Night, the night before Halloween, 
when the henchmen of crime lord Top 
Dollar (Michael Wincott) sow terror 
through arson. Lee plays Eric Draven 
(named for Poe’s bird), the guitarist for 
the band Hangman’s Joke (their album is 
titled Last Laugh). Eric’s fiancée, Shelly, 
has petitioned their landlord about the 
rampant crime in their building, and she is 
rewarded with a visit from Top Dollar’s 
lieutenants. Their plan to scare her esca- 
lates into rape and, when Eric barges in 
unexpectedly, double murder. 

But Eric’s love for Shelly is so strong that 
his own soul cannot rest until he avenges

their deaths. On the next Devil’s Night, 
Eric’s gaunt specter claws his way out of 
his coffin, paints his face to look like a the- 
atrical mask that reminds him of happier 
times (he resembles Alice Cooper, though 
Lee told interviewers he was trying to look 
like Chris Robinson of the Black Crowes — 
how apt), and hunts down the killers one by 
one. Since he’s already dead, he’s invulner- 
able, at least as long as the crow, his link 
between the world of the living and the 
dead, watches over his shoulder. 

Keeping Draven in touch with his hu- 
manity is his relationship to Sarah 
(Rochelle Davis), a tough, streetwise 11- | 
year-old skatepunk to whom he is some- | 
thing of a guardian angel. (Comics fans | 
will note in the lost-girl-and-masked-vigi- | 
lante premise an echo of Alan Moore’s 
classic V for Vendetta series.) Sarah deliv- | 
ers the voice-over narration, which helps 
explain The Crow’s metaphysics and makes | 
clear that, for all her bravado, Sarah is still | 
a little girl. Eric’s restoration of her child- 
like faith, her tentative reconciliation with 
her mother (a junkie waitress, whom Eric | 
pushes away from drugs and toward taking | 
more responsibility for Sarah), and her | 
protection by another guardian angel, the | 
sympathetic cop Albrecht (Ernie Hudson), 
provide small strains of hope amid the oth- | 
erwise unrelenting bleakness. | 

In fact, the movie is exciting precisely | 
because it is so uncompromisingly dark. | 
The scripters are horror writer David J. 
Schow and cyberpunk author John Shirley, 
but they worked closely and constantly 
with O’Barr to preserve his vision. Director 
Alex Proyas, who comes from MTV and 
commercials, proves a master of atmo- 
sphere. Cinematographer Dariusz Wolski 
(Romeo Is Bleeding) uses a palette of black 
and red and little else. The carefully chosen 
soundtrack is replete with post-apocalyptic 
industrial rock by the likes of Nine Inch 
Nails and My Life with the Thrill Kill Kult 
(who appear in the movie). 

Yet there is also a vein of black humor 
running through the film. Top Dollar is an 
ee baroque villain who wields a 
sword (this is at least the fourth movie, in- 
cluding the recent Three Musketeers, in 
which Michael Wincott has played a 
swashbuckling bad guy) and engages in 
Rick James—like sex games with anony- 
mous women and his equally dangerous 
half-sister, Myca. Having even more fun 
than Wincott, though, is Lee, who moves 
from brooding incomprehension to grim 
relish in the poetic justice he metes out 
and the preposterousness of his destiny. 

The sheer force and charisma of Lee’s 
performance will stun viewers of his earlier 
films, which showed more karate chops 
than acting chops. Like Eric, Lee seems to 
have been a man possessed, with a burning 
desire to prove something. And like Eric, 
Lee in his own weird way transcends death 
in The Crow. QO | 








porter in keeping the movie close to the comic.” O’Barr 
concludes, snidely, “There is no desert in Detroit.” 

Although he’s on a press tour for the film, the bearish 
artist and author — sitting in his Ritz-Carlton Hotel room 
-— doesn’t like to answer questions about The Crow. Do- 
ing so forces him back to the set to watch Lee bring flesh 
and blood to his creation, watch Lee’s inexhaustible ener- 
gy pull the movie into reality — and watch Lee die. 

“In that first scene, when Eric pulls his funeral clothes 
off and walks the streets without clothes or shoes, it was 
something like five degrees outside. They had to put al- 
cohol in the rain machines to keep them from freezing. 
Lee kept doing that scene over and over until it was 
right. He lost 20 pounds to do this role. He trained hard 
and prepared for this. He had volumes of journals for 
the action and fight scenes that he choreographed. He 
fought to keep the actual lines from the comic in the 
script.” And in a cruelly ironic twist of fate, Lee was 
shot dead while filming the murder 
of Eric. 

“All guns are real on a set,” O’Barr 
explains. “Only the bullets are dum- 
mies. Something lodged in the gun 
from one scene to the next. It was an 
accident, a one-in-a-billion thing. It 
will never happen that way again.” 
O’Barr emphasizes that “the film of 
the accident went from the camera 
to the court and was destroyed. If 
anyone claims to have that, they’re 
lying. You'll never see it on Hard 
Copy or Inside Edition; anything re- 
sembling it are total fakes.” 

O’Barr has a new graphic novel 
due in August from Dark Horse 
Press called Gothik, which he de- 
scribes as “Blade Runner meets The 
Wizard of Oz.” And you'll also be 
hearing more from O’Barr in the 
future. His band Trust/Obey have a 
five-album deal with Trent Reznor’s 
record label Nothing.

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Spike Lee returns to 
form with Crooklyn

ne thing in Spike Lee’s 
loving and untidy new 
Crooklyn that every sur- 
vivor of a large family will 
recognize is the noise lev- 
el. Set in Brooklyn in the early ’70s, Crook- 
lyn follows the travails and triumphs of the 
Carmichaels, a family much like Lee’s own. 
The Carmichaels are not the Cosbys, and 
their daily lives shriek with the turmoil of 
too much love, too little money, and too 
many mouths to feed and listen to. Like the 
family, the movie isn’t perfect. Sometimes 
shrill, sometimes lethargic, Crooklyn re- 
mains special in at least two ways: as a rare 
depiction of the problems and experiences 
of the black middle class, and as one of the 
few feature films told from the point of 
view of a young black girl. 

She’s Troy, the youngest child in the 
family and the only girl, and as played by 
Zelda Harris she’s the most convincing, 
complex, and endearing movie kid since 
Oscar winner Anna Paquin in The Piano. 
She and her mother, Carolyn (Alfre 
Woodard, solid and intense as usual), bear 
the brunt of household responsibilities. Her 
dad, Woody (Delroy Lindo, in a perfor- 
mance of subtle depth and intelligence), is 
a jazz musician who won’t cater to the 
funkadelic tastes of the times and is conse- 
quently unemployed. Her four older broth- 
ers are raffish, self-centered bullies whom 
Troy must keep in line. 

The labors of mother and daughter take 
their toll, however. Carolyn grows embit- 
tered and anal and nearly abusive; Troy 
becomes withdrawn. Recognizing that a 
change of scenery is needed, Carolyn 
sends her daughter to spend the summer 
with prim, Bible-thumping relatives. There 
Troy makes a friend, and she doesn’t learn 
until too late of her mother’s illness. 

Sprawling, episodic, and relatively plot- 
less, Crooklyn works because Lee main- 
tains the detachment and focus of an alien 
point of view. Sometimes he makes it too 
alien — the Virginia segment is shot en- 
tirely with an anamorphic lens. It’s meant 


to express Troy’s disaffection, but most 
viewers will probably think the projection- 
ist has screwed up. 

For the most part, though, Lee eschews 
gimmicks for simplicity. A simple pan 
showing the empty seats at Woody’s con- 
cert tells us everything about the man’s il- 
lusions; a ferocious argument between 
Woody and Carolyn over a bounced check 
(brilliantly improvised by Woodard and 
Lindo) evokes the fury and frustration to 
be found in every family. After the pulpit- 
ings of Malcolm X, Lee in Crooklyn has 
gotten back in touch with his 
roots.

The New England Film & Video 


Festival brings home an Oscar 


Gentile’s cartoon about a romance thwart- 
ed by wartime futility; Off the Ground and 
off the Wall, by doorstop collector Gary 
Roma, which humorously explores sur- 
prisingly intriguing doorstop arcana; and 
Patricia Goudvis and William Turnley’s If 
the Mango Tree Could Speak, which re- 
counts poignant oral histories of children 
who have survived the horrors of the civil 
war in El Salvador. 

Also in the personal-history vein are 
Maria Guadalupe Rivarola’s Papa 
Qu(h)erido (tonight, May 12), which uses 
snapshots and other personal mementos to 
create an impressionistic account of the 
videomaker’s father’s flight from Argentina. 
In And You from Yours (Friday, May 13), 
Lynn Robinson uses her grandmother’s 
memories to imagine and reinvent the life 
of Robinson’s great-grandmother, a 
French-Canadian who emigrated to New 
England as a girl in the 1870s to work in

the movie. And it’s probably the first film 
by Lee that you can take the whole family 
to. He’s a family man himself — he was 
married seven months ago.

movies. I feel sorry for the rest of the 
African-American filmmakers or anybody 
who’s a minority just to have people like 
this review our- work, because it amazes 
us. It’s like: ‘I loved your film so much; it 
wasn’t a black family! I mean, I grew up in 
Minnesota and I can relate to exactly 
what’s happening there in Brooklyn.’ I 
mean, what the fuck is that! It’s amazing! 
“America has to understand that 
African-Americans are not one, monolith- 
ic group, that we’re as vast and wide- 
ranged as anybody else. But if you just 
look at the news at six it always leads off 
with some young black males handcuffed 
being pushed into a police car for killing, 
raping, or selling drugs, I mean, there’s 
gotta be something else. There’s got to be 
at least one family in this country that’s 
headed by a black male who hasn’t left the 
family, who hasn’t left the mother high 
and dry; the mother’s not on crack, and 
the daughters didn’t have kids when they 
were five years old, and the sons aren’t 
gang-bangers.”

the textile mills. Sandeep Ray chronicles his 
cousin’s journey from India to America, 
and the political turmoil it unleashes within 
the family, in Leaving Bakul Bagan (May 
12). Charlene Gilbert explores the way 
race, sex, and black women’s self-images 
are tied into hair-weaving rituals in The 
Kitchen Blues (May 12). And Defending 
Our Lives, the Oscar winner from Margaret 
Lazarus, Renner Wunderlich, and Stacey 
Kabat, is a moving piece of agitprop about 
four Bay State women who were jailed after 
they killed the men who battered them. 

Among the fine fictional narratives in 
the festival is Arge O’Neal’s Turn Off Your 
Headlights (May 12), a moody slice of 
slackeriana about a young man who must 
choose between working at his uncle’s 
dreary drive-in theater or hitting the road 
with his lowlife friends. Tim Bridwell’s 
Haze (May 12) is a mock documentary 
that examines the limits of truth, reliability, 
and history through a trip to a Moroccan 
village once visited by Jimi Hendrix. Play- 
ing the feckless filmmaker looking for 
remnants of the guitarist’s brief stay is the 
ubiquitous rock-and-roller Greg Dulli of 
Afghan Whigs. 

The final night of the NEFVF features 
the awards presentations and screenings of 
four of the best selections. Keven Siegert’s 
Welsh’s Coffee Stand is a tribute to Bill 
Welsh, who has been running a coffee shop 
in the basement of a Tucson courthouse for 
nearly 50 years. Welsh is so casual about 
the qualities that make him extraordinary 


(and Siegert’s direction is so clever) that 
viewers may let half the video elapse before 
they notice. Nneka Bennett’s Sleepless 
Nights, a funny complaint about how hard 
it is for a woman to find a good man these 
days, is told through evocative oil-paint-on- 
plexiglass animation. A more optimistic take 
on relationships comes from Royal Miller’s 
Cleo’s Date, a jazzy, lyrical fugue about an 
enchanted blind date between two culturally 
hip African-Americans that plays like a con- 
densed She’s Gotta Have It. 

The Best of Festival award winner is 
Ellen Spiro’s video Greetings from Out 
Here, which has been shown on PBS and 
screened during last year’s Boston Gay 
and Lesbian Film and Video Festival. The | 
hour-long documentary video whimsically 
recounts Spiro’s pilgrimage through the 
South to explore pockets of unexpectedly 
thriving gay and lesbian culture and to de- | 
bunk Northern and urban stereotypes 
about repression and homophobia in the 
Bubba Belt. QO

Why the Generation X movie boom went bust

hey were going to take over 

Hollywood. Like their revo- 

lutionary peers in the music 

world, they were going to ar- 

ticulate the concerns of a 
generation so confused, so resentful, so 
inchoate that it didn’t want to be called a 
generation. (For convenience’ sake, I'll 
bite the bullet and designate these people 
as “Generation X.”) They were going to 
rewrite the artistic and commercial rules of 
the industry, and woe betide the hapless 
Boomer who stood in their way. They 
were going to start the first renaissance of 
twentysomething auteurs since the golden 
age of the ’70s instigated by such enfants 
terribles as Martin Scorsese, Francis Ford 
Coppola, Brian De Palma, William Fried- 
kin, and (token middle-aged guy) Robert 
Altman. 

It never happened. 

Generation Xers are staying away in 
droves from movies made by and about 
them. Seeming surefire youth-market hits 
like Reality Bites and Singles tanked at the 
box office. (Of films made by Gen Xers, 
only John Singleton’s Boyz N the Hood has 
grossed more than $30 million, and only 
two others have grossed more than $20 
million.) Once-independent Gen X film- 
makers like Quentin Tarantino and Matty 
Rich have been co-opted by the studios 
and are making movies about anything but 
the tribulations of Gen X. The young au- 
| teurs have yet to create a film that captures 
| the zeitgeist, that crystallizes the spirit of 
their angst-ridden peers, the way Rebel 
| Without a Cause, Easy Rider, and even 
| Risky Business did in their eras. With Gen 
X movies mystifying critics, alienating old- 
| er audiences, and meeting with indiffer- 
| ence from younger viewers, Hollywood is 
| reconsidering whether films about Gen X 
| are worth the risk — a backlash that sug- 
| gests whatever impact these young direc- 
tors have had on the film world has been 
| negative. The wave has crested, the win- 
dow is shut. 

What went wrong? For one thing, nei- 
| ther the studios nor the filmmakers seem 
to understand who their audience is. Tra- 

ditional marketing approaches don’t work 


on Gen Xers, who refuse to admit they ex- 
ist as a generation, in part because they 
don’t want to be targeted by marketers. “I 
always get mad at them — you know who 
titles it Generation X?” asks Moira Kelly, a 
twentysomething star of the college- 
themed With Honors. “It’s the adults, the 
generation before the so-called Generation 
X. I’m like, hello? We’re the product of 
what you’ve created. So don’t go titling us. 
I don’t like titles either. I don’t think 
there’s such a thing as a Generation X.” 

Just as these twentysomethings reject 
media labels for them, they refuse to let 
the media designate a spokesperson for 
them. “I never asked for the job,” com- 
plains Slacker director Richard Linklater. 
“Doug [Coupland, who helped coin the 
name with his novel Generation X] and I 
were pretty adamant about how this gen- 
eration doesn’t want spokespersons. I 
would resent being told of someone, ‘He’s 
our spokesperson.’ ” 

That’s why not even the filmmakers will 
now admit that they’re making Gen X 
movies, since it’s become clear that their 
audience bolts when someone tries to mar- 
ket a film toward it. A year ago, when 
asked whether their new films were Gen X 
movies, Eric Stoltz (Bodies, Rest & 
Motion) said, “Definitely,” and Kelly 
Lynch (Three of Hearts) said, “Absolute- 
ly.” Today, Alek Keshishian, the 29-year- 
old director of With Honors, says, “I have 
a hard time with certain monikers like 
that.” He boasts of having turned down 
Reality Bites and Wayne’s World. “Those 
are great, interesting films, but there is a 
bit of style over story in those types of 
movies.” 

Generation X elusiveness also makes it 
hard to capture on film — indeed, Xers 
complain that they don’t see themselves on 
screen in these movies. “My friends were 
not as Reality Bites as people seem to 
characterize Generation X,” says Keshishi- 
an. “Yes, there was that sense of ‘What am 
I going to do?’ with a lot of my friends, 
but there was that other category of people 
who seemed certain about what they 
should do.” 

Many of these films — Reality Bites; 
Untamed Heart; Bodies, Rest & Motion — 
propose to “capture” Gen X life by creat- 
ing dithering, underemployed characters, 


to suggest twentysomething slackerdom. 
(Of course, if the potential viewers are as 
economically strapped as these films de- 
pict, it’s no wonder they’re not going to 
the movies, at $7.50 a pop.) “I don’t par- 
ticipate in the MTV-twentysomething- 
we’re-lost hangover from the ’80s,” says 
Ashley Judd, 26, who played a hesitant Xer 
in Ruby in Paradise. “I’m not interested in 
speaking for a bunch of lazy bums.” 

Where did this easy stereotyping come 
from? Linklater suggests that much of it 
stems from a misreading of Slacker. “A lot 
of people never even saw it. They accepted 
other people’s description of it: ‘Oh, it’s a 
movie about these twentysomething peo- 
ple, very apathetic, don’t do anything.’ The 
movie wasn’t really about that at all. It’s 
about a bunch of active imaginations, dif- 
ferent people with diametrically opposed 
views to the reality they’re living in. To say 
they’re all one thing is a little simple.” 

What’s worse, many Gen X films fall 
into the imitative fallacy. Dan Algrant, who 
directed and co-wrote the X-themed 
Naked in New York, warns that screen- 
plays about people living flat, directionless 
lives often result in flat, directionless 
movies. “You have to make it funny. Oth- 
erwise, why would anyone want to sit 
through it? They have to sit through their 
own lives.” Keshishian adds, “Ultimately, 
being lost and bored is episodic.” 

Some Gen Xers do identify with these 
depictions of anomie. Of her characters in 
Bodies, Rest & Motion and Singles, Bridget 
Fonda says, “I really related to the disillu- 
sionment. The frustration of feeling that 
you’re trapped in the pattern that you give 
yourself, low-self esteem, all those things 
mix in most of the people that I know.” 

The 30-year-old daughter of Boomer 
icon Peter Fonda adds, “My expectations, 
the stuff that I was raised on, was really 
heady, and I grew up in a surrounding, as 
you know, that was really about how we’re 
going to find it and it’s going to be great 
and the Beatles and this love love love and 
hope and faith. And real life never did sup- 
port any of those wonderful utopian ideas. 
None of it really came true.” 

Yet as Bodies’ Phoebe Cates points out, 
“That feeling of being out of control, that 
they need more, is something that every 
generation must go through at some

point.” Victor Nufiez, ‘he Boomer-aged 
writer/director of R. y in Paradise, 
agrees: “The X generatic ain’t the first X 
out there.” Perhaps Ge. X films simply 
aren’t distinctive enough 1: their portraits 
of this alienation to have the impact of an 
Easy Rider.

So what does distinguish Gen X 
movies? Many of them share themes and 
concerns: diminished expectations, hesi- 
tant romance, media-culture saturation, 
alternative lifestyles, human-rights issues, 
ultra-ironic perspectives — all of which 
suggest a common sensibility among the 
filmmakers. These themes even unite the 
movies by young white filmmakers (usual- | 
ly the only ones considered Gen Xers) | 
with those of young black filmmakers, like | 
John Singleton, Allen and Albert Hughes 
(Menace II Society), and Matty Rich | 
(Straight out of Brooklyn, The Inkwell). | 
The characters in Menace and in Single- | 
ton’s Poetic Justice are just as introspective | 
and confused as their middle-class white 
counterparts. 

Gen X movies are also notable for the 
near-complete absence of parents — 
which is understandable in films by a gen- 
eration of latchkey kids or children of di- 
vorce. “I dropped out of the middle-aged 
bracket and went straight for the elders,” 
says Rob Weiss, 27, writer/director of 
Amongst Friends. “I just cut the parents 
out so that we didn’t have to pass any 
judgment on them at all.” 

Screenplays by young writers are apt to 
be more sympathetic to women and gays. 
“There are some scripts that I do really 
like, and it’s women my age or younger 
who’ve written them,” says Jeanne Trip- 
plehorn, who had a cameo in Reality Bites 
(the screenplay was written by 24-year-old 
Helen Childress). Says Kelly Lynch of 
Three of Hearts, “None of us working on it 
thought it was a big deal to have lesbian 
and bisexual characters. I never thought 
about it. I’m sure that it’s the age that I 
am.” She adds, “I like little movies with 
messy stuff in them, relationships and peo- 
ple, rather than big body-part movies or 
explosion movies or android movies.” 

Hollywood, of course, is hardly interest- 
ed in releasing “little movies” — which 
may be another reason Gen X films are 
not setting box offices on fire. Many Gen 
X moviemakers must resort to working for 
independent studios. “Among the many 
reasons I had a hard time getting this 
made,” says writer/director Warren Leight 
of The Night We Never Met, “is that peo- 
ple in LA would look at the main charac- 
ters and say, ‘He works in a deli and she’s 
a dental hygienist? Who cares? What does 
she really dream of being?’ They want big 
dreams.” 

So despite all the hype about twen- 
tysomething box-office demons, “what 
you’ve got is a group of filmmakers who 
really care about film more than making 
money, being famous, or having the title of 
director.” That’s the conclusion of 
Michael Steinberg, the director of Bodies, 
Rest & Motion, who sees himself as part of 
a new wave of film-school alumni who are 
getting movies made. “A lot of the people I 
went to school with are fulfilling this need 
they have inside them. It’s shocking to me, 
because it didn’t seem like any of us would 
ever get a chance to make a film when we 
were at UCLA. The things that we were 
interested in were just so off the path of 
Hollywood filmmaking. Allison Anders 
[Gas Food Lodging, Mi Vida Loca] was 
there, and several other people who are all 
making feature films right now.” 

Naked in New York’s Dan Algrant sug- 
gests that these film-school grads suffer 
from too much media saturation and not 
enough life experience. “It’s not a medium 
for young people, as much as they’d like to 
think. It takes a great deal of time to un- 
derstand what the world’s about so you 
can start filming it.” At 34, Algrant isn’t 
sure he himself has enough practical expe- 
rience (he studied film at Harvard and 
Columbia). “Naked in New York has no 
plot, really. There are some hiccups in it. 
It’s a first film.” 

Indeed, some of the most astute movies 
about Gen X have been made by directors 
well into their 30s and 40s: Algrant, Stein- 
berg, Anders, Leight, Nufiez, Penelope | 
Spheeris (Wayne’s World), Tony Bill (Un- | 
tamed Heart). Which suggests that all the | 
twentysomething generation really needs is | 
time to grow. As Rob Weiss notes of his 
influences, the last successful wave of | 
fresh auteurs, “those guys were in their 
20s too, Coppola and Friedkin and Scors- | 
ese. The good thing was that they had a | 
chance to mature as filmmakers. I just 
want the opportunity those guys had to 
mature as a filmmaker.” OQ 
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SINGLES: sometimes that’s what these soundtracks sound 


like, a series of singles, one from each category, strung together.

Gen X movie soundtracks 
look for the winning formula 


utting together the 
soundtrack to a Gener- 
ation X movie is a 
tough job, not just be- 
cause the songs have to 
complement the film, but because Gen 
X ‘record buyers are especially wary of 
any package that looks to have been en- 
gineered by the movie’s marketers. After 
all, the calculated way these albums are 
put together has made Gen X sound- 





tracks a genre unto themselves, with 


certain recognizable features. 

For instance, in keeping with Gen 
Xers’ supposed predilection for kitschy 
artifacts of their ’70s childhoods, most 
of these albums offer at least one aampy 
oldie dug up from the long-forgotten 
guilty-pleasure vault (which often re- 
vives a career, as Wayne’s World did for 
Queen and Reality Bites did for the 
Knack) and one semi-ironic cover of 
such a tune by a current artist. There’s 
usually a track featuring a crossover 
singer/actor from the film. (Thanks to 
MTV, every rocker thinks he or she can 
act, and vice versa.) At least one really 
obscure act is included to prove the 
record’s street credibility. 

These features are categorized in the 
list below of some of the most notable 
and listenable Gen X soundtrack albums. 

Wayne’s World (Reprise, 1992). 
Style: arena metal. Sample artists: Black 
Sabbath, Alice Cooper, Cinderella. To- 
ken oldies: Queen, “Bohemian Rhap- 
sody”; Gary Wright, “Dream Weaver”; 
Bullet Boys, “Rock Candy.” Cover tune: 
Tia Carrere doing Sweet’s “Ballroom 
Blitz.” Movie crossovers: Carrere used 
this album to launch her singing career; 
the “Wayne’s World Theme” is sung by 
Mike Myers and Dana Carvey. Artist 
you’ve never heard of: Rhino Bucket. 
Distinguishing feature: this album in- 
vented the genre format for Gen X 
soundtracks. Caveat emptor: Carrere. 

Singles (Epic Soundtrax, 1992). 
Style: grunge. Sample artists: Paul West- 
erberg, Pearl Jam, Alice in Chains, 
Soundgarden, Smashing Pumpkins. To- 
ken Oldie: Jimi Hendrix, “May This Be 
Love.” Cover tune: the Lovemongers do- 
ing Led Zeppelin’s “The Battle of Ever- 
more.” Movie crossover: Pearl Jam’s Ed- 
die Vedder and Jeff Ament play charac- 
ters loosely based on themselves. Artist 
you've never heard of: the Lovemongers. 
Distinguishing feature: it’s heavy on 


‘ artists from Seattle (where the movie 


takes place), including Hendrix and the 
Lovemongers. Caveat emptor: the Love- 
mongers are really Heart; no Nirvana. 
Poetic Justice (Epic Soundtrax, 
1993). Style: new-jack swing, with 
some hardcore rap. Sample artists: 


TLC, Babyface, Tony! Toni! Toné! To- 
ken oldie: Stevie Wonder, “Never 
Dreamed You’d Leave in Summer.” 
Movie crossover: Tupac Shakur co- 
stars. Artist you’ve never heard of: Terri 
& Monica. Distinguishing feature: it’s 
more coherent than the movie. Caveat 
emptor: no Janet Jackson songs, 

Reality Bites (RCA, 1994). Style: 
adult-alternative. Sample artists: Juliana 
Hatfield, World Party, U2, Crowded 
House, Lenny Kravitz. Token oldies: the 
Knack, “My Sharona”; Squeeze, 
“Tempted.” Cover tune: Big Mountain 
doing Peter Frampton’s “Baby, I Love 
Your Way.” Movie crossover: Ethan 
Hawke’s “I’m Nothin’.” Artist you've 
never heard of: Lisa Loeb and Nine Sto- 
ries, Distinguishing feature: it comes 
with a lyric sheet. Caveat Emptor: Ethan 
Hawke's version of the Violent 
Femmes’ “Add It Up” is not included; 
the record’s UB40-ish cover of “Baby, I 
Love Your Way” replaces Frampton’s 
original, which is heard in the film. 

Threesome (Epic Soundtrax, 1994). 
Style: college rock. Sample artists: New 
Order, Duran Duran, Jellyfish, the The. 
Token oldie: Human Sexual Response, 
“What Does Sex Mean to Me.” Cover 
tunes: General Public doing the Staples 
Singers’ “I'll Take You There”; 
Teenage Fanclub doing Madonna’s 
“Like a Virgin.” Artist you've never 
heard of: Apache Indian. Caveat emptor: 
this may inspire thoughts of Stephen 
Baldwin, Lara Flynn Boyle, and Josh 
Charles languidly groping each other. 

With Honors (Maverick/Sire/Warn- 
er Bros., 1994). Style: all over the place. 
Sample artists: the Pretenders, Lindsey 
Buckingham, Duran Duran, Grant Lee 
Buffalo. Token oldie: the Cult, “She 
Sells Sanctuary.” Cover tunes: Belly do- 
ing Tom Jones’s “It’s Not Unusual”; 
Lyle Lovett doing Irving Berlin’s “Blue 
Skies.” Artist you’ve never heard of: 
Babble. Distinguishing feature: Boston 
artists, such as Belly and Kristin Hersh, 
appropriate to Cambridge-set film. 
Caveat emptor: director Alek Keshishian 
is still associated with Madonna; the 
record is on her label and includes her 
“T’ll Remember.” 

Naked in New York (Sire, 1994). 
Style: opening-act club rock. Sample 
artists: Tripmaster Monkey, the Judy- 
Bats, Seal, Greenberry Woods. Token 
oldies: the Ramones, “Rockaway 
Beach”; Charlie Rich, “Feel like Going 
Home.” Artist you’ve never heard of: the 
Farm. Distinguishing feature: no appar- 
ent hit singles. Caveat emptor: there's 
not a whole lot of nakedness in the film 
or on the record.

FIORILE 


We're all familiar with the feeling that we’ve 
lived through something before, especially if 
we’ve seen The Joy Luck Club, House of the 
Spirits, Being Human, and now Paolo and 
Vittorio Taviani’s Fiorile. These are pictures 
that try to grasp the irony of human destiny 
over many generations, to show how individ- 
ual fate repeats in pre-determined patterns. 
But Fiorile offers a poetry that the others 
merely fumble at. Virtuallly devoid of the 
baroque, operatic flourishes of their earlier 
works, it adheres grimly to its melancholy 
plot over two centuries of Tuscan history. 

Fiorile is the month of spring according 
to the French Revolution calendar, and it’s 
the month when Napoleonic troops 
marched through Tuscany to wrest it from 
the hands of its wealthy nobility. As Luigi 
Benedetti (Lino Capolicchio) tells his two 
children while they drive to visit their 
grandfather, among the French troops was 
a handsome lieutenant assigned to guard a 
cask of gold. A local peasant girl — Elisa- 
betta Benedetti — seduces him; what she 
doesn’t know is that her brother Corrado 
is stealing the gold. The lieutenant is shot, 
and the Benedettis become the Maledettis 
— a family cursed by greed and romantic 
longing. 

These two aspects war through the next 
several generations with predictable results. 
The Tavianis have the gift of summing up 
all they have to say with a sudden, exquisite 
image. There are two or three of these stud- 
ded over the the story’s 200 years, making 
it almost worth the numbing repetition be- 
tween. At the Copley Place.

SUTURE/CRONOS/ 
BEING HUMAN 


Identity is a squirmy thing, but handled well 
it’s a splendid instrument of manipulation. 
In their first feature, Suture, writer-direc- 
tors Scott McGehee and David Siegel 
demonstrate a diabolical skill in playing 
with the vagaries of selfhood and meaning, 
and they draw you into a nasty Hitchcock- 
ian mystery filled with profound surprises. 

Clay Arlington (Dennis Haysbert) and 
Vincent Towers (Michael Harris) are half- 
brothers who meet at the funeral of their 
murdered father. Clay is a working stiff 
from a backwater California town; Vincent 
is the inheritor of his father’s fortune and a 
prime suspect in his murder. Noting the 
uncanny resemblance between the two of 
them, Vincent lures Clay to his home, has 
him dress in his clothes, slips him his own 
identification cards, then blows him up in 
his car. The police, he figures, will identify 
Clay as himself, and he will be a dead, and 
free, man. 

In fact Clay survives, but his face is de- 
stroyed and his memory is gone. Under 
pressure from the police, the pedantic psy- 
chiatrist Dr. Max Shinoda (Sab Shimono) 
and the beautiful but not overly skeptical 
plastic surgeon Dr. Renee Descartes (Mel 
Harris) work at molding Clay into Vincent. 
In the course of their treatment, Shinoda be- 
gins to uncover the truth of Clay’s identity, 
and Descartes falls in love with her creation. 

The gimmick is that Clay and Vincent 
look nothing at all alike — they’re not even 
of the same race. It’s a device Nabokov used 
in Despair and Bufiuel in That Obscure Ob- 
ject of Desire, but by injecting the element of 
race McGehee and Siegel make the issue 
social as well as psychological — it’s a com- 
mentary on black identity reminiscent of 
Ralph Ellison’s The Invisible Man. A film 
about blacks and whites filmed in black and 
white, Suture unfolds into haunting patterns 
like the giant Rorschach ink blots on the 
walls of Dr. Shinoda’s office. It’s one of the 
classiest and most pretentious film debuts 
since the Coen brothers’ Blood Simple. 

From Renee Descartes in Suture we pass 
to Jess Gris (Federico Luppi, who bears an 
unsettling resemblance to Leslie Nielsen) in 
Guillermo Del Toro’s artsy Mexican vam- 
pire thriller Cronos. He’s the owner of an 
antiques shop who gets hold of a wooden 
archangel that contains the Cronos, a 
scarab-shaped gold device made by a 14th- 
century alchemist that grants the bearer im- 
mortality — though at the price of drinking 
human blood. Complicating Jests’s life is 
Angel de la Guardia (played with beastly 
zest by Ron Perlman), who wants the device 
for his wealthy, moribund uncle Dieter 
(Claudio Brooke). Offering him moral sup- 
port is the light of his life, his granddaugh- 
ter Aurora (Tamara Shanath). 
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Nobody said eternal life would be easy, 
and Jestis goes through virtually all the Sta- 
tions of the Cross in his attempt to escape 
Angel and savor the dubious pleasures of 
Cronos, which is somehow operated by a 
David Lynchian tortured insect imprisoned 
in its geary innards. He and Del Toro mud- 
dle their way through this murky Christian 
allegorizing, which is only partly redeemed 


by forays into hilarious black comedy. The | 
sight of a tuxedo’d Jestis licking blood off a | 


men’s-room floor is much more enlighten- 


ing than the film’s metaphoric musings on | 


selfhood and redemption.

Such is the case also with Bill Forsyth’s | 
Being Human, in which Robin Williams | 


plays a guy named Hector who lives 
through five historical periods and never 


quite gets a grip on what it is to be, well, | 


human. Forsyth seems to be fumbling for a 
definition as well, as Hector bumps up 
against vaguely similar issues of family val- 
ues, loyalty, freedom, and greed from the 
Bronze Age to the 90s. When Forsyth and 
Williams break into shtick, this New Age 
Intolerance is worth sitting through; when 
they ponder questions of identity and the 
meaning of it all, you’d be better served if 
you’d Suture self. Suture plays at the Nick- 
elodeon and the West Newton. Cronos 
plays at the Nickelodeon. Being Human 
plays at the Nickelodeon, the Fresh Pond, 
and the Chestnut Hill and in the suburbs.

Atom Egoyan’s new film reconstructs a 
break-up from the point of view of a Cana- 
dian photographer who set out to make a 
collection of images of Armenian churches 
and ended up losing his wife to the guide 
who traveled with them. Part comedy, part 
melodrama, and part cautionary tale, Cal- 
endar takes its title not just from the docu- 
ment now mocking the photographer from 
its spot on his kitchen wall, but from the 
way that, without his wife, each month is 
as meaningless as the last. 


Egoyan himself plays the photographer | 
(his real-life wife, Arsinee Khanjian, plays | 


his screen mate) as a guy who indulges his 
own self-pity while showing us what a jerk 
he was. And what a jerk he still is. The 
film’s running gag finds him dining a gag- 
gle of attractive women, each of whom in- 
terrupts the date to make a hot phone call. 
We also get to experience, via video 
footage, how he ignored every vital aspect 
of his wife’s company on their trip in favor 
of condescending to their guide. 

The film gets its engaging texture from 
the way Egoyan pulls together information 
from different sources — memory, video- 








taped evidence, present-tense scenarios, | 


even the character’s answering machine. 
One result is that we never see the couple 
face to face — which speaks volumes 
about their relationship. But we do see the 
photographer editing and manipulating his 
own memories: it’s obvious his own fussi- 
ness did him in. What’s also intriguing is 
how the filmmaker uses a huge landscape, 
evoking all the mystery the Armenian 
countryside has to offer, to tell a story that 
has an exquisitely miniature scope. At the 
Coolidge Corner.

Dance doesn’t get any better 
than Boston Ballet’s Onegin

horrendous crime is about 

to be committed — right 

here in Boston, and by 

many of you reading this. 

You’re about to pass up 

| Onegin. John Cranko’s 1965 adaptation of 
the poem by Aleksandr Pushkin is a light- 
ning bolt of a masterpiece; and in its first 
production by an American company, it 
gets a fabulous performance from Boston 
Ballet (opening night elicited the most 
thunderous applause I’ve ever heard at the 
Wang Center). Comparisons with Swan 
Lake and Sleeping Beauty are not out of 
order. In a perfect world, this production 
would run through the end of May. Make 
that June. 

Sublime as they are, Swan Lake and 
Sleeping Beauty are not blessed with a plot 
by Pushkin, whose Yevgeny Onegin (usual- 
ly translated as “Eugene Onegin”) is the 
greatest poem in Russian and one of the 
greatest in any language. Onegin, a bored 
St. Petersburg socialite, finds himself in 
the country visiting the Larin family with 
his friend Lensky, who’s in love with the 
Larins’ younger daughter, Olga. When 

| Olga’s bookworm sister, Tatyana, falls for 





Onegin, he tells her he is not one for love, 
or marriage. Subsequently he assuages his 
tedium at Tatyana’s name-day party by 
flirting with Olga; Lensky, outraged, chal- 
lenges his friend to a duel and is killed. 
Years later, Onegin returns to Petersburg 
and finds Tatyana married to the aging 
Prince Gremin; he falls as hopelessly for 
her as she had for him, but she will not 
leave her husband. 

It’s a darkly gleaming story with an even 
darker history. Pushkin himself was killed 
in a duel in 1837 (he was just 38), after

Heinz Stolze, who 
orchestrated bits and 
pieces by Tchaikov- 
sky for the score, 
shot himself in 1970. 
John Cranko died in 
a 1973 plane crash. 

But love and death 
are the stuff that art 
is made of, and they 
infuse every aspect of 
this production, 
starting with Jurgen 
Rose’s sets and cos- 
tumes. The Larin 
house, an endearing- 
ly weatherbeaten 
brown shingled edi- 
fice with mullioned 
windows, a balcony, 
and a splash of wiste- 
ria, is embellished by 
birch trees (symbols 
of fidelity in Russian 
folk tradition) and, in 
the distance, a cherry 
orchard; it’s bright- 
ened by the ladies’ 
daffodil-yellow 
dresses. The inside is 
more endearing still, 
all faded crimson 
with French provin- 
cial sofas and chairs, 
cameos on the walls, 
and hanging baskets 
of flowers. 

In the duel scene, 
the birches become 
bare and wintry; 
Prince Gremin’s Pe- 
tersburg palace has 
chandeliers instead 
of flower baskets, 
and there are ap- 
pointments in Mary- 
insky blue (the Mary- 
insky was Peters- 
burg’s imperial the- 
ater). Lensky is 
dressed in a spring- 
like beige; Onegin 
invariably wears 
black; the married 
Tatyana sheds her 
whites and yellows 
for a dark rose ball 

£ gown. Everywhere 
™ you look there are 
thoughtful touches — even on the drop 
curtain, which bears the initials E.O. em- 
braced by a laurel wreath and the motto 

“Quand je n’ai pas honneur, il n’existe 

plus d’honneur” (“When I have no honor, 

honor will no longer exist”). 

For the score, Cranko originally pro- 
posed to use music from Tchaikovsky’s 
opera Yevgeny Onegin, but Covent Garden 
recoiled at the thought of turning an opera 
into a ballet. Stolze, who was Cranko’s as- 
sociate at the Wiirttemberg State Theater 
in Stuttgart, wound up drawing mostly on 
little-known Tchaikovsky piano works: his 
cycle The Seasons, the six pieces from 
Opus 51, the 18 from Opus 72. The ballet 
has three big party scenes, so there are lots 
of social dances: three waltzes (including 
Opus 72’s flirty “Valse 4 cinque temps,” in 
5/8!), three polkas, a mazurka, a polon- 
aise, and a Russian folk number. But the 
score finds its Slavic soul in the slow, 
smoldering showpieces for the principals: 
Lensky’s two solos (the first set to the 
Seasons’ January), the pas de deux for 
Olga and Lensky (June), the pas de deux

If you can’t wait for the next Boston Ballet production of 


this work, there is a tape available of the National Ballet of 
Canada performance, with former Boston Ballet principal 
Frank Augustyn as Onegin. 

At the moment there is no recorded performance of the 
score. Any Boston corporation looking to support the arts 
could make a major contribution by helping this company to 
create a videotape or compact disc of Onegin. In the mean- 
time, you can hear most of the piano music Stolze used on the 
Vox Box CD set entitled “Tchaikovsky Piano Music Volume 
1.” The first-act Russian folk dance and the third-act polka are 
part of a suite from the early opera The Caprices of Oksana 
that you can find on Vox’s “Tchaikovsky Orchestral Music 
Volume 5” CD set. The outstanding recording of Francesca da 
Rimini, whose second subject provides the main material for 
Onegin’s final scene, is that by Yevgeny Mravinsky and the 
Leningrad Philharmonic, on Erato.

for Tatyana and Gremin (the Opus 51/5 
Romance), the final pas de deux for 
Tatyana and Onegin (mostly the second 
subject from Francesca da Rimini, appro- 
priate since Dante’s Paolo and Francesca | 
were also illicit lovers). | 

The result sounds grander — and more | 
like Tchaikovsky — every time you hear it. 
In some cases, Stolze improved on the 
original. Tchaikovsky’s Opus 51/5 is | 
pleasant salon treacle; Stolze’s orchestra- | 
tion gives it intimacy without overstating | 
Tatyana’s attachment to her husband. And | 
though the polonaise that opens act three | 
was inspired by the polonaise that opens | 
act three of Sleeping Beauty, | prefer it to | 
its famous cousin. 

Still, Stolze has to share credit with the 
Boston Ballet Orchestra and music direc- 
tor Jonathan McPhee, who are every bit as 
fabulous as the dancers. McPhee describes 
his Tchaikovsky style as “crisp and clear,” 
but it’s much more: kinetic, gravid, sym- 
pathetic to this composer’s characteristic 
winds and brasses (listen to the snickering 
muted trumpets that accompany the young 
girls in the folk dance). It can accommo- 


date both the whiplash turns of a Larissa | | 
Ponomarenko and the floating ballon of a | | 


Patrick Armand. And the scene-one-end- | 
ing split jetés (which wowed all five audi- | 
ences I sat with) wouldn’t be nearly as | 
stunning without the orchestra’s propul- 
sive solarity. Very few conductors alive to- 
day do Tchaikovsky this well. 

It’s hard to think of any choreographer 
alive today who could do Pushkin this 
well. Pushkin’s Onegin reflects the au- 
thor’s cynical view of pre-Romantic Pe- 
tersburg society in the 1820s. Cranko’s 
Onegin is a more complex creature: stiff, 
almost paternal with Tatyana in act one, 
then scolding but gentle (check the way he 
squeezes her shoulders) in returning her 
letter; malicious in stealing Olga from 
Lensky but apologetic in sending her to 
make up with him; racked with remorse 
(to the point of melodrama) after trying to 
call off the duel and then killing his friend; 
more mature and yet more childlike in act 
three, when he rediscovers Tatyana. 

And Cranko’s choreography is ground- 
ed in characterization. Onegin’s pirouette- 
filled act-one solo is the circle of a closed- | 
off man. Both his pas de deux with 
Tatyana (the first takes place in her dream 
after she falls asleep while writing her let- 
ter, a nice innovation) are compulsive, 
clinging affairs, more obsession than love. | 
Conversely Olga’s first-act pas de deux 
with Lensky opens up worlds of innocence 
and German Romanticism, the two discov- 
ering each other as they go along. And 
Tatyana’s pas de deux with Gremin sug- 
gests the love that grows out of kindness 
and friendship. 

So much gets crammed into the ballet’s 
95 minutes that one can barely take it all 
in. Even as Tatyana is whirling through 
her act-two solo of devotion and defiance 
to an indifferent Onegin, Olga and Lensky 
are enacting an exquisite mini-drama of 
reconciliation in the background. If you 
focus on the duet for Tatyana and Gremin 
in act three (and why wouldn’t you?), you 
might miss Onegin’s painful perambula- 
tion around the perimeter of the dance 
floor. Cranko’s genius can be summed up 
in the simple gesture that ends the second 
act: as Onegin returns, dazed, from the 
duel, Tatyana fixes him with a stare of re- 
proach and accusation, in that instant 
leaving her infatuation behind, becoming 
his equal and more. 

Genius is always a challenge, and Bos- 
ton Ballet rises to the occasion, finishing 
its Tchaikovsky commemorative season 
with a triumphant succession of casts. My 
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| always dance on the edge. Here she looks 
| like a Disney heroine — not schlock Dis- 


heart went to Alexandra Koltun and Olivi- 
er Wecxsteen, whose superbly matched 
Tatyana and Onegin move with the noble, 
almost awkward grace of Great Danes. 
They don’t have the speed of, say, Larissa 
Ponomarenko and Laszlo Berdo, but they 
compensate with weight and volume and 
long, aristocratic phrases that plumb 
Pushkin’s depths. And height — when he 
lifts her during the letter-scene pas de 
deux, she seems about to take wing. 
Wecxsteen’s Onegin is one startling in- 
sight after another, from the haunted, al- 
most sorrowful way he leaves Tatyana in 
act one to the look of evil glee he flashes 
before commandeering Olga. Koltun is 
initially as immobile as the Neva in winter, 
hinting at emotions too powerful to ex- 
press; when she does let loose, in act 
three, she’s as explosive as Petersburg in 
spring. 

Yet the opening-night couple of Pono- 
marenko and Berdo, so different, are their 
equal. Berdo offers a proud, disdainful 
Onegin with sharp, slashing movements 
(check his furious pirouettes just before 
the duel). Ponomarenko brings everything 
to the surface (which is not to say she’s 
superficial), moving from very innocent in 
act one to still girlish in act two to Anna 
Karenina in act three — more Moscow 
than Petersburg. Everything about her is 
quick, even the way, in act two, she 
springs back into the polka after wander- 
ing from Gremin to see what Onegin’s up 
to. And her arms are a story all by them- 
selves, not boneless, like Plisetskaya’s, but 
just as expressive. Berdo matches her for 
speed; he whips her around as if she 
weighed less than nothing. 

On Thursday night I didn’t think they 
could be bettered. But Claudia Alfieri and 
Devon Carney ran them close on Friday. 
Moody and a shade detached, Carney is 
the most like the Pushkin original, but be- 
neath his cynicism he lets you see a disillu- 
sioned romantic — Onegin as Bogart. Al- 
fieri brings slyness and sensuousness to 
her first-act Tatyana, and she absolutely 
devours her book; later she grows angrier, 
more violent, but also full of wonder. In 
her final pas de deux with Carney she’s 
languidly seductive; the orchestra, bless it, 
gives them plenty of room. 

Yet it was Karen Scalzitti who, on Sun- 
day, brought tears to my eyes. Scalzitti is a 
gracious, sensitive performer who doesn’t 


ney but the best animations, Snow White 
or Belle — as she radiates sweetness, so- 
licitude, and sexuality. Her acting in the 
first scene is heartbreaking (both defense- 
less and inviting as Carney lifts her)sso is 
her dancing in the dream, where her as- 






















surance is astonishing and her speed 
matches Ponomarenko’s. This is her last 
season with the company. Before Sunday I | 
was merely sorry to see her go. Now I’m | 
distraught. 

Olga and Lensky are scarcely less im- 
portant to Onegin — and no problem at 
all for this company, not when it can af- 
ford to give us Natasha Akhmarova and 
Patrick Armand in “secondary” roles. 
Akhmarova manages to be both innocent 
and knowing; she’s particularly precious in 
the second act, in the joy she brings to her 
ballroom dancing/ flirting. Armand is a po- 
etic, prophetically troubled Lensky — the 
Romantic as Keats, or Schumann. And his 
usual stupendous technical self. 

Pollyana Ribeiro and Paul Thrussell are 
fresher and lighter — but by no means 
lightweight. Jennifer Gelfand and Greg 
Horsman (a guest from Australia who 
filled in for Victor Plotnikov) don’t match 
up as well, but his laid-back, slow-burn 
Lensky is effective on its own, and she has 
an appealing silent-movie-star quality in 
act two (watch for their reconciliation 
scene during Tatyana’s solo). The 
Gremins — Carney, Sergei Berejnoi, 
Arthur Leeth, and Howard Merlin — are 
all fine; the dignified Leeth looks most 
like Pushkin’s prince (except that he’s not 
fat). 

Ordinarily May is the time to sum up 
the Boston Ballet season, but this produc- 
tion says it all. Bravo to John Cranko for 
creating Onegin, and to National Ballet of 
Canada’s Reid Anderson and Jane Bourne 
for bringing it to us. Bravo to Bruce Marks 
for a 30th-anniversary season that exceed- 
ed all expectations. Bravo to the dancers 
— especially to the corps, whose delight in 
performing is the foundation of this com- 
pany’s success. And bravo to the orches- 
tra, which has proved it can play with any- 
body. But the best news for you readers is 
that there’s still time to pick up the phone, 
order tickets (you pronounce it “Ah- 
NYAY-ghin”), and take a bite out of

Should the ICA have erected 


its own piece of public art?

“PUBLIC INTERVENTIONS.” At the 
Institute of Contemporary Art, through 
July 17. 


ublic art isn’t just for war- 
riors and statesmen any- 
more. In fact, most public 
art today flies in the faces 
of warriors and statesmen. 
A noble figure carved in granite on a 
pedestal no longer has much emotional im- 
port for most Americans; even publicly 
commissioned work, like the Vietnam War 
Memorial, is now taking a form that is 
more abstract and confrontational than a 
simple bust of George Washington. Gone 
are the days of blind tribute. 

“Public Interventions,” the exhibit 
Eleanor Heartney and Milena Kalinovska 
have put together at the Institute of Con- 
temporary Art documenting contemporary 
public art, portrays artists as agitators try- 
ing to rip the blinders off a complacent so- 
ciety. Through community projects, murals, 
street theater, and 
guerrilla tactics, 
public artists de- x 
mand to be seen. ' 

Art in galleries 
and museums 
reaches a limited 
audience and takes 
on a different lexi- 
con from the kind 
that goes up on the 
street. Museumgo- 
ers are reflective, 
knowledgeable, 
and hip. They ex- 
pect to be moved. 
Joe Pedestrian, 
wandering down 
Tremont Street, is 
in a more closed 
mindset. He knows 
the street, he’s 
aware of other 
pedestrians. He 
doesn’t expect to 
have to think. 

Public artists 
make the street 
their palette and 
their canvas. They fg 
incite controversy. 
They challenge 
their viewers to re- 
spond. The mes- 
sage of public art is simpler and more 
abrupt than that of museum art, because it 
must be fast and big in order to have an im- 
pact. 

The problem with “Public Interventions,” 
then, is that the curators have brought the 
hard-edged, in-your-face art of the street 
into the museum. What might knock us 
over on the sidewalk becomes an object for 
quiet contemplation in the ICA. Everything 
is filtered through the self-conscious envi- 
ronment of the institution. Face it, public 
art is not meant to be curated. 

“Public Interventions” is no art show. It’s 
a documentary exhibition, an inventory of 
public art projects. We can’t really see what 
effect the work of Hans Haacke or Viet 
Ngo has had on the community. We can 
only surmise, with the pumped-up concep- 
tual framework of seasoned art lovers. 

I'd rather be struck dumb in the public 
square in Graz, Austria, where Haacke 
commemorated the 50th anniversary of the 
Anschluss, Hitler’s annexation of that coun- 
try, by draping-a monument with a cloth 
covered with symbols of the Nazi party. 
Haacke revisited the same public square 
where the Nazis held rallies and erected the 
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same crisp red column printed with the 

same insignia that was there in 1938. How 

did the Austrians react? The ICA, stuck in 

the mode of presenting just the art, provides 

no record of that. Yet the community’s role 

in public art is as important as the artist’s in 

the community. Information about neigh- . 
borhood response to any of these works is 

important, and missing from this show. 

Branka Bogdanov has made a video in 
which she interviews many of the local 
artists included in “Public Interventions,” 
and this is the closest we get to seeing the 
art in action. Heidi Schork got together 
with some teens in Dorchester after the Los 
Angeles riots two years ago and painted a 
mural about Rodney King. 

“One day, we came to work, and there 
was a crowd of people,” Schork says. “The 
police said they wanted the mural to be 
whitewashed. Insults flew left and right, and 
the kids and I continued to paint. The po- 
lice asked if I would paint a concession mu- 
ral, with police officers buying kids ice 
cream cones. I have never seen a police of- 
ficer buying a kid ice cream. So I said we’d 
paint a mural of the police as we know

them.” 

All the work in the show is admirable. It 
breaks down roughly into two categories: 
work that engages the community and 
work that confronts the community. Some 
pieces, like Schork’s mural, do both. 

The engaging artists go into tough 
neighborhoods and reinvent them. Jerry 
Beck has undertaken a number of projects 
under the auspices of his Revolving Muse- 
um, such as working with kids in Lower 
Roxbury to build a carnival-style baseball 
field with a variety of games that challenge 
the participant to reflect on his identity 
and dreams. Tim Rollins + KOS has be- 
come the granddaddy of such projects; 
Rollins is now at work building a pilot arts 
school in the South Bronx, which will be.a 
haven for young artists in that war-torn 
neighborhood. 

Artists like Mags Harries, who created a 
monument out of stones and light to a boy 
who had died on Mission Hill, and Mierle 
Ukeles, the unsalaried, official artist-in-resi- 
dence of the New York Department of San- 
itation, reclaim a neighborhood’s sense of 
community, even as violence and con- 
sumerism erode our connections to one an- 
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other. Ukeles created a work in Cam- 
bridge’s Danehy Park, which had been a 
closed landfill. She installed a spiraling path 
made of glassphalt — glass recycled into 
road material. 

David Hammons’s African-American 
Flag engages one community and confronts 
another. Hammons has stitched his own 
Old Glory in the colors of the black nation- 
alist party: red and black stripes, with black 
stars on a green field. He reclaims America 
for blacks. 

AIDS has brought out a lot of angry pub- 
lic art work. Gran Fury, a division of ACT- 
UP, has a poster here claiming in big, bold 
letters: “Women don’t get AIDS. They just 
die from it.” In small print, between the two 
sentences, the poster reads “65% of HIV 
positive women get sick and die from 
chronic infections that don’t fit the Centers 
for Disease Control’s definition of AIDS. 
Without that recognition, women are de- 
nied access to what little health care exists. 
The CDC must expand the definition of 
AIDS.” 

General Idea reconfigures Robert Indi- 
ana’s colorful Love logo (seen on postage 
stamps) into an AIDS logo, skewing the 
bright, cheery message of the generation 
that brought us the sexual revolution with a 
darker message, two decades later, about 
the risks of casual sex. 

The most effective works on display in 
“Public Interventions” actually intervene at 
the ICA, rather than remember intervening 
somewhere else. Dunya Alwan’s poster of a 
little boy in a cowboy suit perched in a 
shopping cart reads “In America, 1 in 4 
children is born into poverty.” One of these 
posters hangs inside the ICA, where my re- 
sponse was: “Yeah, it’s a pity, let’s move on 
to the next one.” The same poster hangs 
outside the building, pasted on a wall. It’s 
far more eye-catching on the street. And a 
passerby has scrawled on it in red pen: 
“That is America today. Sure, billions dol- 
lars to space craft, hungry people — coun- 
tries, millions dollars to Russia, and our 
children born into poverty.” 

That’s intervention. 

Peggy Diggs is at work formulating 
Public Alley 444, a project that will take 
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place in the alley behind the ICA sometime 
next year. Diggs has interviewed people 
who work and live nearby about the alley. 
“A businessman whose business abuts the 
alley noted that in the alley ‘they’ would 
slash all four of his car’s tires, but in the 
front of his business ‘they’ would deface 
only one side of his business sign; he said 
he thought that was touching, ‘sweet, real- 
ly.’ Because they left him the other side.” 
Diggs has a suggestion box for ideas 
about the project, and she will meet in the 
alley with people to discuss possibilities. 
Public Alley 444 works, even in these pre- 
liminary stages, because the alley is part of 
my community when I visit the ICA, and | 
can take part in this public intervention. 
“Public Interventions” would make a 
better book than an exhibition. One artist 
suggested to me that if the ICA really 
wanted to make a point about public art, it 
would have taken the money for this show 
and erected something on Boylston Street, 
for all of Boston to see. As it is, the ICA 
has brought the beast into the convent and 
set it to saying its prayers. Maybe it will 
find God and be tamed. But it isn’t a beast 
anymore, and more’s the pity. QO 
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LANGTON AND LINKLATER: after all the sleuthing, D discovers that her birth is not Lassie.

ou might call Sybille Pear- . 


son, though she doesn’t rip 
off or rewrite, a reproduc- 
tive playwright. First she 
penned the libretto for the 
1984 Broadway musical Baby, which fo- 
cused on three couples becoming, or trying 
to become, parents. Fertilized by a David 
Maltby/Richard Shire score, that birthed a 
Tony nomination for Pearson, who has 
now moved on to birth mothers and the lit- 


tle bundles who come looking for them. 
Her 1989 play Phantasie, which is getting 
its Boston premiere courtesy of the Nora 
Theatre Company, is about a borderline- 
manic 35-year-old who decides that the 
key to unlocking her self, and her strained 
relationship with her adoptive mother, is to 
track down the biological mom she never 
met. What she discovers, as near as I can 
tell, is that smoking is genetic. 

Phantasie —- part soap opera and part 
sleuth opera, with some pretty smart lines 
and a few digressions into the surreal 
(those are the best thing about it, especial- 
ly the one in which the heroine imagines 
that her birth mother is Lassie) — is not a 
comedy-drama for the ages. More like a 
made-for-TV movie, with a little stand-up 
and John Guare mixed in. It is, however, 
appealingly performed at the Nora by a 
socko cast (including guru voice coach 
Kristin Linklater, who, amusingly, doesn’t 
get to free her natural voice until the sec- 
ond act) that you wish were nursing some- 


thing better. Say, old Scotch or Ibsen. 

D — as Pearson’s thirtysomething Little 
Girl Lost calls herself, being as uncomfort- 
able with the name her adoptive parents 
gave her as she is with the rest of what she 
considers a borrowed self — is married to 
Michael, who would like to have a child. 
And becoming a grandmother sounds to 
D’s widowed adoptive mother, Leah, like a 
cross between orgasm and Heaven (“I 
WILL KNIT!” she announces in triumph 
when D finally gets pregnant). But D feels 
ambivalent, even panicky, about spewing 
out sprouts before she’s got a handle on 
her roots. 

Phantasie begins in a Boston hotel lob- 
by, scene of the rendezvous D hopes will 
provide the grip she needs to get, but 
flashes back to both the actual journey that 
got her there — adoption records, phone 
calls, a searchers’ group — and some of 
the fantasies she’s entertained along the 
way. Meanwhile, the truth that will set D 
free sits calmly, a regal bag lady of a figure 
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swathed in silence and smoke, rising every 
once in a while to solicit a light from the 
hotel clerk. 

Eventually this mystery woman reveals 
herself to D, who must spend act two 
dealing less with “phantasie” —- German, 
she is told, for “imagination” — or hoped- 
for epiphany than with a rather eccentric 
reality. In the end she realizes, of course, 
that birth mom is not the mom it’s all 
about. And a final, cockamamie if liberat- 
ing fantasy leads D back to Leah and the 
necessary repair work that will make her a 
sounder self (and mother). 

Pretty banal, though both the play and 
the Nora production have their antic, sav- 
ing moments. Maureen Shea, who is di- 
rector of theater at Emerson College, 
fields a cast that includes several of her 
own faculty, including Linklater and, as D, 
an aptly wired and ironic Paula Langton. 
Langton succeeds in making the frantically 
self-absorbed D palatable. (How can you 
not like a woman who, desperate to get off 
the phone with her mother, grabs at the 
excuse that a pigeon has flown in the win- 
dow? It wouldn’t do just to invoke the 
doorbell?). And she handles the mix of 
confessional and comedy club — D talks a 
lot to the audience — with aplomb. 

As for Linklater, she’s an arresting pres- 
ence, even before she opens her mouth, 
and when she finally does put that leg- 
endary larynx into operation, what emerges 
is as rich and heavy as a well-cured fruit- 
cake. As birth mother Valerie, the actress 
exudes both the disarming abruptness and 
the vulnerability of a long-time loner. And 
the scene between Valerie and D, the for- 
mer darting after her cats while the latter 
chases old dreams, is both painfully awk- 
ward and funny — like a smart-mouth Lit- 
tle Eva meeting Auntie Mame. 

Phantasie being about heritage as well 
as parentage — D has a Spanish husband, 
a Jewish mother, and a German biological 
progenitor — it adds to the play’s exotic 
fringe that almost everyone seems to be 
sporting, or suppressing, an accent. In that 
department, as well as in others, the show 
is stolen by Miriam Varon, who comes to 
the role of Leah by way of Moscow, Vien- 
na, Paris, and Tel Aviv. The tension that 
exists between D and Leah isn’t adequate- 
ly explained, but Varon’s Polish-sounding 
speech underlines both the sadness and 
the whimsy of her Strauss-loving, needle- 
wielding Old World character. The actress 
can seem adorable, indomitable, pitiable 
— usually without a lot of buttressing by 
the playwright. 

Diego Arciniegas makes a believably 
suave and supportive husband who occa- 
sionally wants to reach through the haze of 
me-ism surrounding his wife and shake 
her. And Robin Parks and James O’Brien 
bounce through a handful of roles, includ- 
ing those of an embodied radio show and 
a human computer, all contributing to a 
sentimental journey not quite saved by its 
weird side trips. Q

he Jesse Helms—inspired 
congressman has become 
such an easy target of politi- 
cal satire that it’s a nice sur- 
prise to find, in 7 Bl*w J*bs 
(presented by the Massachusetts Bay The- 
atre Company at the Performance Place 
through May 14), such a character playing 
administrative assistant, so to speak, to the 
play’s language. Mac (Terminal Hip) 
Wellman’s play is set in the office of one 
Senator Bob, a God-fearing conservative 
whose staff is sent into a frenzy by the ar- 
rival of some explicit photographs, the na-

ture of which suggest, in the senator’s 
words, “smear or surveillance.” A lively 
enough scenario, but the heart and soul of 
7 Bi*w J*bs is its dialogue, a battery of ex- 
clamations and double entrendres that 
suggest the closed, paranoid universe of 
the religious right. 

“Yes, no, maybe. Nothing of value in- 
side. Please don’t steal our stuff.” is the 
way the senator’s secretary answers the 
phone, regardless of caller. If that weren’t 
paranoid enough, Bruce and Eileen, the 
senator’s assistants, fall over themselves 
trying to pin down exactly what it is the 
photos depict without describing them out- 
right. “That’s not that,” says Bruce, “It’s 
something else.” To which Eileen later 


adds, “That is not that. That is the radiator 
and not an active participant.” She further 
notes that the photos remind her “of what 
you’re not supposed to think of.” Bruce’s 
reactions ultimately get him fired, but he’s 
no more salaciously obsessed than the rest 
of the staff, just less successful at hiding it. 

7 Bi*w J*bs takes aim at the power of 
art to upset us, asking, “Can a picture tor- 
ture or rape?” One character insists that 
“a photo cannot make you sick if you are 
not sick already,” adding, “but if you are 
sick, it can make you sicker than you were 
before.” The play is even more successful 
at mining the hypocrisy of the righteous 
senator and his televangelist friend Rev- 
erend Tom, who gets everyone “down on 
all fours” to pray. Wellman’s particularly 
good at navigating the thin line between 
the characters’ ability to see homosexual 
high jinks everywhere they look and the 
homo-erotic thrill they get from doing so. 

What may keep 7 Bi*w J*bs from titillat- 
ing local audiences is the Massachusetts 
Bay Theatre Company production, which, 
directed by Mike Allard, is earthbound and 
not at all provocative. Do the actors know 
which of their lines are outrageously funny 
on their own and which are set-ups for 
their colleagues? It’s difficult to tell, since 
the cast members appear obtuse to any 
sense of timing, or punctuation, or the ab- 
surdities of their characters. Moreover, 
there seems to have been no attempt to 
play on the suggestiveness of the language. 
When someone asks whether “the soul is 
attached to the human body by a thing like 
that,” there’s no sense that what’s being 
discussed is the idea that sexuality is part 
of being human. 

7 Bl*w J*bs could be redeemed by a bet- 
ter production (perhaps one that doesn’t 


interrupt its barely-one-hour running time 
with an intermission), but I’m not sure 
that’s true of Making Tracks, a double 
bill of one-acts by Paul Dervis (presented 
by Theatre Redux at the First Parish 
Church, through May 21). Dervis has 
written some memorable plays, among 
them Family Matters and Pokey, but you’d 
never guess it from the paired New York to 
Chicago and Chicago to San Francisco, 
which take place in different sections of 
the same westbound train. Is it really pos- 
sible that Making Tracks took home the 
prize at the 1986 New York One-Act Play 
Festival and had a successful run in Mon- 
treal last summer? 

New York to Chicago pairs two women, 
Heidi and Willie, who, we learn, met the 
previous night in a bar and decided to trav- 
el together to Chicago. More specifically, 
Willie, an uptight 40ish graphic artist, im- 
pulsively decided to accompany Heidi, a 
twentysomething flower child who appar- 
ently represents the sort of carefree expres- 
siveness Willie lacks. It doesn’t help that 
Rebecca Tingley telegraphs her character’s 
pathetic nature. But the real problem is that 
the situation is contrived; you can’t imag- 
ine that these two would strike up a friend- 
ship, much less one you’d care about. 

More plausible is the relationship be- 
tween Tom, a Big Chill—generation alter- 
native-newspaper publisher who’s about to 
sell his brainchild off to a conglomerate, 
and Spence, a Deadhead with a romantic 
fix on the ’60s. These characters, however, 
are mouthpieces for some very trite ideas, 
and what they say and finally do to each 
other is anticlimactic. Here’s hoping the 
next Theatre Redux offering gives us 
Dervis making good instead of Making 
Tracks. Q 
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Break-up songs 


Knots & Crosses and Tribe head off into the sunset

here are weeks that stand as 
banner ones for the Boston 
rock scene; there are weeks 
that rank as unqualified 
bummers. The past week has 
been one of the latter, with a pair of the 
city’s most popular bands calling it quits. 

Not long ago, both Tribe and Knots & 
Crosses seemed ready to make big waves. 
Tribe were beginning work on their third 
Slash album, the one that might have bro- 
ken them nationally. Knots & Crosses 
were preparing a long-deserved major-la- 
bel debut. Now, both bands are doing 
farewell gigs shortly after issuing break-up 
announcements. (As we went to press, we 
also learned that local metal kings Strip 
Mind have disbanded.) Tribe played theirs 
at the Orpheum last Sunday; Knots & 
Crosses are exiting quietly with an acous- 
tic Kendall Café show this Saturday. 

“It’s just another story that says if you’re 
trying to do creative original music, the 
odds are very much stacked against you,” 
says a bummed-out Alan Williams, 
singer/guitarist/keyboardist of Knots & 
Crosses. Until recently it seemed they’d 
beaten those odds. Their two self-produced 
albums, Creatures of Habit and Curve of 
the Earth, sold a respectable 10,000 copies 
each; they even survived the break-up of a 
married couple (Williams and singer Carol 
Noonan) within the band. 

When Island Records signed them, it 
seemed the label was on their wavelength. 
The deal called for the group, who operate 
without a permanent rhythm section, to 
work with Cajun musicians in Louisiana 
and soul veterans at Alabama’s Muscle 
Shoals studio. (Island insisted on the ses- 
sions, against the band’s increasing reser- 
vations). At first it seemed a canny match 
with the group’s mix of Celtic/Appalachian 


folk pop, but the sessions turned out to be” 


near-disasters. 

“The outcome of the experiment wasn’t 
very positive,” says Williams. “Especially 
the Louisiana session, which we did with 
about two-thirds of Steve Riley & the 
Mamou Playboys. Basically, it wasn’t a 
happening session — a lot of equipment 
failure, and fiddles going out of tune. We 
wound up doing three songs; two were old 
Irish songs that the label thought we 
| should do, and one was a really old song 
of ours. If you heard the tapes, you 


wouldn’t even know it was us. 

“Muscle Shoals wasn’t quite as bad. We 
worked with Roger Hawkins and David 
Hood [the drummer and bassist who did 
everything from Aretha Franklin’s Atlantic 
sessions to a couple of Traffic albums], 
and there was potential. But we still had 
the tapes from Louisiana to finish up, and 
two more of our songs that we started 
recording before the money ran out. 
Meanwhile, our producer [and Island A&R 
head] Denny Cordell [of Leon Russell and 
Tom Petty fame] wasn’t too focused. Not 
to take away from his past credits, but I 
don’t think he knows what he’s doing in 
the studio anymore. So we came away with 
five songs, none of which were finished 
and three of which were a total waste of 
time. That cost about $30,000.” 

Still, Cordell and the label reassured the 
band that the expensive sessions, which 
took place last October, were strictly a trial 
run to test K&C’s creativity under pressure. 
That, says Williams, was a bald-faced lie. 
“We knew they were unmixed tapes with 
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deals fall through all the 


Blackwell was unimpressed and, to make 
matters worse, Cordell was fired soon after 
the meeting. At press time, the only com- 
ment from Island publicity was that devel- 
opment deals fall through all the time. 

Once the news came down, the band 
made an unsuccessful attempt to score an- 
other big-label deal, and the prospect of 
starting from scratch again wasn’t too ap- 
pealing. Noonan now plans to go solo and 
Williams wants to work up some songs 
that were deemed too pop/rock for the 
band. Meanwhile guitarist Rick Harris 
plans to form another group, who may in- 
clude Williams and may even keep the 
Knots & Crosses name. “We want to leave 
things open-ended. Maybe we’ll wind up 
like the Who and do a farewell tour every 
three years.” 

Nothing so dramatic happened in the 
case of Tribe’s break-up, which was more 
a matter of guitarist Eric Brosius and key- 
boardist Terri Barous (who were recently 
married and who wrote about half the 
band’s songs together) deciding they’d

scratch vocals and were pretty horrible, but 
we were assured it didn’t matter. They were 
convinced we’d done a good job. 

“But it turned out the tapes were in fact 
important and were played at a monthly 
meeting for [Island president] Chris Black- 
well. We were signed to a deal pending the 
approval of the session — and rather than 
sensing the situation the tapes were made 
under, we were assigned the blame.” 


had enough. “Really, things were going 
fine. We'd just done a batch of demos and 
they came out good,” says Brosius. 

“But we were at the point where we 
needed to do something different. A band 
has its own rules and routines, and after a 
while it gets old. When you end up not be- 
ing into it anymore, it turns into a job. I 
don’t think anyone in the band wanted to 
do it forever; we all had the feeling we’d do 
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one more record and then see how we felt. 
For Terri and me, it reached the point 
where we didn’t want to wait another year.” 

“It wasn’t a huge shock when they an- 
nounced they were leaving,” says bassist 
Greg LoPiccolo. “We all feel good about 
what we’ve done, but there was a lot of 
creative tension. It’s hard to keep a band 
together and keep everybody feeling posi- 
tive. We managed to do it for nine years.” 

LoPiccolo is now looking to recruit new 
bandmates, Brosius and Barous will con- 
tinue working together, and singer Janet 
LaValley will likely pursue a solo career. 
(New member Mike Levesque, who never 
got to record with the band, remains a lo- 
cal session drummer of choice, as does 
former Tribe drummer Dave Penzo.) In a 
strange twist of fate, Tribe found out 
they’d been dropped by Slash/Warner 
shortly after their decision to disband. 

“The nature of our band. was pretty 
much a five-way thing with nobody in 
charge,” LoPiccolo concludes. “Some- 
times it took a fair amount of effort to glue 
it together into something coherent.”

G. LOVE DEBUT. If you buy the theory 
that you can tell a great band by their abili- 
ty to provoke extreme love/hate reactions, 
then G. Love & Special Sauce fit the bill. 
On one hand, the Philadelphia-born trio 
have won a devoted local audience over 
the past year, and they’ve gotten them- 
selves a major-label deal in record time. 
On the other, it’s been a long time since I 
heard a local album — hell, even a nation- 
al one — that’s come off as annoying as 
the band’s debut, G. Love & Special 
Sauce, out this week on OKeh/Epic. (The 
album marks the relaunch of the OKeh la- 
bel, a genuinely important force in blues 
and R&B during the ’40s and ’50s.) 

Fans can bring up the band’s supposed 
charisma or their ability to work a groove 
on stage. But what comes through on disc is 
a one-joke act combining the jivest aspects 
of pseudo-rap, watered-down blues, and 
sub-Deadhead jamming. I’d be the last to 
suggest that white kids can’t sing the blues, 
but the ghetto accent that singer/guitarist 
Love affects on every song is pushing the 
envelope, and the continuous use of micro- 
phone distortion on his voice, which is 
probably meant to lend some authenticity, 
comes off as little more than a gimmick. 

Imagine Beck’s “Loser” stretched out for 
45 minutes and you’d have an idea of the 
flow of the album. The intangible magic 
that turns an aimless riff into a funky jam 
just ain’t here. The band pretty much shoot 
down their blues credentials with the open- 
ing cover of Guitar Slim’s “Things I Used 
To Do,” a strained attempt at cuteness that 
turns the original lyric into babble. It seems 
Love is trying to have it both ways — to | 
come off as a genuine street dude on one 
hand and a cute and cuddly type on the 
other. If he’s aiming for a fusion of Light- 
nin’ Hopkins and Ice-T, he gets as far as | 
Lenny Kravitz and Vanilla Ice. |

Otis Rush dispels his demons 


to make a triumphant return

here was a time when 
Otis Rush gave up on 
the blues. “I just quit 
for a few years in the 
late 70s and early 80s. 
I wasn’t doing anything — shooting 
pool, living off the land,” he says over 
the phone from his Chicago home. 

But the blues never gave up on 
him. That period was his rockiest. 
His financial ailings were compound- 
ed by depression, drinking, and the 
onset of diabetes, with the result that 
when he first returned to the stage he 
got a reputation for inconsistent live 
performances. This last was perhaps 
the most debilitating, since Rush — 
like most other blues artists — has 
always depended on gigs for his 
livelihood. 

In retrospect, he regrets taking that 
time off. “It was like, God gave me 
this gift to play and sing, and I ig- 
nored it. And He said, ‘I gave you 
this and you’re just hangin’ around in 
pool rooms?’ ” He chuckles. 

But at 60, the gently speaking 
Rush seems to have pulled through 
his troubles. He’s touring America 
and Europe with his own Chicago 
band, which plays the House of Blues 
in Cambridge next Thursday. And 
he’s made Ain’t Enough Comin’ In 
(One Way Up/Mercury), one of his 
best recordings since he cut his debut 
singles for the Windy City’s tiny Co- 
bra Records in the late ’50s: the clas- 
sics “I Can’t Quit You Baby,” 
“Groaning the Blues,” “My Love Will 
Never Die,” “Violent Love,” “Three 
Times a Fool,” and “Double Trou- 
ble” — songs that mark Rush as one 
of the greatest American musical in- 
novators of that period. 

Thirty-five-plus years later the 
crackling electricity of those sessions 
comes thundering through in the 
emotional weight of his vocals and 
guitar solos. In those grooves, there’s 
a quality that’s hovered over Rush 
through all of his nearly 40 years as a 
musician. You can still hear it on 
Ain’t Enough Comin’ In. But at no 
time was that quality more poignant 
and important than during those ear- 
ly Cobra years, when Rush and his 
South Side labelmates Buddy Guy 
and Magic Sam were taking the blues 
to a new place: the ghetto. 

On those old sides, there’s more 
than the pain of a jilted lover in 
Rush’s throat. When Cobra owner Eli 
Toscano got the sweet soulman’s tor- 
tured shout of Otis Rush on tape, 
when he preserved the scream of 
Rush’s guitar bleeding and wound up 
tight, spitting out clusters of frustra- 
tion, it was the gritty urban voice of 
desire and need that was speaking — 
the sound of the city, the pressure 
cooker of urban poverty and wage 
slavery. The voice of young men and 
women who’d emigrated from the 
mud-poor Jim Crow South only to 
bear another cross. 

Rush, who’s delightfully person- 
able, plays down his estimable contri- 
bution to the blues. “I didn’t know 
what I was doing then, and I don’t 
know what I’m doing now,” is his re- 
sponse to accusations of greatness, 
which he shrugs off with a shy 
chuckle. “I’m trying to learn. It’s in- 
teresting. I say, “Wow, I’m hitting the 
wrong notes.’ And I’m trying to 
straighten it out, and people will go, 


‘How did you play that?’ It’s hard to 
explain that, to me.” 

Rush likes to go with his gut. In 
mid solo, he’ll reach for the notes 
that feel right, dispensing with the pat 
conventions of blues scales. “I figure 
if you put in every note you can for 
five minutes, it’s gonna be hard for 
people to figure out. You’ve got to 
bring out your notes slow. And I’m a 
big jazz fan. I’m crazy about Kenny 
Burrell and Stanley Turrentine on 
saxophone and [organist] Jimmy 
Smith. And I play out of key; I don’t 


upside-down everywhere” — he 
laughs — “whether those guitarists 
were left-handed or right-handed.” 

Rush left Philadelphia, Mississippi, 
in the early 50s and got his break 
when that papa bear of Chicago 
blues, Willie Dixon, heard him play. 
Thanks to Dixon’s pen arid encour- 
agement, Rush cut 14 successful 
songs for Cobra and flowered as a 
songwriter himself. 

As the titles of many of his songs 
suggest, and the numbing ache that’s 
his musical trademark trumpets, 
Rush has had plenty of his own dou- 
ble-troubles. Like many older blues 
and R&B artists, he’s been perennial- 
ly screwed by music-industry types, 
something he feels contributed to his 
depression and brought about his 
dropout. Although Rush made al- 
bums in the ’60s for Chess (including 
Door to Door), got a career boost 
when his profile was raised with At- 
lantic’s 1969 release Mourning in the 
Morning (cut with Duane Allman in 
Muscle Shoals), and made LPs with 
Delmark (including the winning live 
set So Many Roads), Sonet, and Bull- 
frog (1976's Right Place, Wrong 
Time), he claims that “the royalties 
were never right. I was getting a few 
checks with the radio and television, 
but it wasn’t right, it’s still not right, 
and I’m still trying to get it right with 
the help of a good lawyer. It got dis- 
couraging. Discouraging!” 

Until Ain’t Enough Comin’ In, his 
only ‘sessions had been European in- 
die-label one-offs, invariably with 
weak back-up. Just one, an October 
1977 set from Stockholm that Alliga- 
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DOUBLE TROUBLES: “it was like God said, ‘I gave you 
this gift and you’re just hangin’ around in pool rooms?’ ” 


worry about that. If I’m playing a 
solo in B, I might bend a note up to 
D just because I want to.” 

But the most visibly odd thing 
about Rush’s guitar style was a mat- 
ter of necessity. “I guess I was about 
eight or nine, and my brother had a 
guitar. And when he went out, I 
would slip in and play it. "Cause he 
didn’t allow anybody to bother his 
guitar, the first thing I learned was to 
tune it, so I could leave it like he had 
left it. 

“And, you see, I’m left-handed. My 
brother was right-handed. That’s why 
I play with the little [high-note] 
strings on the top, the big [low-note] 
strings on the bottom. I just picked it 
up and started. I didn’t know you 
were supposed to have the strings the 
other way for left-handed. 

“I was the first guy I knew to play 
the guitar strung that way, but Albert 
King must have been the first one, be- 
cause he was playin’ before me. But I 


didn’t see Albert until I’d already 


made a record: ‘I Can’t Quit You 
Baby.’ After that came out, I went 
around to the clubs and I saw guitars 


tor released as Lost in the Blues in 
1991, is fully realized Rush. But ya 
gotta pay the rent. 

To judge by his singing and play- 
ing on the new CD, Rush may once 
again be on top of his game. But even 
in 1993 the Stetson-wearing blues- 
man remained gun-shy of record 
companies, and it took his old Cobra- 
era mate Buddy Guy to persuade him 
to return to the studio. In the house- 
burning guitar-and-soul-shout fire- 
works of the slow blues “It’s My Own 
Fault,” his edgy Albert King tribute/ 
cover “As the Years Go Passing By” 
— really every bit of Ain’t Enough 
Comin’ In — Rush sounds restored 
to his Cobra-era powers. And he’s 
aiming to keep focused. 

“Let me tell you,” he says, “being a 
blues musician is one of the hardest 
things you could ever want to do. But | 
it’s sweet, too, if you make it. I’ve | 
been up a little bit; I’ve been down. 
Now, I’m glad to be back.” Q

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Horror cawing 


The Crow soundtrack explores 
‘modern rock’s scary edge

hen James O’Barr was 
living in Europe in the 
early ’80s, getting an 
advance earful of un- 
derground rockers 
who would eventually find transatlantic 
fame and creating the protagonist of his 





| comic book The Crow, he endowed the 
| character with the traits of some of his fa- 
| vorite tortured-soul singers: the emaciated 





physique of Iggy Pop, the fearsome coif- 
fure of the Cure’s Robert Smith, the joie 
de vivre of Joy Division’s Ian Curtis. Now, 
several cutting-edge artists, many of whom 
are fans of the comic book, have returned 
the favor by appearing on the soundtrack 
to The Crow (Atlantic/Interscope). 

Unlike soundtracks that are cobbled to- 
gether from existing recordings and used 
solely as a marketing tie-in, The Crow is a 
coherent compilation that includes several 
songs composed expressly for the movie, 
where their mostly industrial grind is a key 
component of the story’s bleak backdrop. 
It’s a killer survey of the gloom-and-doom 
division of today’s alternative rock. Most

of it is loud, hard, and fast enough to earn 
a resounding “Yesss!” from Beavis and 
Butt-head. Or at least loud and hard. Or 
at least loud. 

The album’s opener, “Burn,” is a patent- 
ed slab of neurotic depression from the 
Cure. Many of the lyrics are taken from the 
comic book. “Every night I fall/Scream the 


animal scream,” Smith moans. Framing 
the song are crow caws. Machines of Lov- 
ing Grace’s dark piece of industrial 
psychedelica, “Golgotha Tenement Blues,” 
subtly compares the slow death of living in 
the projects to the Crucifixion. 

Say this for Stone Temple Pilots’ “Big 
Empty”: it doesn’t sound like Pearl Jam. It 
sounds like Grant Lee Buffalo. Then 
again, the slide-guitar licks, slow shuffling 
rhythm, and Weiland’s loungy crooning on 
the verses give way to one of those stan- 
dard stomping STP choruses. 

Nine Inch Nails’ cover of Joy Division’s 
“Dead Souls” is the closest that industrial 
howler Trent Reznor has ever come to 
singing a ballad. Its “They keep calling 
me” refrain fits the movie’s theme of the 
demands of the dead. (Spooky real-life 
parallels department: the gang murder in 
the comic book arid movie is not unlike 
the one at Sharon Tate’s house, where 
Reznor recorded the song. Also, Reznor 
has signed O’Barr’s own industrial duo, 
Trust Obey, to his Nothing record label.) 

Rage Against the Machine’s “Darkness” 
is a nimble rap/metal fusion that calls 
whites to task for 400 years of race crimes. 
“Color Me Once” is a Violent Femmes 
outtake (recorded before drummer Victor 
DeLorenzo’s split) that augments the trio’s 
usual austere approach with wah-wah, 
strings, and organ, recalling the street dra- 
ma of ’70s blaxploitation soundtracks. 

The Rollins Band evoke The Crow’s an- 
tihero Eric Draven (the late Brandon Lee) 
with their cover of “Ghostrider,” by early 
punkers Suicide. It’s an epic stomp whose 
lyrics (“He’s screaming screaming 
screaming the truth/America is killing its 
youth”) seem tailor-made for both the 
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ROBERT SMITH: his coiffure was used as a model, and the Cure’s 
“Burn,” a patented slab of neurotic depression, is the album’s opener. 





traits as melody and harmony. The Jesus 
and Mary Chain’s William and Jim Reid 
slyly channel the spirits of Brian and Carl 
Wilson on the harmonizing but otherwise 
feedback-laden love story “Snakedriver.” 
That ethereal voice floating above 
Medicine’s dreamy “Time Baby III” be- 
longs to Cocteau Twin Elizabeth Fraser. 
(Medicine also appear in the movie.) 

The closing song, the guitar-free ballad 
“It Can’t Rain All the Time,” is by the de- 
cidedly non-industrial Jane Siberry and 
Graeme Revell, composer of the film 
score. The title comes from a line in The 
Crow that Eric sings to calm and reassure 
his young charge, Sarah, whereupon she 
turns it into a mantra. Descending in 
Siberry’s quavery soprano, the refrain 
makes a lovely benediction, the dawn after 
a night of thunderstorms. QO

The Crescent City’s Jazzfest 
lets the good times roll

aturday, April 23. At the 
New Orleans Jazz & Her- 
itage Festival, only one ques- 
tion is more important than 
“Who have you heard?” 
That question is, “What have you eaten?” 

So while Little Richard, Dr. John, the All- 
man Bros., Wynton Marsalis, Tito Puente, 
Buddy Guy, Terrence Simien, Doc 
Cheatham, Boozoo Chavis, Beausoleil, 
Randy Newman, Solomon Burke, and . 

. uh, others warm up the stages, the audi- 
ences warms up with po’ boy sandwiches 
(fried oyster, softshell crab, etc.), gumbo, 
jambalaya, red beans and rice, oyster tasso 
pasta, crawfish sausage, and crawfish bread 
(a kind of calzone filled with cheese, spices, 
and crawfish tails). Or, if you want to keep 
it simple, you just buy a big order of boiled 
crawfish, sit by a tree, and get down: split 
those babies in half, pinch the tail, and suck 
the head.

drenched field where the Dirty 
Dozen Brass Band were doing 
their avant-funk second-line 
thing, tuba walking with the 
gentle strum of a string bass. 

Today, in the Heritage 
Tent, 89-year-old trumpeter 
Doc Cheatham reveals to interviewer Dr. 
Michael White that he once “hit on” Billie 
Holiday but was rejected. He also admits 
that he never requested technical advice 
from his friend and mentor Louis Arm- 
strong (“I never had the nerve to ask 
him”). And he warns us away from his 
1926 recordings with Ma Rainey (“It’s the 
worst thing I ever heard in my life”). 

Cheatham is rail thin and courtly. He 
walks knock-kneed, with the assistance of a 
cane. But his horn tone and vocal-like 
phrasing are the equal of anyone playing 
the instrument today; in fact, he surpasses 
most. His conversation is musical, his 
singing has a conversational directness, and 
he plays with a singer’s phrasing. The orna- 
ments and asides, the perfect, inventive 
shape of each solo, his lyric sense of melody 
— these are all his own. In the Economy 
Hall tent, with a quintet, he introduces 
“Love Will Find a Way” by saying, “Let’s 
play this one as soft as a Maltese cat 
walks,” then places his trumpet to his lips, 
leans back in his chair, aims his instrument 
at the ceiling, and bursts into song. 

Later, in the Heritage Tent, local pop- 
music deities Dr. John and Allen Toussaint 
reflect on the 75th birthday of their pro- 
genitor, Henry Roeland Byrd, a/k/a Pro- 
fessor Longhair, a/k/a “ Fess,” whose ca- 
reer was resurrected with a literally show- 
stopping performance at the 1971 Festival 
(he died in 1980). He has since become 
the festival’s patron saint. Toussaint, dap- 
per as ever in a double-breasted blue suit, 
slowly unrolls the opening chords to 
Longhair’s 1950 hit “Bald Head,” reveal-

of incense burning in either temple of a 
skull propped on his grand piano, he runs 
through hits as well as jazz standards 
backed by a large band with a three-piece 
horn section. The high point comes when 
he rises from the piano, straps on a guitar,

Wolf's “Wang Dang Doodle.” 

Thursday, April 28. We’re beginning to 
formulate some generalizations about New 
Orleans. All trad, or Dixieland, bands af- 
fect Louis Armstrong vocals. All New Or- 
leans pop bands play “Iko Iko.” (Cajun-to- 
Austin transplant Marcia Ball even has a 
song about “Iko Iko.”) And everybody — 
gospel groups, brass bands, even Dr. John 
— likes to play “Down by the Riverside.” 

The Evening Star String Band of Abita 
Springs, Louisiana, help with other gener- 
alizations: to create old-time country from 
bluegrass you simply “slow it down, keep 
the sentimentality, and get rid of the ban- 
jo.”

Nestling deeply into the

wo albums and an EP into a 
career that’s been dedicated 
to the preservation of the

| the late 60s, Luna are more committed 
| than ever to their chosen cause. Some of 
| you may remember the Velvet Under- 
| ground as the first Lower East Side avant- 
| noise rock band to revel in the white light 
| and white heat of heroin. Luna’s singer/ 
guitarist Dean Wareham prefers to recall 
| and rehash the simple, wistful, cynical pop 
pleasures of lighter Velvet fare like “Sun- 
day Morning,” “Pale Blue Eyes,” and 
“Who Loves the Sun.” 

Luna’s latest, Bewitched (Elektra), may 
be less filling than the albums that inspire 
it — specifically The Velvet Underground 
and 1970’s Loaded. But Wareham, gui- 
tarist Sean Eden, bassist Justin Harwood, 
and drummer Stanley Demeski get their 
tuneful half of the Velvet’s bittersweet 
recipe right. They even employ Velvet 
| alum Sterling Morrison for extra season- 
| ing on a couple tracks. 
| Like Reed, Wareham knows how to use 
| the seductive charm of a sugar-coated 
| melody to create ironic distance between 
himself and the existential boredom, con- 
fusion, and loss in his lyrics.

(Luna play Venus de Milo this Friday, 
May 13, with Wake Ooloo, featuring Glen 
Mercer and Dave Weckerman of the Feel- 
ies, and Low.) 


“Walk on the Wild Side,” but Wareham’s 
infectious, sing-song melody, the muted 
chime of his guitar, and a frictionless, syn- 
copated rhythm section betray only a hint 
of sympathy or sadness. Colorful thumb- 
nail sketches like “I now realize I’m living 
like a trucker does, although I haven’t got 
the belly/Although she followed me to Cal- 
ifornia all the way, I only want to watch 
the telly” heighten the song’s amusing, po- 
etic contrast. 

“Tiger Lily,” the most disarmingly 
catchy track, coasts on a steady, circular 
chord progression reminiscent of the slow- 
er live version of “Sweet Jane” (from 
1969). Wareham’s lethargic vocal delivery 
and poignant poetry convey the kind of 
pointless after-hours yearning for some 
anonymous other that’s realized only in 
dreams. The elegant, vibrato-drenched 
“Bewitched,” with its haunting keyboard 
drone, is one of those dreams in the slow, 
painful process of going awry. Wareham 
rebounds, but only partially, on “This 
Time Around,” a jaunty ode to giving a 
damaged relationship one more chance. 

With Morrison’s countrified guitar 
licks complementing the “Pale Blue Eyes” 
feel of “Great Jones Street” (Luna have 
no interest in hiding their Velvets obses- 
sion), Wareham gives cheerful sentiments 
a try, but he can’t help adding a touch of 
“Sunday Morning” sarcasm to lines like 
“Night turns to day/Let’s get away.” And 
lyrics like “What’s round the bend?/I just 
can’t say,” aside from being another sub- 
liminal Velvets reference, are nothing but 
ominous. 

Luna’s studied obsession works because 
they can pull off the smooth-yet-not-too- 
polished feel and intense-yet-laid-back

ong before Juliana Hatfield 

sang about nearly seeing the 

Violent Femmes (“and the 

Del Foo-hey-go-ahos”) in 

her single “My Sister,” the 
band had created a history to be proud of. 
Their 1983 debut was one of the best and 
frankest albums ever made by a group of 
horny, pissed-off teenagers. When 
singer/guitarist Gordon Gano stood in 
front of a packed club and shouted, “Why 
can’t I get just one fuck?” (in “Add It 
Up”), he was asking an eternal question in 
a way it hadn’t quite been asked before. 
And he didn’t feel obliged to ask it forever. 
By the time of the second album (1985’s 
gospel/bluegrass/jazz/Velvets hybrid Hal- 
lowed Ground, with its creepy opener, 
“Country Death Song”), the Femmes were 
established as musical explorers with more 
than getting laid on their minds. 

But a funny thing happened to the band 
after that first album finally went gold, a 
good seven years after its release. They 
turned into a nostalgia act. Suddenly the 
albums got less adventurous, the shows all 
had to peak with “Add It Up,” and now- 
adult leader Gano was rediscovering 
teenage romantic angst as his favorite song 
topic. The last studio album, Why Do Birds 
Sing (1991, Slash), was a blatant but en- 
joyable attempt to re-create the feel of the 
debut; one of its best and funniest songs, 
“Girl Trouble,” was a leftover from 1984. 

By the time the Femmes toured last 
summer, they weren’t acknowledging on 
stage that they’d had their first personnel 
change, with former BoDeans drummer 
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Growing pains —

Guy Hoffman replacing Victor DeLoren- 
zo. Hoffman was finally granted an intro 
when the Femmes played the Phoenix’s 
Best Music Poll party last month, but his 
role in the band appears to be copying De- 
Lorenzo’s style and personality as closely 
as possible. They even had him playing the 
tranceaphone, the tom-tom/washboard 
contraption DeLorenzo invented for their 
early street-corner gigs in Milwaukee. 
Fortunately, New Times — the band’s 
Elektra debut and first studio album in 
three years — isn’t another complete 
throwback. Unfortunately, New Times is 
their first unqualified stinker, the worst 
possible combination of new directions 
that don’t work and old directions re- 
hashed one too many times. In the past, 
the Femmes’ lesser albums (1986's over- 
produced The Blind Leading the Naked 
and 1989’s quick-shot 3) were redeemed 
by the band’s likability and their musical 
restlessness, but that’s not the case here. 
Gano seems to be writing songs by formu- 
la: you bought the teenage angst, so we'll 
give you some more — and we'll throw in 
some weird songs so it doesn’t seem we’ve 
sold out. Add this calculation to the way 
the band’s eccentric quirks are starting to 
look like affectations and the considerable 
charm of the old days is nowhere in sight. 
It starts off promisingly with a cranky 
sing-along and obvious single in “Don’t 
Start Me on the Liquor” (which opens with 
one of Brian Ritchie’s trademark acoustic- 
bass chugs) and a fiery, doom-saying rock- 
er in the title track. But even here a couple 
of nagging problems emerge. Both tunes 
go on way too long (a recurring problem 
on this disc), and the use of campy, off-key 
backing vocals (which goes back to the

first album’s “Please Do Not Go”) gets 
stretched past the breaking point. The 
hardest rocker, “Key of Two,” tells an odd 
little story of getting sent to prison and 
finding a good band there. But the main 
riff is a direct cop from “In-a-Gadda-Da- 
Vida,” and the whole song gets thrown 
away for the sake of the gag. 

The token weird tracks are indeed 
weird, not to mention unlistenable. “Ma- 
chine” is five minutes’ worth of screwing 
around with synths and a drumbox; 
though the lyrics include the album’s only 
good joke, it’s hardly worth the effort. 
Neither is “Mirror Mirror,” whose Greek 
wedding music is camped up so heavily 
that I actively dread how it’ll sound on 
stage. Or “Jesus of Rio,” whose relatively 
brief length doesn’t keep it from being one 


of the more pretentious rock operas in re- 
cent memory. 

Matters don’t improve once Gano digs 
up the old teen angst. There’s always been 
a thin line between sad soul-baring and 
flat-out whining, and here he jumps over it 
with both feet. “I’m Nothing” says little 
besides its title (over and over again); it 
lacks the poignancy of Hallowed Ground’s 
similar-sounding “I Know It’s True But 
I’m Sorry To Say.” Still worse is “When 
Everybody’s Happy,” on which Gano pulls 
the ultimate self-pitying rock-star line: 
“Can you imagine the headache I have 
writing this song?” What’s changed most 
since the old days is the band’s willingness 
to grow up with their fans. Which leaves 
old fans little choice but to keep growing 
up without them. Q

Cantata Singers, old and new; 
Masterworks’ Missa Solemnis 


by Lloyd Schwartz 


he biggest crowd pleasers on 

the latest Cantata Singers 

program were the newest — 

US premieres of two pieces 

by one of Boston’s most 
widely admired (and liked) musical fig- 
ures, Donald Sur. Under the directorship 
of David Hoose, the Cantata Singers have 
become almost as well known for their 
beautiful, intense performances of 20th- 
century music (from Arnold Schoenberg 
to John Harbison) as for their intense, 
beautiful performances of Baroque and 
pre-Baroque masterpieces (Schiitz and 
Schein as well as Bach and Handel). 
They’ve also been commissioning work 
from some of our finest “local” compo- 


| sers: Harbison (his Pulitzer Prize—winning 
| The Flight into Egypt), Peter Child, and 
| Sur (the large-scale Slavery Documents). 


Sur’s Lacrimosa was a 1990 commis- 
sion by the Korean Foundation for Broad- 
cast Culture for the annual commemora- 
tion of the 1919 Korean uprising against 
the Japanese occupation. Hoose writes 
that typically this anniversary is a festive 
event, but that Sur’s piece, as one might 
gather from its title, is unusual in its 
poignance, its emphasis on the human 
cost. Even the original words to the central 


| lullaby (a clarinet solo played by the es- 


timable and eloquent Bruce Creditor), 
Hoose says, are tinged with sadness. 

This description, however, didn’t prepare 
me for the sheer, almost-too-much gor- 


| geousness. Lacrimosa begins with an 


exquisite Afternoon of a Faun-like tender- 
ness and sensuality: two flutes (Chris 
Krueger, no less, and Jacqueline DeVoe), 
solo violin (the young Chinese virtuosa 
Zheng Rong Wang), and harp (Elizabeth 
Morse). There are suggestions of the 


| work’s military origins: heroic passages for 
| horns (Jean Rife, Diana Friend), gutsy 


strings in a rapid march. The solo violin un- 
dulates a two-note phrase that releases into 
breezy orchestral free sailing until the open- 
ing chamber ensemble — violin, flutes, 
harp — returns for a touching pianissimo 
fade-out. Doctor Hoose maintained a 
strong rhythmic pulse in both the energized 
sections and the sections of lyric intimacy, 
and everyone’s playing was spectacular. 

In the briefer Kkumdori Tansaeng 
(“Birth of the Dream Elf”), which was also 
commissioned in Korea, Wang sounded 
like an antic Korean square-dance fiddler 


| in her depiction of an elf who leaps out of 
| a river (suggested by the chorus singing 


six Korean vowels, a la Daphnis and 
Chloe) onto a bridge. The percussion sec- 
tion — timpani, syncopated xylophone, 
etc. — was the dazzling John Grimes. 

Not one piece on the program was fa- 
miliar. Carl Nielsen’s radiant Three Motets

— psalm settings composed in 1929 (two 
years before he died) — plunge from aus- 
tere Gregorianism into stabbing chromatic 
outbursts (which Hoose and the chorus 
really landed on) and a final ecstatic affir- 
mation. Schumann’s strange, late, and 
bleakly tragic Mass in C minor is also not 
without moments (but only moments) of 
sweetness, joy, and consolation, especially | 
in the Offertorium’s heavenly song to the 
Virgin (a real Schumann song, sung with a 
gleaming plangency by soprano Lynn Tor- 
gove). The hushed Sanctus, a lullaby of 
sustained voices over gently rocking 
strings, must be one of the most beatific 
passages in Schumann. 

But there are few such graspable units — 
the Mass is more like a series of evolving 
and unsettled continuums. One reason so 
many late Schumann pieces have their bad 
rap (from which Hoose has been rescuing | 
them) may be just such formal elusiveness. 
After the rousing Amen, one of the few re- 
solved stopping points in the entire Mass, 
one enthusiastic listener began (understand- 
ably) to applaud. But Schumann won't let 
us off the hook. A heart-wrenching Agnus 
Dei follows the Amen, with a final halo of 
shimmering winds. The performance 
(which also included elegant solo singing by 
tenor Randy McGee and bass David 
Kravitz) was inspired, but after such soul 
searching, one felt more like turning inward 
than applauding. Still, applaud one did.

Musician, educator, scholar, and minis- 
ter, Allen Lannom celebrated his 41st year 
as director of the Masterworks Chorale by 
negotiating a fervent, skillful, weighty but 
uplifting performance of Beethoven’s im- 
possible Missa Solemnis. Its special glory 
was the wonderfully matched vocal quar- 
tet: Karol Bennett, Gloria Raymond, Frank | 
Kelley, and Robert Honeysucker — im- 
passioned, refined, profoundly commu- 
nicative, opulently openhearted singers, 
with Bennett’s soaring, burnished soprano 
the particular joy. Honeysucker, always a 
fine singer, has within the last couple of 
years risen to a new level of artistry, which 
now shines through even in a relatively 
small role. This was more truly a world- 
class ensemble than the international 
hodge-podge that sang with Roger Nor- 
rington at the BSO last year. 

Lannom knows just how everything fits. 
If the 100-plus chorale was short on precise | 
attack, hair-trigger rhythmic tensions, or 
distinct diction, it nevertheless gave him the | 
dramatic contrasts of dynamics and tempos | 
— and the complete conviction — he was 
after. Concertmistress Carol Lieberman, 
here on modern violin, played the big obbli- 
gato in the Benedictus with touching | 
forthrightness. Nothing equaled the mag- | 
nificence of the four soloists, but that noth- | 
ing undermined them either tells you just | 
how successful this performance was. QO |

The pro- 
cess might be deemed overly 
ruminative if the unusual pulses 
and shifts of the rhythm section 
didn’t offer up a score of directions 
that lighten the whole undertaking. 
Fleeting notions of fancy are taken 
’ seriously by these three. On this 
auspicious date they strike that 
ever elusive balance between 
work and play.

**1/2 Ray Charlies, BLUES+ 
JAZZ (Atiantic/Rhino). Unlike this 
label’s The Birth of Soul, a three- 
disc box of Charles doing flawless 
R&B, this two-disc box isolates the 
pure blues and jazz identities 
Charles would synthesize so 
effectively in his later R&B hits. 
The blues disc in this set proves 
that Charles could sound exactly 
like Charles Brown or Big Maceo, 
something fans forgot when he 
began sounding exactly like Ray 
Charles in the late ’50s. 

Don’t expect the gospel urgen- 
cy and blues intensity of “What I'd 
Say” or “Hit the Road, Jack.” The 
jazz disc does a decent job in 
revealing how Charles worked 
gospel‘and blues styles into 
swinging jazz sides, thus paving 
the way for Ramsey Lewis and 
Gene Harris. Just don’t listen to 
them in the same day as Horace 
Silver's Biue Note albums from the 
same period. There’s fine musi- 
cianship in this set, but save your 
money and get The Birth of Soul 
box if you want the splendor of the 
Original music Charles channeled 
his blues and jazz proclivities into.

**x* Various, WHY DO YOU 
THINK THEY CALL IT POP? 
(Pop Narcotic). The local Pop 
Narcotic label has adopted the 
widest possible definition of pop, 
taking in the goofy and the noisy 
along with the sweet and tuneful. 
The label's first album-length com- 
pilation (pressed onto two brightly 
colored vinyl 10-inchers) generally 
delivers the goods, though a cou- 
ple of the better-known bands con- 
tribute throwaway tracks (the 
Dambuilders’ “Pennsylvania,” 
allegedly produced by Butch Pig, 
is a minute-long arena-rock joke 
that they wisely left off their own 
album; Poivo’s “Colonial Arms” is 
@ negligible instrumental). 

The best moments are found 
on the two sides devoted to 
Straight-ahead pop tunes, one for

the boys and one for the girls. 
Providence’s small factory and 
New York’s Versus contribute irre- 
sistible cheerful numbers on the 
former; Helium and Twig visit 
moodier territory on the latter. 
Every indie-label compilation 
seems to include one joky cover 
tune, but give the Ohio band 
Greenhorn some credit: not only 
does “50 Ways To Leave Your 
Lover” richly deserve the noise- 
rock treatment, but they pummel 
the song so hard you can rest 
assured it'll never get up again.

*x*x*x1/2 The Silos, SUSAN 
ACROSS THE OCEAN (Water- 
melon). Since 1986 singer/song- 
writer/guitarist Walter Salas- 
Humara has kept his feet firmly 
planted on the rich terrain where 
the literate simplicity of the Velvet 
Underground and Big Star crosses 
paths with the thoughtful country 
folk of Neil Young and Gram Par- 
sons. Susan Across the Ocean, 
the fifth Silos’ album, finds Salas- 
Humara and his warm and gritty 
voice leading the most rocking 
version of his band yet through a 
masterful collection of new, used, 
borrowed, and biue tunes. 

“Let’s Take Some Drugs and 
Drive Around,” penned by former 
Wild Seed Michael Hall, gets the 
disc off to a rollicking, worry-free 
start, but Mary Rowell’s edgy violin 
and lyrics like “I'd rather get beat 
up than sit around all night” point 
toward a darker destination. 
Salas-Humara pushes on in that 
direction on the tom-tom-heavy, 
guitar-driven “Upside Down 
Instead” and “Shaking All Over the 
Place,” an eerie blues rumination 
on nervous breakdowns that he 
wrote with former Walkers’ gui- 
tarist Manuel Verzosa. Verzosa, 
whose tasteful lead work and 
background vocals grace most of 
the album's dozen tracks, recently 
died in an automobile accident, 
and the disc is dedicated to his 
memory. His death gives an unin- 
tended poignancy to the droning, 
melodic beauty of “Nothing’s 
Gonna Last.”

** * Overwhelming Colorfast, 
TWO WORDS (Relativity). Pri- 
meval-siudge guitars, muffled rag- 
ing vocals, unison riffs boasting all

— these are the distinguishing 
characteristics of Overwhelming 
Colorfast’s second album. But 
every time their music threatens to 
leave us in generic alternaband- 
land, it takes a quick left turn.

That vitali- 
ty informs all 16 tracks, from 
breathless two-minute wonders 
like “Toss Up” or “Shadows” to the 
loose, Paul Westerberg—like “Roy 
Orbison” and the swamp metal of 
“Hogabanoogen.”

He seems 
scarcely to have been touched by 
Europop/punk production — call it 
the “Cars to Guns N’ Roses to 
Dwight Yoakam effect” — that 
makes today’s country, even its 
cowboy music, sound as dis- 
tanced and dreamlike as anything 
in disco. But the CD does include 
“That’s My Story,” a roll-over- 
Beethoven song with an inspired 
Stuttery vocal, and “My Kind of 
Girl,” in which Raye celebrates a 
who buys both Cosmo and 
Hot Rod. Trouble is, Brooks & 
Dunn's “Rock 'n’ Roll Country Girl” 
celebrated the same kind of girl, 
and did it better.

Since 1990, 
Drivin 'n’ Cryin have abandoned 
their country-influenced, folky 
material in favor of their more 
commercially accessible hard-rock 
side. This has resulted in two 
excellent solo albums from front- 
man Kevn Kinney: 1990’s Mac- 





Dougal Blues and the new Down 
Out Law. 

Kinney’s songs are still about 
“love and hate and desperation,” 
but this album is darker than the 
last, with production and arrange- 
ments that give it an intimate but 
lonely feel. Missing are the light, 
upbeat songs that made MacDou- 
gal Blues fun. Although “Shindig 
with the Lord” and “A Beatnik 
Haight Street Keroucian Rip Off in 
E” provide some relief, you still 
come away a little cold. Which 
isn’t necessarily a bad thing, since 
Kinney always comes off as the 
tragic hero, a Billy Bragg who 
grew up in the Midwest and lis- 
tened to Hank Williams.

Boldly embracing the heaven and 
hell of daily life, 23-year-old 
DiFranco serves challenging, bru- 
tally real portraits of self and soci- 
ety on her sixth album. Sometimes 
soft, sometimes furious, she’s a 
true Renaissance woman, han- 
dling writing, production, and art 
on her own label. 

Gliding smoothly from DiFran- 
co’s own sprightly folk-jazz acous- 
tic guitar accompaniment to full- 
bodied horn-flavored jazz-rock 
arrangements with flights of scat- 
ting, Out of Range is a tad less in- 
your-face than her previous snot- 
and-menstrual-blood-stained 
Puddle Dive. “| got a face like a 
limp handshake, hair like an acci- 
dent scene,” she spits on “Hell 
Yeah.” “Letter to a John” offers 
razor-sharp insight into a one-time 
sexual-abuse-victim-turned-lap- 
dancer’s ambivalent feelings for a 
customer. On “If He Tries Any- 
thing,” she sweetly sings of herself 
as both wise woman and giggling 
girl armed with a smile and a 
switchblade. Seldom have love 
and fury merged with such wit and 
perception.

She won 
an Oscar for Best Original Screen- 
play; her two muses, Holly Hunter 
and Anna Paquin, took home stat- 
uettes for Best Actress and Best 
Supporting Actress. In an aston- 
ishing performance, Hunter stars 
as Ada, a mute woman sent to the 
backwoods of 19th-century New 
Zealand as the mail-order bride of 
the puritanical Stewart (Sam Neill).

When Stewart won't take 
the piano to his home, his uncouth 
neighbor Baines (Harvey Keitel) 
takes it himself; then Baines hires 
Ada for piano lessons that lead to 
sexual favors and, eventually, 
intense love scenes that are tri- 
umphs of female sexuality. The 
relationship changes Ada and 
arouses the ire of the tyrannical, 
tragic Stewart. Right through to its 
brutal and beautiful outcome, this 
is a sensuous meditation on lan- 
guage, sublimation, fate, and the 
flesh that touches on the kinds of 
feeling and meaning only music 
can convey.

(1971). John Waters’s classic of 
shock humor, in which Divine 
proves himself the “filthiest person 
alive” by devouring a handful of 
freshly laid poodle turds. As 
notable as any of the gross-outs is 
the tone of seething, almost psy- 
chopathic rage with which the 
characters hurl insults at one 
another.

The beleaguered hero 
(the term “raining stones” is the 
local equivalent of Truffaut’s “400 
blows”) is Bob (Bruce Jones), 
who, after the van he needs to 
support himself with odd jobs has 
been swiped, sinks to the lowest 
levels of the labor pool.

Winona Ryder stars 
as Lelaina, an aspiring documen- 
tarist shooting a video about the 
chaotic lives of her friends, includ- 
ing Vicki (Janeane Garofalo), who 
believes her job at the Gap is the 
best she can hope for; Troy (Ethan 
Hawke), an unemployed musician; 
and Sammy (Steve Zahn), who's 
bracing himself to come out of the 
closet.

**x*xROMEO IS BLEEDING 
(1994). In this ambitious, or at 
least pretentious, tawdry night- 
mare from director Peter Medak 
(The Krays) and screenwriter 
Hilary Henkin, the romeo is Jack, 
a comfortably depraved police 
detective played with unctuous 
hysteria by Gary Oldman. He 
splits time between spying on 
mobsters, cavorting with a bim- 
bette (played by Juliette Lewis at 
her most vacantly pre-verbal), and 
taking payoffs from an underworld 
honcho (Roy Scheider). Oh yeah, 
and he’s got a wife (Annabella 
Sciorra). It’s a tricky triple life that 
leads Jack into an inferno ruled by 
former KGB assassin Mona 
Demarkov (Lena Olin), an unstop- 
pable femme fatale as polymor- 
phously skilled and vicious as the 
Tasmanian Devil of Looney Tunes 
fame. This bloody noir is outra- 
geous, implausible, and often fun.

**k*1/2 THE SCENT OF GREEN 
PAPAYA (1993). Vietnam’s first 
Academy Award nominee (for 
Best Foreign Language Film) fol- 
lows the fairy-tale fate of a 10- 
year-old Mui as she grows to a 20- 
year-old while working as a ser- 
vant at a middle-class home, and 
it introduces an astonishingly 
mature new director, Vietnamese 
expatriate Tran Anh Hung. The 
narrative is conventional, but Tran 
diverges from it in many ways. For 
one, there is the delicious cine- 
matography of Benoit Delhomme 
depicting the lush atmosphere of 
the home through which Mui, an 
ever-curious template for experi- 
ence who seemingly wants noth- 
ing for herself, leads us like a 
household sprite; it is a place of 
ripe fruit and green leaves filled 
with the sounds of the father’s gui- 
tar playing but also with strange 
silences. The family’s quiet calm 
turns tragic when the father runs 
off with the household savings, but 
the revelations this precipitates 
and the fate that awaits Mui are 
not what makes this film fascinat- 
ing. Rather it’s the way Tran 
explores the universe of the home 
through its microclimates. The 
human elements exist to give relief 
to the film’s exquisite visual and 
aural architecture.

*x*x*x*xSCHINDLER’S LIST 
(1993). Steven Spielberg has put 
aside childish things — fantasy, 
sentimentality, special effects — 
and confronted the demons and 
desires that have lingered beneath 
some of the slickest and most suc- 
cessful entertainments in cinema. 
Here he does not pose salvation in 
the heavens or evil in the depths; 
he’s located both in the human 
heart and in a historical reality. 
The screenplay, an adaptation by 
Steven Zaillian of Thomas 
Keneally’s book, is the true story 
of Oskar Schindler (Liam Neeson), 
the opportunistic capitalist and 
Nazi Party member who metamor- 
phosed into one of the greatest 
humanitarian heroes of World War 
ll: his “list” is a compilation of the 
names of 1100 Jewish laborers 
ransomed from Hitler’s Final 
Solution. Beside Schindler for 
much of the film are either Itzhak 
Stern (Ben Kingsley), his financial 
and spiritual accountant, or Amon 
Goeth (Ralph Fiennes), a genial 
monster who rules his labor camp 
with a cruelty that is both capri- 
cious and. methodical; Goeth 
allows Schindler to come to grips 
with his inner beast, even as Stern 
evokes his inner angel. The devel- 
opment of these three is coordi- 
nated with the terrifying trials of 
the Jewish prisoners. “The list is 
life,” says Stern. “Beyond the list is 
the void.” This film reckons with 
both those enormities, life and the 
void, examining with unearthly 
restraint, detachment, pathos, and 
zeal the ultimate horror, the 
Holocaust. Winner of seven 
Oscars, including Best Picture and 
Best Director, it's one of the great- 
est films made on the subject.

**x*xSERIAL MOM (1994). In his 
best film since 1981's Polyester, 
John Waters finds a happy 
deranged middie ground between 
the perversity of Pink Flamingos

blithe elegance, and seething sen- 
Suality to the role of a model 
homemaker whose devotion to her 
values drive her to homicide. 
Waters trails Turner zealously, 
escalating the outrageousness of 
the crimes, adding gag upon 
grotesque gag like a psychopathic 
silent comic; there’s an eviscera- 
tion and a leg-of-lamb beating, 
and one victim gets his not long 
after masturbating to a Chesty 
Morgan film. But when Serial Mom 
becomes a media cottage indus- 
try, she embodies the very corrup- 
tion and crassness she sought to 
kill. More than any of Waters’s cre- 
ations, she combines the realms 
of the banal and forbidden that are 
his obsessions.

* x x SHADOWLANDS (1993). 
Directed with uncharacteristic 
restraint by Richard Attenborough, 
and featuring Anthony Hopkins in 
a sublime performance, this is 
manipulative melodrama at its 
finest, a lachrymose celebration of 
the human capacity, and craving, 
for loss, grief, and a good cry. Set 
in Oxford in 1952, it’s the true 
story of C.S. “Jack” Lewis (Hop- 
kins), already an established liter- 
ary personality, and Joy Gresham 
(Debra Winger), an American fan 
who is a prize-winning poet her- 
self. Triumphing over Jack’s prac- 
ticed bachelorhood and Joy’s life 
in the States, the two marry — but 
there’s tragedy ahead. As Joy dies 
of cancer (for too long: about half 
the movie), the film brings to light 
Jack’s emotions, and their 
sources, in a manner made con- 
vincing by Hopkins’s piercing per- 
formance. Winger is often superb 
too — particularly when engaged 
in funny and intellectually chal- 
lenging conversations with her 
mate. Ultimately, this tearjerker 
threatens to sink to the level of 
Terms of Endearment, except that 
Attenborough never lets the film 
relax into platitudes. As his wife 
dies, Jack learns that the meaning 
of pain is unknowable; it must be 
borne, that’s all.

*x*xxSIRENS (1994). A movie for 
those who claim to read Playboy 
for the articles, this tapestry of 
allusive symbolism, philosophy, 
travelogue, and satire is chiefly a 
sex farce about a woman's sensu- 
al awakening in an exotic locale. 
Director and screenwriter John 
Duigan (who sensitively handled 
sexual coming-of-age from male 
perspectives in The Year My 
Voice Broke and Flirting) bases 
his film on the career of Norman 
Lindsay, a controversial Australian 
artist of the early 20th century. 
Lindsay (Sam Neill) is visited at 
his bucolic estate by a censuring 
minister (Hugh Grant) and his 
wife, Estella (Tara Fitzgerald). Her 
discovery of the estate’s Edenic 
temptations — not the least of 
which is a Botticellian Elle 
MacPherson, supermodel-turned- 
actress — becomes the film's 
focus, while her husband watches 
uneasily from the sidelines. 
Although the movie could have 
used some of the wantonness its 
characters boast, it’s entertaining 
for many reasons, including the

He and his photogra- 
pher, Russell Metty, shot the film 
in Venice, California, but it looks 
as if it had been made in Hell. 
Welles’s temperament, his visual 
daring, and driving, contrapuntal 
editing sense make the movie 
almost unbearably exciting. The 
peculiarly effective eclectic cast 
includes Welles himself (as the 
police chief, whose wrecked, 
slovenly body reflects his rotted 
soul), Chariton Heston as the 
Hispanic fed he tries to frame,

pop psychology and not quite 
mustering the courage to suggest 
that some obstacles are insur- 
mountable.
